James  Leavell  and  the  board  of  de aeons 
concluded  that  something  had  to  be  done 
They  drew  up  a  pledge  that  the  members  of 
the  church  would  abstain  from  drinking, 
dancing,  card  playing,  theatre  going  and 
tattling,  and  those  refusing  to  sign  would 
automatically  lose  their  membership.

He  was  an  Intermediate  teacher.  One 
by  one  they  had  left  him.  His  class  now 
had  only  three  of  the  twelve  who  started 
with  him  nine  months  before.  He  had  never 
taught  before.  I  should  have  said  he  never 
had  tried  before,  and  he  could  not  under- 
stand why  the  boys  would  not  come.

He  would  hold  a  week's  con- 
ference for  workers. 

He  came.  A  week  dragged  on.  Our 
friend  kept  putting  off  his  visit  to  this 
"new  affair".  The  week  was  coming  fast 
to  a  close.  No  one  urged  him  to  attend. 
(We  are  very  often  too  busy  enjoying  our- 
selves to  invite  someone  else  to  share  in 
the  fun.)  He  guessed  it  was  too  late  now 
so  he  sat  down  Thursday  evening  with  a 
sigh.  He  must  get  ready  for  Sunday,  and 
"my  how  he  dreaded  it". 

He  opened  his  quarterly — note  that  I  did 
not  say  Bible.  ■  It  was  an  old,  old  story. 
He  studied  that  lesson  over  and  over  years 
ago.     It  held  no  "new  points"  for  him. 

But  at  this  point  the  phone  rang.  He 
answered. 

"Hello   Bill!"  Dan   Speaking.     (Dan   was 
four  days  late  in  speaking.) 
"Well". 

"Say  Bill!  Old  boy,  you  don't  know  what 
you  are  missing".     (Better  tell  a  fellow  late 
than  never) 
"How's  that?" 
"I  say  it's  great!" 

"Say,  you  better  tell  me  what  you  are 
raving  about  first." 

"The  training  class  down  at  the  church 
this  week.  Don't  you  know  we  have  been 
talking  about  it  every  Sunday  for  two 
months  .  Can't  you  come  tonight.  Why 
you'll  be  behind  the  times." 

"Ah,  I  guess  I'm  already  that  way." 
Think  I  ought  to  quit  anyway.  Don't  seem 
to  be  getting  anywhere." 

"Say  Bill,  I'll  see  you  at  the  church  at  7:30 
We  discuss  the  Intermediate  Department." 
This  last  statement  did  arouse  a  little 
curiosity.  So  like  "a  dum  driven  slave", 
he  went  his  way  to  the  church  that  night 
to  see  what  "that  fellow"  had  to  say. 

He  took  a  back  seat.  He  had  nothing  to 
say.  He  was  hearing  many  things  new  to 
him. 

Finally  the  lesson  closed  and  a  round  table 
conference  followed. 

"Now  what  problems  do  you  have  in  your 
classes"  the  teacher  was  saying. 

Now  one,  then  another  was  raised.  Lively 
discussion  followed.     Presently  Bill  spoke: 

"Brother,  I  want  you  to  tell  me  how  to 
get  the  interest  of  intermediate  boys." 

Those  who  knew  the  Sunday  School 
worker  best,  saw  a  feeling  pain  registered 
in  his  face.  He  paused.  The  unthinking- 
smiled. 

Could  it  be  possible  that,  that  man,  was 
a  teacher  of  Intermediate  boys.  Had  the 
pastor  and  superintendent  of  the  school  al- 
lowed this  week  to  go  by  without  getting 
him  into  the  classes,  and  training  him  for 
his  work.

"Well,  what  seems  to  be  your  trouble, 
friend  ?" 

"Don't  know",  said  Bill.  "They  seem  to 
be  so  restless  and  irreverent". 

"Irreverent ?" 

"Yes.  They  interrupt  you  in  the  middle 
of  your  lecture  .  .  .  .  " 

"Lecture!"  exclaimed  the  leader. 

Now  the  teacher  knew  his  man.  Un- 
trained teachers  have  earmarks  which  the 
trained  teacher  recognizes  as  readily  as  the 
western  herder  recognizes  the  brand  of  his 
cattle.     Some  earmarks  Bill  had  follow: 

1.  How  to  get  interest,  his  first  tiuestion. 

2.  "They  are  irreverent." 

3.  "Lecture." 

To  make  this  story  short,  the  trained 
teacher  never  asks  the  first  question.  She 
tells  the  story,  challenges  with  a  question, 
gives  them  something  to  do,  etc. 

After  she  has  gained  the  attention  she 
keeps  them  so  busy  that  they  cannot  be 
irreverent.

She 
knows  what  Bill  did  not  know,  that  a  man 
may  know  many  things  and  not  be  fitted 
for'teaching.     Lectures  do  not  always  teach.

RESPONSIBILITY  OF  SELECTING 
OFFICERS  AND  TEACHERS 


HEADING     INTO     THE     SECOND 
QUARTER   OF  A  CENTURY 


(By  P.  E.  Burroughs) 

Our  Southern  Baptist  Teacher  Training 
Institution  has  rounded  out  twenty-five 
years  of  service.  The  workers  throughout 
the  Southland  fittingly  celehrated  this 
twenty-fifth  anniversary  by  a  special  and 
glorious  year  in  which  more  than  100,000 
awards  were  bestowed.  It  is  not  easy  to 
realize  the  meaning  of  these  figures.  100,- 
000  standard  books  were  studied  under 
guidance.  These  books  placed  on  a  shelf 
in  the  usual  fashion  would  fill  a  shelf  five- 
eights  of  a  mile  long.  There  is  no  private 
library  among  us  which  comprises  so  many 
volumes;  there  are  few  public  libraries 
which  have  a  larger  number  of  books.  The 
workers  who  have  pursued  these  studies  and 
received  these  100,000  awards  are  touching 
directly  the  lives  of  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  Sunday-school  pupils. 

During  the  twenty-five  years  178,000 
King's  Teacher  Diplomas  have  been  be- 
stowed. No  less  than  300,000  Sunday-school 
workers  have  directly  felt  the  touch  and  the 
appeal  of  the  teacher  training  institution. 
Through  these  stressful  and  eventful  years 
these  study  courses  have  measurably  guided 


All  of  the  responsibility  for  electing  all 
officers  and  teachers  should  be  assumed  by 
the  church  and  the  election  should  occur 
during  a  regular  or  called  business  session 
of  the  church.  When  it  comes  to  selecting 
and  nominating  officers  and  teachers,  the 
superintendent  has  the  greatest  responsi- 
bility; of  course,  the  superintendent  will 
consult  with  the  pastor  and  get  his  advice; 
and  certainly  where  the  school  is  depart- 
mentized  and  the  superintendent  of  the  de- 
partment affected  will  be  called  into  con- 
ference and  may  even  be  given  the  initial 
responsibility  in  the  matter  of  locating  and 
enlisting  new  workers  in  that  department. 
However,  no  department  superintendent 
should  ever  put  new  workers  into  the 
organization  without  consultation  with  the 
superintendent,  who  would  also  confer  with 
the  pastor  concerning  the  matter. 

The  superintendent,  then,  as  the  executive 
head  of  the  Sunday  school  would  be  pri- 
marily responsible  for  the  selection  and 
placing  of  all  workers  throughout  the  school 
but  the  church  itself  would  assume  all  re- 
sponsibility for  actually  electing  them  to 
office  and  it  should  be  plainly  understood 
that  no  one  is  officially  a  member  of  the 
organization  until  actually  elected  by  the 
church.

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THEY  FOLLOW  THE  COVENANT 


March  is  church  covenant  week.  Every 
church  is  supposed  to  hold  up  the  covenant 
all  over  the  South  during-  March.  Note  the 
following  record  of  the  First  Baptist 
Church,  Winston-Salem. 

You  ask  why  use  this  record  in  the  dis- 
cussion of  the  Covenant?  Because  every 
member  of  this  church  gets  a  copy  of  this 
covenant  the  day  he  becomes  a  member  and 
then  once  every  three  months  the  covenant 
is  read  at  the  morning  service.  Read  the 
following  record  and  then  read  the  church 
covenant  which  follows. 

Our  Past   Achievement   and    Future  Task 

(By  Dr.   John   R.   Jester) 

Last  Wednesday  evening,  at  the  Annual 
Business  Meeting  of  the  Church,  an  inter- 
esting review  of  our  work  was  given. 
A  Backward  Glance 

The  audited  report  of  the  Church  Treas- 
urer showed  that  cash  contributions  during 
1926  for  all  objects  amounted  to  $88,385.55. 
Looking  back  over  four  and  a  half  years  to 
the  beginning  of  our  program,  it  was  seen 
that  the  cash  contributions  for  all  purposes 
reached  the  grand  total  of  $580,190.70.  Of 
necessity  we  have  had  to  take-  care  of  the 
building  program,  but  we  have  not  per- 
mitted the  great  cause  of  missions  and  be- 
nevolence to  suffer,  or  our  interest  in  them 
to  wane.  This  has  been  the  acid  test  which 
our  Church  has  nobly  met. 

Along  with  the  above  showing  another 
side  has  been  even  better.  The  evange- 
listic fires  have  been  kept  burning.  During 
the  past  four  and  one-half  years  729  persons 
have  been  received  into  the  fellowship  of 
our  Church,  37  per  cent,  coming  by  profes- 
sion of  faith  and  baptism.  During  this 
period  the  Sunday  School  enrollment  has 
about  thribbled,  having  long  since  reached 
the  standard  rating  which  it  now  maintains. 
The  Woman's  Work  has  been  changed  to 
the  Auxiliary  plan  and  is  rendering  most 
efficient  service.  The  Young  People's  organi- 
zations have  been  enlarged  and  strength- 
ened. The  Night  School  is  now  in  its  third 
year,  which  has  been  and  is  a  benediction 
to  many  working  young  men  and  women  of 
our  city.

Some  good  people  feel  that  the  youth  of 
our  time  are  so  much  worse  than  the  youth 
of  other  days.  It  will  be  interesting  to 
contrast  the  student  life  of  our  time  with 
that  of  the  students  of  100  years  ago.  The 
following  is  an  excerpt  taken  from  a  regula- 
tion adopted  by  the  S.  C.  Baptist  State 
Convention  in  1826,  dealing  with  the  con- 
duct of  students  in  a  school  then  owned  by 
South   Carolina  Baptists. 

"All  lying  swearing,  cursing,  drunkness, 
fighting,  duelling,  dice,  card  and  billard 
playing,  betting,  theft  and  fornication,  are 
forbidden  to  students  of  the  school  .  .  .  ." 
How  this  list  compares  with  the  prohibitions 
necessary  in  a  Baptist  school  today  can  best 
be  answered  by  one  who  has  been  a  student 
in  one  of  our  Baptist  institutions  in  recent 
years. 

Dr.  W.  J.  McGlothlin,  the  able  and 
scholarly  president  of  Furman  University, 
the  Baptist  Men's  College  of  South  Caro- 
lina, in  his  splendid  book,  "Baptist  Begin- 
nings in  Education",  which  has  just  come 
from  the  press  says:  "The  contents  of  these 
rules  show  as  nothing  else  could  the  serious- 
ness of  the  question  of  discipline  in  those 
early  days.  Students  are  not  what  they 
ought  to  be  yet,  but  they  behave  far  better 
on  the  whole  than  Students  did  a  century 
or  even   a  half   century  ago." 

The  youth  of  our  day  are  reckless  some 
say.  Young  people  have  always  been  so. 
Today  youth  "steps  on  the  gas  and  makes 
sixty",  twenty-five  years  ago  and  less  youth 
used  the  spur  and  his  horse  took  the  fences. 
We  have  our  loafing  places,  the  comer  drug 
store,  the  hotel  lobby,  the  cross  roads  store. 
The  same  communities  can  hardly  boast 
that  there  was  a  time  when  they  did  not 
have  them.  They  spend  their  Sundays 
joy  riding  the  folk  say,  forgetting  that  even 
some  of  the  younger  generation  can  re- 
member the  days  of  the  buggy  riding, 
bicycle  crazed  youth,  who  spent  their  Sun- 
day afternoons  on  the  highways. 

When  we  study  the  past  we  must  thank 
God  that  we  live  today. 

We  read  once  the  story  of  a  church  in 
New  England.  In  one  of  the  records  is 
written  the   story  of  how  the   Stewards  of

to  sustain  its  worship,  ordinances,  discipline 
and  doctrines;  to  contribute  cheerfully  and 
regularly  to  the  support  of  the  ministry,  the 
expenses  of  the  Church,  the  relief  of  the 
poor,  and  the  spread  of  the  Gospel  through 
all  nations. 

We  also  engage  to  maintain  family  and 
secret  devotions;  to  religiously  educate  our 
children;  to  seek  the  salvation  of  our  kin- 
dred and  acquaintances;  to  walk  circum- 
spectly in  the  world;  to  be  just  in  our  deal- 
ings; faithful  in  our  engagements,  and  ex- 
emplary in  our  deportment;  to  avoid  all 
tattling,  backbiting  and  excessive  anger;  to 
abstain  from  the  sale  of  and  use  of  intoxi- 
cating drinks  as  a  beverage;  and  to  be 
zealous  in  our  efforts  to  advance  the  king- 
dom of  our  Saviour. 

Wre  further  engage  to  watch  over  one 
another  in  brotherly  love;  to  remember  each 
other  in  prayer;  to  aid  each  other  in  sick- 
ness and  distress;  to  cultivate  Christian 
sympathy  in  feeling,  and  courtesy  in  speech; 
to  be  slow  to  take  offence,  but  always  r-eady 
for  reconciliation,  and  mindful  of  the  rules 
of  our  Saviour  to  secure  it  without  delay. 

We  moreover  engage  that  when  we  re- 
move from  this  place  we  will,  as  soon  as 
possible,  unite  with  some  other  church, 
where  we  can  carry  out  the  spirit  of  the 
Covenant  and  the  principles  of  God's  Word. 
"And  may  the  God  of  Peace,  who  brought 
again  from  the  dead  our  Lord  Jesus,  the 
great  Shepherd  of  the  sheep,  throuf/h  the 
blood  of  the  everlasting  covenant,  make  us 
perfect  in  every  good  work  to  do  His  will- 
working  in  us  that  which  is  well  pleasing  in 
His  sight  through  Jesus  Christ;  to  whom  be 
glory  for  ever  and   ever.     Amen."

THE  CALL  OF  THE  MASTER 


Dr.   Mark  A.   Matthews  says: 

"The  call  of  the  Master  is  for  efficiency 
and  heroic  leadership.  The  gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ  is  sufficient  for  all,  but  it  is  only 
efficient  for  those  who  accept  it.  There  is 
no  inefficiency  in  the  Gospel.  It  redeems 
every  time  it  is  accepted.  However,  there 
is  a  tremendous  amount  of  inefficiency  in 
the  presentation  of  the  Gospel,  both  by  lay- 
men and  ministers.  An  efficient  man  is  a 
trained  man.  He  must  have  an  experi- 
mental knowledge  of  the  power  of  God,  to 
save,  to  regenerate,  to  keep  and  to  bless. 
He  must  have  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the 
Word  of  God.  He  must  have  a  knowledge 
of  men.  He  must  know  conditions.  We 
must  be  efficient  Christians,  church  workers, 
church  officers  and  ministers  of  the  Gospel. 
We  must  be  industrious,  untiring,  unswerv- 
ing, thorough  and  masterful  in  our  work 
and  in  our  presentation  of  the  Gospel.  We 
are  doers  of  the  Word  of  God.  not  hearers. 
We  are  constructors  of  Christian  citizenship, 
not  parasites.  We  must  be  worth  something 
to  the  church  and  to  the  world,  not  de- 
pendent upon  them.  Idleness  and  in- 
efficiency are  curses  and  apply  both  to  the 
pew  and  the  pulpit.  The  Master's  call  is  for 
belief  in  the  great  faith  of  God  once  de- 
livered to  the  saints.  It  demands  biblical 
and  doctrinal  defense  of  the  truth,  con- 
sistent living  and  efficient  leadership." — 
First  Presbyterian  Church  Program,  Seattle,

CHATHAM  HEIGHTS 


Chatham  Heights  was  the  scene  of  some 
recent  labors  of  the  Field  Worker.

We  had  a  splendid  class  in  the  Sunday 
School  Manual  with  an  average  attendance 
of  about  thirty. 

On  the  closing  night  of  the  Campaign  we 
organized  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  work  including 
Juniors,  Intermediates  and  Seniors.  We 
shall  watch  with  interest  the  work  at  this 
place.

The  sponsor  idea  grew  out  of  a  definite 
need.  The  work  of  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  is  funda- 
mentally a  work  of  training  each  individual 
member  and  developing  his  talents  through 
the  actual  use  of  them1.  There  must  be, 
then,  in  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  a  plan  that  makes 
individual  training  possible.  Young  people 
of  the  Junior  and  younger  Intermediate 
ages,  because  of  their  inexperience,  need 
special  direction. 

The  leader  is  usually  a  busy  person,  who 
cannot  give  the  necessary  time  to  each  of- 
ficer, group  captain,  and  committee  for 
training  them  in  their  duties.  Many  a 
leader  finds  himself  ready  to  give  up  in 
despair  because  he  cannot  have  the  best 
order  in  the  meeting,  and  cannot  do  all  the 
outside  work  necessary  to  make  the  union 
go.  The  trouble  is,  he  is  trying  to  carry  the 
whole  burden  himself, — an  impossible  task. 
But  the  work  must  be  done,  and  can  be 
done  effectively  with  the  help  of  sponsors. 
By  experience  sponsors  have  been  found  to 
be  not  only  a  help,  but  an  absolute  necessity 
for  Juniors  and  younger  Intermediates. 
I.  Qualifications 
The  sponsor  should  be  a  person  who  first 
of  all  is  a  consecrated  Christian,  who  loves 
the  boys  and  girls  and  has  a  sympathetic  un- 
derstanding of  them.  He  is  willing  to  put 
forth  time  and  effort  in  the  work  and  to  do 
all  that  he  should  as  an  example  for  those 
whom  he  is  leading.  A  sponsor  may  be 
chosen  from  the  following  classes: 

1.  Unselfish  members  of  the  Senior  Union 
who  love  younger  people. 

2.  The  busiest  person,  one  who  always 
does  things  well. 

3.  The  mother  or  father  of  the  worst  boy 
or  the  most  troublesome  girl  in  the  union. 

4.  Those  who  know  B.  Y.  P.  U.  work. 

5.  Those  who  do  not  know  B.  Y.  P.  L". 
work,  but  are  willing  to  learn. 

6.  Those  who  want  a  real  place  of  service. 

(a)  At  the  Program  Planning  Meeting. 
Some  time  during  the  week  following  the 
third  Sunday  in  the  month,  the  leader  calls 
the  sponsors'  and  the  program  committee  of 
his  union  together  for  the  purpose  of  plan- 
ning the  programs  for  the  coming  month. 
All  should  have  previously  studied  the 
topics.  The  leader  should  have  assigned  the 
separate  programs  to  the  group  captains. 
Then  each  sponsor  will  have  had  the  op- 
portunity of  specially  studying  his  own 
program.  He  will  be  prepared  to  ask 
questions  and  to  take  suggestions  for  mak- 
ing the  programs  better.  A  wise  leader 
will  be  ready  with  helpful  suggestions  and 
will  lead  the  sponsors  to  express  themselves. 
The  sponsor  and  captain  make  out  the  pro- 
gram and  assign  parts  to  the  individual 
members  of  the  group.  A  copy  of  each 
assignment  is  made  on  a  slip  of  paper,  and 
is  given  to  the  member  for  whom  the  part 
has  been  assigned,  one  week  in  advance. 
Thus  each  member  of  the  group  will  know 
what  his  part  is  to  be  in  time  to  leam  it. 

In  churches  that  have  the  General  B.  Y. 
P.  U.  Organization  the  program  committee 
may  meet  as  a  part  of  the  monthly  council. 

(b)  Rehearsing  the  Program.  On  Friday 
before  the  program  is  to  be  given  on  the 
following  Sunday,  the  sponsor  calls  together 
all  the  members  of  the  group  and  they  prac- 
tice their1  parts  on  the  program.

TEACHER   TRAINING   WORK    IN 
HUNGARY 


Mr.  John  Victor,  Sunday  School  Secretary 
in  Hungary  says:  "The  year  1926  was  one 
of  quiet,  steady  work  in  Hungary.  We  are 
past  the  point  when  claiming  to  organize 
Sunday  schools  was  almost  a  revolutionary 
desire.  What  we  have  to  do  henceforth  is 
not  so  much  to  arouse  interest,  but  rather 
to  render  assistance  that  the  work  may  be 
done  in  the  right  way  and  that  teachers 
may  be  won  and  trained.  Therefore  I  was 
glad  to  follow  invitations  to  conduct  train- 
ing classes  in  many  places.  Some  of  the 
teachers  had  to  walk  a  long  way  in  the 
cold  winter  nights,  but  they  were  there  quite 
regularly.  Some  weeks  after  the  class  con- 
ducted at  Obuda  they  sent  me  out  of  their 
poverty,  for  our  Sunday  School  Union,  the 
sum  of  400,000  crs.  (about  $5.60)  as  a 
token  of  their  gratitude." — World  Wide 
Sunday  School  News.

With  the  help  of  God,  I  will  faithfully 
keep  these  promises. 


TWO 
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in  each  church  will  provide  the  teacher  of 
each  class  with  the  names  of  those  who 
ought  to  be  in  his  class  and  each  teacher 
will  visit  these  or  get  someone  to  do  so. 
SUNDAY,  APRIL  10 

This  will  be  a  rally  day  in  each  of  the 
churches  in  the  interest  of  the  Sunday 
School.  Where  necessary  the  schools  will 
be  graded  and  where  it  has  been  necessary 
to  increase  the  organization  these  new 
officers  will   be   installed. 

If  the  local  churches  prefer,  classes  in 
B.  Y.  P.  U.  work  may  also  be  arranged  for. 

Simultaneous  Enlargement   Campaigns, 
April  10th — An   Explanation 

It  is  our  hope  that  April  3-10  will  be  a 
great  week  indeed  for  the  Bethania  and 
Winston-Salem  Districts  of  the  Pilot  Moun- 
tain Association.  We  will  have  simul- 
taneous Enlargement  campaigns  in  the 
country  and  suburban  churches  of  these 
Districts.  See  names  of  churches  elsewhere 
in  this  issue. 

We  will  not  have  campaigns  in  the  city 
churches  for  two  reasons.  1st.  Many  of 
them  have  had  or  will  have  study  courses, 
and  where  they  have  not  they  are  amply 
able  to  carry  on  their  own  program.  2nd. 
The  Field  Worker  cannot  participate  in  the 
work  of  these  churches  hereafter  except  in 
an  advisory  capacity.  He  is  employed  pri- 
marily for  country  and  village  church  work. 
Where  we  can  help  in  securing  faculties  and 
arranging  training  schools  we  shall  be  glad 
to  do  so. 

These  Enlargement  campaigns  will  be 
conducted  by  volunteer  workers  very  largely 
and  there  will  be  no  expense  to  the  local 
church  except  those  who  will  buy  books, 
and  the  census  cards.  Some  of  the  churches 
have  already  taken  a  census  recently  and 
will  not  have  to  do  this.  The  expense  of  the 
census  cards  will  be  very  little. 

If  we  are  to  succeed  in  this  effort  we 
must  have  the  unstinted  co-operation  of  _  the 
pastors  and  superintendents  of  the  various 
churches,  and  the  actual  attendance  upon 
the  night  sessions  of  the  leaders  of  our 
work   in   each  church.     We   do   not   expect 


great  throngs  for  these  meetings.  They  are 
not  revival  services.  They  are  training 
classes  and  conference  groups  studying  how 
to  better  the  Sunday  school  and  other 
phases  of  the  work.  We  will  be  mainly  con- 
cerned with  Sunday  school  enlargement,  but 
in  each  church  we  will  have  someone  to 
teach  the  childrens  groups  either  B.  Y.  P. 
U.  or  Bible   study   classes. 

This  year  we  have  before  us  some  fine 
goals  for  our  work  in  tiaining  workers 
and  reaching  people  for  our  Sunday  schools 
and  young  peoples  organizations.  We  give 
these'  below.  This  campaign  is  a  part  of 
this  plan  which  will  enable  us  to  reach  these 
goals. 

Our  objectives  for  the  Pilot  Mountain 
Association  follow: 

1.  We  recommend  that  the  Association 
take  the  following  goals  in  training  workers 
next  year:  1.  Training  classes  in  every 
church.  2.  Co-operate  with  the  field  worker 
in  his  efforts  to  secure  1,500  Sunday  school 
awards,  and  1,500  B.  Y.  P.  U.  awards. 

2.  We  feel  that  a  reasonable  goal  for  new 
pupils  for  our  Sunday  schools  is  3.000. 

3.  Our  objectives  in  B.  Y.  P.  U.  will  be 
Unions  in  85  per  cent,  of  the  churches.

B.  Y.  P.  U.'s.  These,  of  course,  are  found 
mostly  in  the  Senior  and  Intermediate 
Unions.  They  are  dependable  and  can  be 
counted  on  in  church  evangelism,.  Members 
of  our  unions  feel  that  their  training  is  for 
a  specific  purpose  and  that  training  is  for 
the  glory  of  Christ  and  the  salvation  of  the 
lost;  and  they  go  about  the  winning  of  the 
lost  with  a  definite  purpose — and  not  hap- 
hazardly— for  they  have  been  Biblically 
trained. 

The  third  way  in  which  the  B.  Y.  P.  U. 
helps  my  church  is  social.  I  find  that  their 
social  meetings  are  of  the  highest  type. 
Dignity  and  respect  for  religious  ideals  are 
the  controlling  freatures  of  the'se  socials. 
Through  the  social  air  of  the  unions  much 
is  gained  in  prestige  for  our  church.  The 
congregations  are  increased  in  number  and 
in  the  real  spirit  of  worship. 

Our  unions  are  now  fostering  special 
work  in  the  homes  of  the  sick  and  needy. 
In  this  way  our  young  people  give  the  high- 
est type  of  advertising-  to  our  church.  Those 
who  are  visited  in  their  need  or  sickness  are 
brought  to  have  great  respect  for  our 
church,  and  the  community  in  which  they 
reside  is  brought  to  respect  the  work  of 
our  young  people. 

In  these  three  ways  I  can  safely  say 
that  our  B.  Y.  P.  U.'s  are  doing  an  ines- 
timable amount  of  good  for  our  local  church. 


KEYS  THAT  UNLOCK  THE  GATES  OF 
BOYHOOD  AND  GIRLHOOD 


A  REAL  CASE  OF  RELIGION 


We  went  to  one  of  our  great  manufactur- 
ing plants  recently  at  the  noon  hour  to  see 
one  of  our  pastors  who  works  in  the  shops. 
We  called  at  the  manager's  office. 

"You  will  find  him  down  in  the  shop 
preaching",  said  the  boss  in  an  unconcerned 
manner,  as  though  it  was  no  unusual  thing. 

Then  quietly  I  slipped  down  into  the  great 
plant  and  moved  on  down  between  the  great 
machines  now  silent.  Here  and  there 
lounged  a  few  men  eating  their  lunches. 
Then  half  way  down  the  long  floor  of  that 
plant  I  paused.  A  voice,  a  pleading  voice 
it  was,  arrested  my  attention.  I  sat  down 
on  the  nearest  box  and  listened. 

"So  simple  this  plan",  he  was  saying, 
"that  a  wayfaring  man  though  a  fool  could 
not  err  therein.  Jesus  my  Saviour  invites 
you." 

And  so  on  the  preacher  went.  And  sit- 
ting there  in  the  quiet  of  that  shop  I  got 
a  new  vision  of  the  reality  of  religion,  as 
that  ardent  soul  told  in  the  most  simple 
and  effective  manner  the  story  of  Jesus. 

Presently  the  whistle  sounded.  I  heard 
him  saying,  "And  now  men  as  we  go  back 
to  our  jobs  I  hope  we  shall  not  forget  that 
Jesus  died  for  each  of  us,  that  He  wants 
to  see  us  saved". 

I  saw  strong  workmen  going  back  to 
their  jobs  from  that  quiet  noonday  service 
with  tears  in  their  eyes.  And  then  with  a 
new  feeling  in  my  own  soul  I  met  my  good 
friend,  clad  in  the  garb  of  a  plan  working- 
man,  as  he  too  went  to  his  task.  He  looked 
at  me  with  a  look  "seldom  seen  on  land  or 
sea",  the  look  of  a  human  being  who  knows 
his  duty  to  God  and  does  it,  out  of  a  loving- 
soul. 

Would  that  the  church  this  pastor  serves, 
and  many  more  like  it,  would  combine  their 
forces  and  take  this  godly  soul  from  the 
grind  of  this  factory  and  make  it  possible 
far.  him  to  spend  the  long  hours  of  .-every 
day  shaping,  human  'destiny.  And  we  have 
more  than  one  such  pastor. 

"Present  your  bodies  a  living   sacrifice.''

Here  are  a  few  of  the  keys  that  unlock 
the  gates  to  the  land  of  Boyhood  and  Girl- 
hood, that  country  where  every  boy  and  girl 
dwells  from  about  the  age  of  nine  to  the 
age  of  twelve  or  thirteen. 

The  first  key  is  ENERGY.  "Oh,  those 
Junior  boys,  I  can't  do  a  thing  with  them," 
exclaims  a  Junior  teacher.  "They  just  want 
to  be  doing  something  all  the  time."  Well, 
did  you  ever  see  a  tornado  stand  still  ?  Can 
you  imagine  a  steam  engine  standing  quiet- 
ly on  the  track  when  the  boiler  is  full  of 
steam  and  the  throttle  wide  open  ?  Juniors 
are  tornadoes,  and  steam  engines,  and  wild 
ponies,  and  anything  else  that  you  can  think 
of  that  suggests  expenditure  of  energy.  Can 
you  expect  to  teach  them  as  if  they  were 
in  that  class  of  grandfathers  over  there  ? 
They  want  to  be  doing  something  all  the 
time,  do  they?  The  teacher  who  succeeds 
will  recognize  this  characteristic  and  keep 
their  ears,  eyes  and  hands  busy.  The  boy 
who  is  trying  to  find  a  verse  in  the  Bible 
before  some  other  boy  does,  hasn't  time  to 
stick  a  pin  in  his  neighbor.  The  girl  who 
is  locating  Capernaum  or  Nazareth  on  her 
small  outline  map  of  Palestine  has  no  time 
to  talk  about  Mary's  new  dress.  The  surest 
way  to  fail  is  to  attempt  to  lecture  to  them 
for  thirty  minutes.  The  Junior  is  a  "Doer," 
and  not  a  "Hearer  only." 

The  second  key  is  INDEPENDENCE. 
Unless  you  discover  this  key,  you  will  never 
succeed.  These  boys  and  girls  have  passed 
from  the  period  of  childhood,  and  you  will 
no  longer  address  them  as  children  if  you 
want  a  hearing.  They  are  vigorous  young 
Americans  and  desire  to  be  recognized. 
Kindergarten  methods  will  not  succeed. 
You  can't  pat  the  Junior  bov  on  the  head, 
or  find  a  chair  for  him.  He  will  be  de- 
lighted, however,  to  help  you  if  you  will 
let  him. 

The>  third  key  is  INVESTIGATTON.  It  is 
the  oeriod  of  the  five  "W's."  The  Junior 
wants  to  know— "Who"?  What?  Where? 
When?  Why?"  He  asks  many  questions. 
and  he  gets  much  of  his  knowledge  for 
himself  by  observation.  He  is  interested 
in  birds  and  can  identify  everv  bird  in  the 
locality.  He  is  interested  in  the  machinery 
on  the  farm.  He  studies  geography  and 
wants  to  know  about  the  queer  Beople  who 
live  in  other  lands.  This  hook  of  investiga- 
tion is  a  good  place  to  hang  some  Bible 
knowledge.  Ask  him  a  few  B'ble  conun- 
drums: describe  a  Bible  chara"ter  ^nd  let 
him  guess  the  rme;  hang  up  a  picture  of 
some  great  hero  of  the  mission  field  and 
under  it  ™rite  these  words:  "Who  -"-as  he? 
What  did  he  do?  Put  an  unfinished  dia- 
gram on  the  bla"Vboa>-d.  All  th<==e  tlv'ne-s 
will  arouse  lr's  mvestigath'e  spirit,  which 
is  just  a  larger  key  than  curiosity. 

The  frurth  key  is  MEMORY.  It  is^  the 
golden  memory  period  of  life.  The  brain  is 
in  a  nlastic  state  and  truths  are  easily 
pressed  in.  Now  is  the  teacher's  oppor- 
tunity to  store  the  mind  with  choice  pas- 
sages from  God's  Holy  Word.  In  this  period 
boys  and  girls  may  learn  Bible  facts  such  as 
the  names  of  the  books  and  their  authors. 
Thev  mav  commit  to  memory  many  of  the 
Psalms,  the  Beatitudes,  the  Love  Chanter 
and  other  selections.  It  is  said  that  Liv- 
ingstone could  recite  the  entire  119th 
Psalm  when. he  was  nine  years  old.  The 
teacher  should  pack  in.  the  memory  work,

drilling  the  pupils  in  concert  and  individu- 
ality that  as  they  grow  into  manhood  and 
womanhood  they  may  be  able  to  stand 
against  temptation  and  to  say,  with  the 
Psalmist,  "Thy  word  have  I  hid  in  my  heart 
that  I  might  not  sin  against  thee."  (See 
the  memory  work  in  the  Pupil's  Book  of 
both  Unifform  and  Graded  series.) 

The  fifth  key  is  INTEREST.  It  is  possible 
to  teach  Juniors  if  conditions  are  right,  and 
if  there  is  a  live,  energetic  teacher  to  do  it. 
In  order  that  conditions  may  be  right,  boys 
and  girls  should  be  taught  in  separate 
classes,  and  it  is  far  more  satisfactory  to 
have  the  younger  pupils  apart  from  the 
older  ones.  Their  school  ages  vary  and 
their  interests  differ  and  the  teacher  must 
appeal  to  the  interests  of  the  pupil  if  he 
wishes  to  get  attention.  Interest  is  the  key 
to  attention.  They  are  beginning  to  be  hero 
worshipers:  relate  incidents  about  the  great 
heroes  of  the  Bible,  of  the  mission  fields, 
and  from  real  life.  Bring  in  the  concrete 
ich  as  possible.  Use  objects,  maps, 
oictures  and  blackboard;  these  things  are 
absolutely  essential  if  you  would  hold  the 
attention  of  Junicrs.  Make'  much  use  of 
handwork.  It  is  much  better  if  the  Junior 
classes  can  have  a  place  anart  from  the 
main  school  where,  shut  in  with  their 
teachers,  they  can  study  God's  Word;  but 
where  this  is  not  yet  possible  because  of 
the  construction  of '  the  building,  a  tempo- 
rary arrangement  can  be  made  by  using 
curtains  or  screens  to  shut,  o"  the  classes 
from  the  rest  of  the  school. 

The  sixth  key  is  LOVE  FOR  CHRIST. 
The  teacher  should  be  interested  in  the 
spiritual  condition  of  the  pupils.  This  is 
the  period  when  the  evangelistic  oppor- 
tunity is  greatest,  and  to  save  the  life  of 
a  boy  or  a  girl  is  to  save  a  soul  plus  a 
life.  '  Conditions  are  more  favorable  than 
they  will  ever  be  again.  The  Junior  is 
tender-hearted,  for  he  is  not  yet  hardened 
bv  sinful  habits.  And  when  moved  by  the 
Holv  Spirit,  he  is  frank  to  express  him- 
self! and  it  is  much  more  easy  to  lead  him 
to  Christ  now  than  if  we  wait  until  he 
gets  into  the  "storm  and  stress  period"  of 
the  Intermediate  years.  The  teacher  should 
covet  the  privilege  of  leading  his  pupils  to 
the  Saviour  before  they  leave  the  Junior 
department,  and  starting  them  out  in  a  life 
of  service  for  the  Master.  We  can  win 
their  if  we  will.  Let  us  work,  and  pray, 
and  do  evangelistic  teaching.  And  as  we 
send  them  on  to  the  Intermediate  depart- 
ment may  we  be  able  to  say 

"Father  keep  them,  Father,  keep  them; 
I  have  given  them  Thy  word."

TEACHER   TRAINING   WORK   IN 
HUNGARY 


Mr.  John  Victor,  Sunday  School  Secretary 
in  Hungary  says:  "The  year  1926  was  one 
of  quiet,  steady  work  in  Hungary.  We  are 
past  the  point  when  claiming  to  organize 
Sunday  schools  was  almost  a  revolutionary 
desire.  What  we  have  to  do  henceforth  is 
not  so  much  to  arouse  interest,  but  rather 
to  render  assistance  that  the  work  may  be 
done  in  the  right  way  and  that  teachers 
may  be  won  and  trained.  Therefore  I  was 
glad  to  follow  invitations  to  conduct  train- 
ing classes  in  many  places.  Some  of  the 
teachers  had  to  walk  a  long  way  in  the 
cold  winter  nights,  but  they  were  there  quite 
regularly.  Some  weeks  after  the  class  con- 
ducted at  Obuda  they  sent  me  out  of  their 
poverty,  for  our  Sunday  School  Union,  the 
sum  of  400,000  crs.  (about  $5.60)  as  a 
token  of  their  gratitude." — World  Wide 
Sunday  School  News.

What  the  B.  Y.  P.  P.  means  to  my  church 
may  be  outlined  as  follows:  Educational, 
Evangelistic,  Social.

This  phase  of  educational  work  in  the  B. 
Y.  P.  U.'s  results  in  a  greater  per  cent  of 
systematic  giving  and  church  attendance. 
We  observe  that  our  people  give  better  and 
attend  better  when  they  are  best  taught 
and  trained. 

The  second  way  in  which  the  B.  Y.  P. 
U.  is  a  help  to  my  church  is  evangelistic. 
Some  of  the  most  consecrated  members  of 
my  church  are  among  the  members  of  the

Simultaneous  Enlargement   Campaigns, 
April  10th — An  Explanation 

It  is  our  hope  that  April  3-10  will  be  a 
great  week  indeed  for  the  Bethania  and 
Winston-Salem  Districts  of  the  Pilot  Moun- 
tain Association.  We  will  have  simul- 
taneous Enlargement  campaigns  in  the 
country  and  suburban  churches  of  these 
Districts.  See  names  of  churches  elsewhere 
in  this  issue. 

We  will  not  have  campaigns  in  the  city 
churches  for  two  reasons.  1st.  Many  of 
them  have  had  or  will  have  study  courses, 
and  where  they  have  not  they  are  amply 
able  to  carry  on  their  own  program.  2nd. 
The  Field  Worker  cannot  participate  in  the 
work  of  these  churches  hereafter  except  in 
an  advisory  capacity.  He  is  employed  pri- 
marily for  country  and  village  church  work. 
Where  we  can  help  in  securing  faculties  and 
arranging  training  schools  we  shall  be  glad 
to  do  so. 

These  Enlargement  campaigns  will  be 
conducted  by  volunteer  workers  very  largely 
and  there  will  be  no  expense  to  the  local 
church  except  those  who  will  buy  books, 
and  the  census  cards.  Some  of  the  churches 
have  already  taken  a  census  recently  and 
will  not  have  to  do  this.  The  expense  of  the 
-census  cards  will  be  very  little. 

If  we  are  to  succeed  in  this  effort  we 
must  have  the  unstinted  co-operation  of  the 
pastors  and  superintendents  of  the  various 
churches,  and  the  actual  attendance  upon 
the  night  sessions  of  the  leaders  of  our . 
work   in   each   church.     We    do   not   expect 


great  throngs  for  these  meetings.  They  are 
not  revival  services.  The}'  are  training 
classes  and  conference  groups  studying  how 
to  better  the  Sunday  school  and  other 
phases  of  the  work.  We  will  be  mainly  con- 
cerned with  Sunday  school  enlargement,  but 
in  each  church  we  will  have  someone  to 
teach  the  childrens  groups  either  B.  Y.  P. 
U.   or  Bible   study   classes. 

This  year  we  have  before  us  some  fine 
goals  for  our  work  in  training  workers 
and  reaching  people  for  our  Sunday  schools 
and  young  peoples  organizations.  We  give 
these  below.  This  campaign  is  a  part  of 
this  plan  which  will  enable  us  to  reach  these 
goals.

WHAT  THE  B.   V.   P.   V.   MEANS   TO  MY   CHURCH 
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B.  Y.  P.  U.'s.  These,  of  course,  are  found 
mostly  in  the  Senior  and  Intermediate 
Unions.  They  are  dependable  and  can  be 
counted  on  in  church  evangelism.  Members 
of  our  unions  feel  that  their  training  is  for 
a  specific  purpose  and  that  training  is  for 
the  glory  of  Christ  and  the  salvation  of  the 
lost;  and  they  go  about  the  winning  of  the 
lost  with  a  definite  purpose — and  not  hap- 
hazardly— for  they  have  been  Biblically 
trained. 

The  third  way  in  which  the  B.  Y.  P.  U. 
helps  my  church  is  social.  I  find  that  their 
social  meetings  are  of  the  highest  type. 
Dignity  and  respect  for  religious  ideals  are 
the  controlling  freatures  of  these  socials.

KEYS  THAT   UNLOCK  THE  GATES   OF 
BOYHOOD  AND  GIRLHOOD 


A  REAL  CASE  OF  RELIGION 


We  went  to  one  of  our  great  manufactur- 
ing plants  recently  at  the  noon  hour  to  see 
one  of  our  pastors  who  works  in  the  shops. 
We  called  at  the  manager's  office. 

"You  will  find  him  down  in  the  shop 
preaching'',  said  the  boss  in  an  unconcerned 
manner,  as  though  it  was  no  unusual  thing. 

Then  quietly  I  slipped  down  into  the  great 
plant  and  moved  on  down  between  the  great 
machines  now  silent.  Here  and  there 
lounged  a  few  men  eating  their  lunches. 
Then  half  way  down  the  long  floor  of  that 
plant  I  paused.  A  voice,  a  pleading  voice 
it  was,  arrested  my  attention.  I  sat  down 
on  the  nearest  box  and  listened. 

"So  simple  this  plan",  he  was  saying, 
"that  a  wayfaring  man  though  a  fool  could 
not  err  therein.  Jesus  my  Saviour  invites 
you." 

And  so  on  the  preacher  went.  And  sit- 
ting there  in  the  quiet  of  that  shop  I  got 
a  new  vision  of  the  reality  of  religion,  as 
that  ardent  soul  told  in  the  most  simple 
and  effective  manner  the  stoiy  of  Jesus. 

Presently  the  whistle  sounded.  I  heard 
him  saying,  "And  now  men  as  we  go  back 
to  our  jobs  I  hope  we  shall  not  forget  that 
Jesus  died  for  each  of  us,  that  He  wants 
.to  see  us  saved". 

I  saw  strong  workmen  going  back  to 
their  jobs  from  that  quiet  noonday  service 
with  tears  in  their  eyes.  And  then  with  a 
new  feeling  in  my  own  soul  I  met  my  good 
friend,  clad  in  the  garb  of  a  plan  working- 
man,  as  he  too  went  to  his  task.  He  looked 
at  me  with  a  look  "seldom  seen  on  land  or 
sea",  the  look  of  a  human  being  who  knows 
his  duty  to  God  and  does  it,  out  of  a  loving 
soul. 

Would  that  the  church  this-  pastor  serves, 
and  many  more  like  it,  would  combine  their 
forces  and  take  this  godly  soul  from  the 
grind  of  this  factory  and  make  it  possible 
for  .him  to.  spend  the  long-hours  of  every 
day  shaping  human  destiny.  And  we  have 
more  than  one  such  pastor. 

''Present  your  bodies   a  living   sacrifice.''

Here  are  a  few  of  the  keys  that  unlock 
the  gates  to  the  land  of  Boyhood  and  Girl- 
hood, that  country  where  every  boy  and  girl 
dwells  from  about  the  age  of  nine  to  the 
age  of  twelve  or  thirteen. 

The  first  key  is  ENERGY.  "Oh,  those 
Junior  boys,  I  can't  do  a  thing  with  them," 
exclaims  a  Junior  teacher.  "They  just  want 
to  be  doing  something  all  the  time."  Well, 
did  you  ever  see  a  tornado  stand  still  ?  Can 
you  imagine  a  steam  engine  standing  quiet- 
ly on  the  track  when  the  boiler  is  full  of 
steam  and  the  throttle  wide  open  ?  Juniors 
are  tornadoes,  and  steam  engines,  and  wild 
ponies,  and  anything  else  that  you  can  think 
of  that  suggests  expenditure  of  energy.  Can 
you  expect  to  teach  them  as  if  they  were 
in  that  class  of  grandfathers  over  there  ? 
They  want  to  be  doing  something  all  the 
time,  do  they?  The  teacher  who  succeeds 
will  recognize  this  characteristic  and  keep 
their  ears,  eyes  and  hands  busy.  The  boy 
who  is  trying  to  find  a  verse  in  the  Bible 
before  some  other  boy  does,  hasn't  time  to 
stick  a  pin  in  his  neighbor.  The  girl  who 
is  locating  Capernaum  or  Nazareth  on  her 
small  outline  map  of  Palestine  has  no  time 
to  talk  about  Mary's  new  dress.  The  surest 
way  to  fail  is  to  attempt  to  lecture  to  them 
for  thirty  minutes.  The  Junior  is  a  "Doer," 
and  not  a  "Hearer  only." 

The  second  key  is  INDEPENDENCE. 
Unless  you  discover  this  key,  you  will  never 
succeed.  These  boys  and  girls  have  passed 
from  the  period  of  childhood,  and  you  will 
no  longer  address  them  as  children  if  you 
want  a  hearing.  They  are  vigorous  young 
Americans  and  desire  to  be  recognized. 
Kindergarten  methods  will  not  succeed. 
You  can't  pat  the  Junior  bov  on  the  head, 
or  find  a  chair  for  him.  He  will  be  de- 
lighted, however,  to  help  you  if  you  will 
let  him. 

The  third  key  is  INVESTIGATION.  It  is 
the  neriod  of  the  five  "W's."  The  Junior 
wants  to  know — "Who"?  What?  Where? 
When?  Why?"  He  asks  many  questions, 
and  he  gets  much  of  his  knowledge  for 
himself  by  observation.  He  is  interested 
in  birds  and  can  identify  every  bird  in  the 
locality.  He  is  interested  in  the  machinery 
on  the  farm.  He  studies  geography  and 
wants  to  know  about  the  queer  Beopls  who 
live  in  other  lands.  This  hook  of  investiga- 
tion is  a  good  place  to  hang  some  Bible 
knowledge.  Ask  him  a  few  Bible  conun- 
drums; describe  a  Bible  ch!vra''t<»r  »nd  let 
him  guess  the  name;  hang  un  a  picture  of 
some  great  hero  of  the  mission  field  and 
under  it  write  these  words:  "Who  was  he? 
What  did  he  do  ?  Put  an  unfinished  dia- 
gram on  the  bla"kboa''d.  All  these  things 
will  ai-ouse  h;s  investigative  sn'rit,  which 
is  just  a  larger  key  than  curiosity. 

The  fourth  key  is  MEMORY.  It  is  the 
golden  memory  period  of  life.  The  brain  is 
in  a  nlastic  state  and  truths  are  easily 
pressed  in.  Now  is  the  teacher's  oppor- 
tunity to  store  the  mind  with  choice  pas- 
sages from  God's  Holy  Word.  In  this  period 
boys  and  girls  may  learn  Bible  facts  such  as 
the  names  of  the  books  and  their  authors. 
Thev  may  commit  to  memory  many  of  the 
Psalms,  the  Beatitudes,  the  Love  Chanter 
and  other  selections.  It  is  said  that  Liv- 
ingstone could  recite  the  entire  110th 
Psalm  when  he  was  nine  years  old.  The 
teacher  should  pack  in  the  memory  work,

drilling  the  pupils  in  concert  and  individu- 
ality that  as  they  grow  into  manhood  and 
womanhood  they  may  be  able  to  stand 
against  temptation  and  to  say,  with  the 
Psalmist,  "Thy  word  have  I  hid  in  my  heart 
that  I  might  not  sin  against  thee."  (See 
the  memory  work  in  the  Pupil's  Book  of 
both  Unifform  and  Graded  series.) 
*  *  * 
The  fifth  key  is  INTEREST.  It  is  possible 
to  teach  Juniors  if  conditions  are  right,  and 
if  there  is  a  live,  energetic  teacher  to  do  it. 
In  order  that  conditions  may  be  right,  boys 
and  girls  should  be  taught  in  separate 
classes,  and  it  is  far  more  satisfactory  to 
have  the  younger  pupils  apart  from  the 
older  ones.  Their  school  ages  vary  and 
their  interests  differ  and  the  teacher  must 
appeal  to  the  interests  of  the  pupil  if  he 
wishes  to  get  attention.  Interest  is  the  key 
to  attention.  They  are  beginning  to  be  hero 
worshipers;  relate  incidents  about  the  great 
heroes  of  the  Bible,  of  the  mission  fields, 
and  from  real  life.  Bring  in  the  concrete 
as  much  as  possible.  Use  objects,  maps, 
pictures  and  blackboprd;  these  things  are 
absolutely  essential  if  you  would  hold  the 
attention  of  Juniors.  Make  much  use  of 
handwork.  It  is  much  better  if  the  Junior 
classes  can  have  a  place  anart  from  the 
main  school  where,  shut  in  with  their 
teachers,  they  can  study  God's  Word;  but 
where  this  is  not  yet  possible  because  of 
the  construction  of  the  building,  a  tempo- 
rary arrangement  can  be  made  by  using 
curtains  or  screens  to  shut  off  the  classes 
from  the  rest   of  the  school. 

The  sixth  key  is  LOVE  FOR  CHRIST. 
The  teacher  should  be  interested  in  the 
spiritual  condition  of  the  pupils.  This  is 
the  period  when  the  evangelistic  oppor- 
tunity is  greatest,  and  to  save  the  life  of 
a  boy  or  a  girl  is  to  save  a  soul  plus  a 
life  '  Conditions  are  more  favorable  than 
they  will  ever  be  agpin.  The  Junior  is 
tender-hearted,  for  he  is  not  yet  hardened 
by  sinful  habits.  And  when  moved  by  the 
Holy  Spirit,  he  is  frank  to  express  him- 
self! and  it  is  much  more  easy  to  lead  him 
to  Christ  now  than  if  we  wait  until  he 
gets  into  the  "storm  and  stress  period"  of 
the  Intermediate  years.  The  teacher  should 
covet  the  privilege  of  leading  his  pupils  to 
the  Saviour  before  they  leave  the  Junior 
department,  and  starting  them  out  in  a  life 
of  sendee  for  the  Master.  We  can  win 
them  if  we  will.  Let  us  work,  and  pray, 
and  do  evangelistic  teaching.  And  as  we 
send  them  on  to  the  Intel-mediate  depart- 
ment may  we  be  able  to  say 

"Father  keep  them,  Father,  keep  them; 
I  have  given  them  Thy  word."

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DAILY  VACATION  BIBLE  SCHOOLS 


Daily  Vacation  Bible  School  Group,  Lewisville  Baptist  Church,  1926. 


Lewisville  is  one  of  the  smaller  churches  of  the  Pilot  Mountain  Association.  They  have  only 
106  members.  Forty  of  the  71  churches  in  the  Association  have  larger  memberships  than  Lewis- 
ville. Last  year  the  Lewisville  church  put  on  a  Vacation  Bible  School,  enrolling  fifty  children  jn 
two  weeks  of  Bible  Study.  The  total  expense  was  less  than  $10.00.  The  pastor,  Rev.  S.  B.  Wilson 
is  so  well  pleased  that  he  plans  to  act  as  principal  of  the  school  they  are  to  have  soon. 

Last  year  three  other  churches  in  the  Association  had  schools.  Salem  Baptist  Church,  one  of 
our  largest  churches,  and  Kernersville  and  Walkertown,  two  of  the  smaller  churches.  In  every 
case  they  were  pleased  with  results.  These  schools  are  for  children  5  to  16  inclusive,  and  meet  two 
and  one-half  to  three  hours  per  day. 

This  year  we  are  making  a  special  effort  to  have  schools  in  most  of  the  churches  of  the  Associa- 
tion. The  Sunday  School  Board  is  co-operating  with  us  in  a  special  effort  to  get  schools  in  our 
country  churches.

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DAILY  VACATION  BIBLE  SCHOOL 


THE   FIFTH   SUNDAY   MEETING, 

MAY  27,  28,  29 


(By  M.  L.  Jones) 
What  It  Is 

As  promoted  by  the  Daily  Vacation  Bible 
School  Department  of  the  Baptist  Sunday 
School  Board,  the  Daily  Vacation  Bible 
School  is  a  school  conducted  by  a  local 
church,  generally  in  its  own  building,  dur- 
ing the  summer  months  when  the  public 
schools  are  closed,  for  the  children  of  the 
church  and  community  over  five  and  under 
seventeen  years  of  age.  It  runs  four  weeks, 
five  days  a  week,  a  total  of  twenty  days. 
Its  daily  sessions  are  nearly  always  in  the 
morning.  They  are  two  and  one-half  hours 
for  the  Beginner  Department  and  three 
hours  for  the  other  departments. 

It  may  run  for  only  ten  days  and  the 
sessions  may  be  in  the  afternoon  or  at 
night.  The  hours  may  be  shorter  than 
suggested  above.  But  to  do  the  best  work 
the  school  should  not  operate  less  than 
ten  days  and  two  and  one-half  hours  per 
day. 

Departments 
There  are  four  departments — Beginner, 
Primary,  Junior  and  Intermediate — which 
coi-respond  to  the  four  departments  of  the 
Sunday  school,  and  they  hold  their  sessions 
in  the  Sunday-school  quarters  of  the  church. 
The  teachers  are  usually  volunteers.  Most 
of  them  come  from  the  Sunday-school 
faculty.  There  are  no  tuition  charges.  The 
church  in  conference  authorizes  the  school, 
makes  provisions  for  the  finances,  elects 
the  principal  and  instructs  him  to  secure 
the  faculty  and  conduct  the  school. 

In  Country  churches,  especially  one-room 
buildings  ,we  suggest  only  two  groups  or 
classes,  one  for  the  children  five  to  eight 
and  including  eight  years  of  age,  and 
another  for  the  children  nine  years  and  up. 
In  one-room  buildings  a  curtain  should  be 
drawn  to  separate  the  classes. 
Teachers 
The  question  of  teachers  will  always  be 
foremost  in  the  minds  of  our  pastors  and 
superintendents.  We  have  repeatedly  said 
that  anyone  who  can  teach  a  Sunday  school 
class  can  teach  a  Daily  Vacation  Bible 
School.    We  urge  all  Sunday  school  teachers 


Elsewhere  in  this  issue  will  be  found  the 
program  of  the  annual  Sunday  school  and 
B.  Y.  P.  V.  Conventions.  These  meetings 
take  the  place  of  the  fifth  Sunday  meetings. 
Last  fall  the  date  of  the.  meeting  was 
changed  from  fall  to  the  fifth  Sunday  of  the 
second  quarter. 

We  are  opening  the  program  on  Friday 
night  this  year.  You  will  note  the  excel- 
lent program  arranged.  Several  new  fea- 
tures have  been  added.  First,  the  Student 
and  Young  Peoples  conferences  designed  to 
help  our  young  people  find  their  place  in 
life.  These  conferences  will  be  conducted 
by  representatives  of  our  Baptist  schools. 
All  of  these  speakers  are  intensely  interest- 
ed in  young  people.  In  addition  to  Prof. 
McLeod  and  Miss  Mitchell,  who  will  conduct 
the  conferences,  representatives  of  other 
schools  will  speak  in  the  conferences  and 
confer  with  any  parents  who  might  desire 
to  do  so. 

On  Saturday  night  we  have  in  store  a 
rare  treat  for  old  and  young  in  the  Daily 
Vacation  School  commencement  and  the 
other  numbers  of  this  program. 

On  Sunday  we  have  scheduled  two 
demonstrations,  one  of  young  peoples  work 
and  another  on  organized  class  work,  the 
latter  being  a  new  departure  for  us. 

The  speakers  we  feel  sure  are  the  best 
we  have  ever  been  able  to  secure  and  the 
program  will  be  interesting  from  beginning 
to  end. 

We  are  making  two  requests  of  each 
church:  That  you  send  some  delegate  or 
delegates  who  can  register  on  Friday  night 
and  stay  thru  Sunday,  and  that  a  large 
delegation  be  sent  to  the  meeting  on  Sun- 
day afternoon.  Please  do  not  plan  anything 
that  w'll  conflict  with  this  meeting.  It  is 
our  only  opportunity  to  get  our  folk  to- 
gether and  plan  our  Associational  program. 
We  do  not  ask  you  to  neglect  your  regular 
services  and  we  do  not  want  you  to  do  that. 
Some  delegates  may  desire  to  attend  Fri- 
day and  Saturday,  go  back  for  their  ser- 
vices Sunday  morning  and  return  Sunday 
afternoon.  Send  them  Friday  night  even 
if  thev  must  leave  Saturday.  Others  may 
come    Saturday   afternoon. 

We  have  fine  summer  encampments,  etc., 
for  our  Sunday  school  workers  but  the  mas- 
ses of  our  folk  never  attend  these  meetings. 
Here  is  an  opportunity  to  enjoy  some  of 
the  fine  things  presented  in  these  meetings 
without  the  expense  of  a  long  trip. 

Be  sure  to  send  the  names  of  vour  dele- 
gates to  Mrs.  M.  L.  Webb.  Mayodan  if  you 
plan  to  spend  the  night.  There  will  be  no 
expense  to  these  delegates  except  trans- 
portation and  two  meals  Saturday.  Dinner 
on  grounds  Sunday.. 

who  can  nossibly  do  so  to  teach  in  these 
schools.  Don't  bring  in  outside  help  unless 
absolutely  necessary.  The  best  teacher 
training  we  know  of  is  a  D.  V.  B.  S. 

We  suggest  some  sources  from  which 
teachers  may  be  obtained: 

1.  Regular  Sunday  school  teachers  and 
substitutes. 

2.  Students  back  from  school. 

3.  School  teachers  sppending  their  vaca- 
tion  in   your   community. 

Expense 
The  expense  is  a  small  item  and  is  easily 
cared  for  by  a  free  will  offering  at  the  close 
of  the   school.     Do   not  allow  a  few  cents 
per  pupil  to  rob  your  church  of  this  wonder- 
ful opportunity  to  serve  its  children. 
Class  Work 
Special  text-books,  prepared  for  the  pur- 
pose by  the  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board, 
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are  used.  Each  book  contains  twenty  com- 
plete daily  programs  and  appendices  of 
music,  games,  handwork  patterns  and  other 
necessary  material.  No  books  are  put  in 
the  hands  of  the  pupils;  nor  is  any  home 
study  required  of  them  .though  they  often 
become  so  interested  that  they  do  a  good 
deal.  The  books  are  for  the  teachers  only. 
The  daily  programs  begin  with  a  worship 
period.  There  follow  Bible  stories,  charac- 
ter stories,  habit  stories,  patriotic  stories 
and  mission  stories.  A  Bible  story  is  told 
every  day  except  Friday,  which  is  retelling- 
the-story  day.  Then  the  children  retell  the 
stories  that  have  been  told  the  other  four

Don't  announce  that  we  will  have  a  Bible 
school  and  give  the  date  and  then  expect 
to  have  them.  We  suggest  the  following- 
steps  in  advertising: 

1.  Get  a  D.  V.  B.  S.  Guide  from  the  Bap- 
tist Book  Shop,  Raleigh,  N.  C.,  and  read 
it.  Then  when  you  thoroughly  understand 
the  program  explain  it  to  the  children  in 
Sunday  "school.  Have  the  teachers  do  so. 
Tell  the  children  about  the  play  periods  and 
the  picnics  you  will  have.  Remember  you 
are   dealing   with   children. 

2.  Write  a  letter  as  suggested  in  the  D.

Put  up  some  posters 
giving  the  dates  and  hours.  Get  announce- 
ments in  the  papers. 

3.  Have  the  pastor  preach  a  sermon  on 
the  theme  of  D.  V.  B.  S.  work.  If  he  is  not 
acquainted  with  the  plan  of  this  work  give 
him  a  package  of  Free  D.  V.  B.  S.  Litera- 
ture and  refer  him  to  your  Field  Worker 
for  further  information.

By  virtue  of  their  office  we  look  more 
especially  to  the  pastor  and  superintendent, 
but  if  they  are  too  busy  or  are  not  par- 
ticularly interested,  then  anyone  who  is 
interested  in  kingdom  building  should  take 
this  matter  up  and  push  it.

Finally,  if  other  churches  by  the  hun- 
dreds have  tried  this  plan  and  found  it 
successful,  don't  you  think  your  church  owes 
its  children  the  obligation  of  at  least  try- 
ing it.

Lewisville  is  one  of  the  smaller  churches  of  the  Pilot  Mountain  Association.  They  have  only 
106  members.  Forty  of  the  71  churches  in  the  Association  have  larger  memberships  than  Lewis- 
ville. Last  year  the  Lewisville  church  put  on  a  Vacation  Bible  School,  enrolling  fifty  children  in 
two  weeks  of  Bible  Study.  The  total  expense  was  less  than  $10.00.  The  pastor,  Rev.  S.  B.  Wilson 
is  so  well  pleased  that  he  plans  to  act  as  principal  of  the  school  they  are  to  have  soon. 

Last  year  three  other  churches  in  the  Association  had  schools.  Salem  Baptist  Church,  one  of 
our  largest  churches,  and  Kernersville  and  Walkertown,  two  of  the  smaller  churches.  In  every 
case  they  were  pleased  with  results.  These  schools  are  for  children  5  to  16  inclusive,  and  meet  two 
and  one-half  to  three  hours  per  day. 

This  year  we  are  making  a  special  effort  to  h  ave  schools  in  most  of  the  churches  of  the  Associa- 
tion. The  Sunday  School  Board  is  co-operating  with  us  in  a  special  effort  to  get  schools  in  our 
country  churches.

What  It  Is 

As  promoted  by  the;  Daily  Vacation  Bible 
School  Department  of  the  Baptist  Sunday 
School  Board,  the  Daily  Vacation  Bible 
School  is  a  school  conducted  by  a  local 
church,  generally  in  its  own  building,  dur- 
ing the  summer  months  when  the  public 
schools  are  closed,  for  the  children  of  the 
church  and  community  over  five  and  under 
seventeen  years  of  age.  It  runs  four  weeks, 
five  days  a  week,  a  total  of  twenty  days. 
Its  daily  sessions  are  nearly  always  in  the 
morning.  They  are  two  and  one-half  hours 
for  the  Beginner  Department  and  three 
hours  for  the  other  departments. 

It  may  run  for  only  ten  days  and  the 
sessions  may  be  in  the  afternoon  or  at 
night.  The  hours  may  be  shorter  than 
suggested  above.  But  to  do  the  best  work 
the  school  should  not  operate  less  than 
ten  days  and  two  and  one-half  hours  per 
clay. 

Departments 

There  are  four  departments — Beginner, 
Primary,  Junior  and  Intermediate — which 
correspond  to  the  four  departments  of  the 
Sunday  school,  and  they  hold  their  sessions 
in  the  Sunday-school  quarters  of  the  church. 
The  teachers  are  usually  volunteers.  Most 
of  them  come  from  the  Sunday-school 
faculty.  There  are  no  tuition  charges.  The 
church  in  conference  authorizes  the  school, 
makes  provisions  for  the  finances,  elects 
the  principal  and  instructs  him  to  secure 
the  faculty  and  conduct  the  school. 

In  Country  churches,  especially  one-room 
buildings  ,we  suggest  only  two  groups  or 
classes,  one  for  the  children  five  to  eight 
and  including  eight  years  of  age,  and 
another  for  the  children  nine  years  and  up. 
In  one-room  buildings  a  curtain  should  be 
drawn  to  separate  the  classes. 
Teachers 

The  question  of  teachers  will  always  be 
foremost  in  the  minds  of  our  pastors  and 
superintendents.  We  have  repeatedly  said 
that  anyone  who  can  teach  a  Sunday  school 
class  can  teach  a  Daily  Vacation  Bible 
School.    We  urge  all  Sunday  school  teachers 


Elsewhere  in  this  issue  will  be  found  the 
program  of  the  annual  Sunday  school  and 
B.  Y.  P.  U.  Conventions.  These  meetings 
take  the  place  of  the  fifth  Sunday  meetings. 
Last  fall  the  date  of  the  meeting  was 
changed  from  fall  to  the  fifth  Sunday  of  the 
second  quarter. 

We  are  opening  the  program  on  Friday 
night  this  year.  You  will  note  the  excel- 
lent program  arranged.  Several  new  fea- 
tures have  been  added.  First,  the  Student 
and  Young  Peoples  conferences  designed  to 
help  our  young  people  find  their  place  in 
life.  These  conferences  will  be  conducted 
by  representatives  of  our  Baptist  schools. 
All  of  these  speakers  are  intensely  interest- 
ed in  young  people.  In  addition  to  Prof. 
McLeod  and  Miss  Mitchell,  who  will  conduct 
the  conferences,  representatives  of  other 
schools  will  speak  in  the  conferences  and 
confer  with  any  parents  who  might  desire 
to  do  so. 

On  Saturday  night  we  have  in  store  a 
rare  treat  for  old  and  young  in  the  Daily 
Vacation  School  commencement  and  the 
other  numbers  of  this  program. 

On  Sunday  we  have  scheduled  two 
demonstrations,  one  of  young  peoples  work 
and  another  on  organized  class  work,  the 
latter  being  a  new  departure  for  us. 

The  speakers  we  feel  sure  are  the  best 
we  have  ever  been  able  to  secure  and  the 
program  will  be  interesting  from  beginning 
to  end. 

We  are  making  two  requests  of  each 
church:  That  you  send  some  delegate  or 
delegates  who  can  register  on  Friday  night 
and  stay  thru  Sunday,  and  that  a  large 
delegation  be  sent  to  the  meeting  on  Sun- 
day afternoon.  Please  do  not  plan  anything 
that  will  conflict  with  this  meeting.  It  is 
our  only  opportunity  to  get  our  folk  to- 
gether and  plan  our  Associational  program. 
We  do  not  ask  you  to  neglect  your  regular 
services  and  we  do  not  want  you  to  do  that. 
Some  delegates  may  desire  to  attend  Fri- 
day and  Saturday,  go  back  for  their  ser- 
vices Sunday  morning  and  return  Sunday 
afternoon.  Send  them  Friday  night  even 
if  they  must  leave  Saturday.  Others  may 
come    Saturday   afternoon. 

We  have  fine  summer  encamDments,  etc., 
for  our  Sunday  school  workers  but  the  mas- 
ses of  our  folk  never  attend  these  meetings. 
Here  is  an  opportunity  to  enjoy  some  of 
the  fine  things  presented  in  these  meetings 
without  the  expense  of  a  long  trip. 

Be  sure  to  send  the  names  of  your  dele- 
gates to  Mrs.  M.  L.  Webb.  Mayodan  if  you. 
plan  to  spend  the  night.  There  will  be  no 
expense  to  these  delegates  except  trans- 
portation and  two  meals  Saturday.  Dinner 
on  grounds  Sunday. 

who  can  nossibly  do  so  to  teach  in  these 
schools.  Don't  bring  in  outside  help  unless 
absolutely  necessary.  The  best  teacher 
training  we  know  of  is  a  D.  V.  B.  S.

1.  Regular  Sunday  school  teachers  and 
substitutes. 

2.  Students  back  from  school. 

3.  School  teachers  sppending  their  vaca- 
tion  in   your  community. 

Expense 
The  expense  is  a  small  item  and  is  easily 
cared  for  by  a  free  will  offering  at  the  close 
of  the   school.     Do   not  allow  a   few  cents 
per  pupil  to  rob  your  church  of  this  wonder- 
ful opportunity  to  serve  its  children. 
Class  Work 
Special  text-books,  prepared  for  the  pur- 
pose by  the  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board, 
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are  used.  Each  book  contains  twenty  com- 
plete daily  programs  and  appendices  of 
music,  games,  handwork  patterns  and  other 
necessary  material.  No  books  are  put  in 
the  hands  of  the  pupils;  nor  is  any  home 
study  required  of  them  .though  they  often 
become  so  interested  that  they  do  a  good 
deal.  The  books  are  for  the  teachers  only. 
The  daily  programs  begin  with  a  worship 
period.  There  follow  Bible  stories,  charac- 
ter stories,  habit  stories,  patriotic  stories 
and  mission  stories.  A  Bible  story  is  told 
every  day  except  Friday,  which  is  retelling- 
the-story  day.  Then  the  children  retell  the 
stories  that  have  been  told  the  other  four

days  of  the  week.  There  are  memory 
periods,  when  the  children  memorize  great 
passages  of  Scripture.  There  are  Bible-drill 
•periods,  when  they  learn  to  locate  the  books 
and  the  chapters' of  the  Bible.  There  are 
periods  when  they  learn  how  to  use  the 
references  in  their  Bibles  and  the  concor- 
dance. There  is  a  music  period  daily. 
Reaching  the  Children 
You  will  have  no  trouble  in  getting  the 
children  if  the  school  is  properly  announced. 
Don't  announce  that  we  will  have  a  Bible 
school  and  give  the  date  and  then  expect 
to  have  them.  We  suggest  the  following- 
steps  in  advertising: 

1.  Get  a  D.  V.  B.  S.  Guide  from  the  Bap- 
tist Book  Shop,  Raleigh,  N.  C.,  and  read 
it.  Then  when  you  thoroughly  understand 
the  program  explain  it  to  the  children  in 
Sunday  school.  Have  the  teachers  do  so.

The  Haymore  Memorial  church,  Mt. 
Airy  boasts  one  of  the  best  of  Vacation 
Schools.  They  are  classed  a  high  A-l. 
Their  average  attendance  was  181  and  the 
enrollment  221.  This  includes  the  faculty. 
The  school  had  all  the  departments  required. 
Many  of  the  children  enrolled  were  not  in 
Sunday  school  at  the  opening  of  the  school. 
The  total  expense  was  about  $40.00  and 
this  was  practically  cared  for  before  the 
close  of  the  school.  The  difficulties  in  the 
way  of  Vacation  schools  are  largely  imagi- 
nary. Any  church  can  have  one  where  the 
leaders  will  give  a  reasonable  amount  of 
time  to  the  planning  of  the  work. 


The   problem   which   al- 
ways comes  first  in  D.  V. 
S.  work  is  the  matter 
of  finding  a  faculty.    Hay- 
more  Memorial  raised  this 
objection.      All    our    folk 
work,  they  said.     But  we 
secured  a  faculty  of  thirty. 
Some  of  the  ladies  had  to 
go  home  and  cook  dinner 
after   11:00  in  the   morn- 
ings.     Some    of   the    best 
work  was  that  done  by  high  school   girls. 
Remember    we    do    not    only    want    good 
teaching  in  D.  V.  B.  S.  but  we  also  train 
teachers.     Note  the  youth  of  this  group.

The  boys  handwork 
most  of  which  was  donated  to  the  church, 
including  tables  and  teachers  Bible  stands, 
is  worth  $50.00.  Twenty  children  who  had 
not  been  in  any  Sunday  School  were  en- 
rolled.

Sunday  afternoon,  July  17— A  mass  meet- 
ing of  workers  from  all  these  churches  and 
reports  from  each  church.  The  speakers 
for  this  meeting  will  be  announced  later 
and  also  the  place  of  meeting. 

Another  Enlargement  Campaign 

July  10-17  we  plan  to  have  our  second 
District  Enlargement  campaign.  The  first 
of  these  was  in  the  Bethania  District  of 
the  Pilot  Mountain  Association.  It  was 
outstanding  and  attracted  considerable  at- 
tention because  it  was  the  first  to  be  con- 
ducted with  volunteer  help. 

The  second  will  be  held  with  the  churches 
of  the  Pilot  Mountain  District.  We  hope 
that  all  these  churches  will  co-operate  to 
the  fullest  extent  and  we  believe  they  will. 
Many  of  them  have  already  done  some  fine 
work. 

Churches 

The  churches  where  we  expect  to  put  on 
these  campaigns  are  as  follows:  Haymore 
Memorial,  Shiloh,  Mt.  Olive,  Brown  Mt., 
Brims  Grove,  Simmons  Grove,  Peters  Creek, 
Stony  Ridge,  Olive  Grove.  Most  of  these 
have  given  their  consent.  The  program  will 
be  put  on  practically  without  expense  to  the 
churches.  The  campaign  will  be  supervised 
by  M.  L.  Jones,  the  Associational  Field 
Worker  of  the  Pilot  Mountain  Association, 
and  James  A.  Ivey  of  Hickory,  Western 
Field  Worker  for  Baptist  Sunday  School 
Board. 

The   Program 

Saturday  night,  July  9,  representatives 
of  the  churches  will  meet  at  Brims  Grove 
Church  for  conference  and  plans  for  the 
following  week.  The  speaker  for  each 
church  will  be  there  and  meet  the  people 
from  the  church  where  he  will  work.  Mr. 
Ivev  will  speak  at  this  meeting.  It  is  very 
important  that  someone  shall  be  there  from 
each  church,  preferably  the  pastor  and  Sun- 
day School   Superintendent. 

Sunday,  July  10,  each  worker  will  go  to 
the  church  assigned  to  him  for  the  Sunday 
School  hour,  observe  the  school,  in  order 
that  he  mav  make  suggestions  for  better- 
ing the  school  the  following  week.  He  will 
explain  the  program  to  be  put  on  and  ar- 
range the  hours  of  night  meeting.  He  will 
organize  the  officers,  teachers,  and  pupils 
and  take  a  religious  census  of  the  com- 
munity, going  into  every  home  in  the  com- 
munity. This  census  will  be  taken  in  every 
church  Sunday  afternoon.  Superintendents 
and  pastors  in  every  church  should  know 
who  of  their  Sunday  School  people  will  do 
this  work  and  bring  this  list  to  the  meet- 
ing on  Saturday  night  the  9th.  Divide  the 
community  up  by  roads  and  assign  the  ter- 
ritory to  those  who  will  agree  to  do  the 
work.     Cards  will  be  furnished  for  use  in 


securing  the  information.  These  will  be 
distributed  Saturday  night. 

Monday  night  thru  Friday  night  there 
will  be  meetings  each  night,  at  a  convenient 
hour,  in  every  church.  In  most  of  the 
churches  there  will  be  two  groups,  one  for 
the  children  and  one  for  the  young  people 
and  adults.  Saturday  afternoon,  July  16, 
the  Sunday  School  teachers  and  officers  in 
each  church,  along  with  other  interested 
persons,  will  visit  the  people  in  an  effort  to 
get  them  in  Sunday  School  Sunday,  July 
17.  There  will  be  no  meetings  on  Saturday 
unless  desired. 

Sunday,  July  17  will  be  a  Sunday  School 
rally  day  in  each  of  these  churches.  We 
ought  to  double  the  attendance  over  the 
previous  Sunday.  It  has  been  done  over  and 
over  by  this  same  program.  Let's  do  it  in 
these  churches. 

Details  of  the  campaign  are  being  worked 
out  with  the  pastors  and  superintendents. 

Each  day  during  the  campaign  the  work- 
ers and  representatives  frm  the  churches 
will  meet  at  some  central  point  for  con- 
ference from  10:00  to  11:00  in  the  mornings 
if  this  is  found  possible. 

The  motto  for  this  campaign  might  well 
be  that  familiar  scripture  passage,  "Go  out 
into  the  Highways  and  hedges  and  compel 
them  to  come  in".

Dear  Brother: 

Your  letter  received  informing  us  that  we 
are  now  a  standard  Sunday  school.  We 
had  been  working  toward  the  standard  for 
some  time.  It  was  due  to  the  information 
and  the  inspiration  which  I  received  at  the 
wonderful  conference  at  Memphis,  which 
caused  me  to  come  home  with  the  deter- 
mination to  do  my  best  to  put  our  Sunday 
school  over  the  top. 

The  three  points  which  were  giving  us 
the  most  trouble  were:  (1)  Preaching  at- 
tendance; (2)  Bibles  used  in  the  school  and 
(3)  Evangelism.  We  were  working  the  six 
point  record  system  to  some  extent  but  not 
very  efficiently. 

(1.)  We  went  before  the  different  depart- 
ments and  explained  what  attending  the 
preaching  services  would  mean  to  them  indi- 
vidually; what  it  would  mean  to  the  Sunday 
school,  to  the  church  and  to  the  pastor. 
The  teachers  were  asked  to  keep  right  back 
of  this,  and  in  three  Sundays  we  were  mak- 
ing this  point. 

(2)  We  used  the  same  methods  as  to  the 
Bibles  and  in  four  Sundays  we  were  mak- 
ing  this   point. 

(3)  The  hardest  point  to  reach  was 
evangelism.  The  impression  in  the  school 
had  been  that  this  would  be  looked  after 
at  the  annual  evangelistic  meeting.  We 
made  this  a  subject  of  prayer  and  discus- 
sion in  our  weekly  officers  and  teachers 
meeting's  endeavoring  to  get  our  teachers 
to  see  their  privileges,  their  opportunity 
and  their  duty;  which  they  are  doing  more 
and  more  and  are  getting  more  real  joy 
out  of  their  Sunday  school  work  than  they 
have  ever  done  before. 

We  put  on  an  enlargement  campaign  with 
good  results  and  are  still  working  on  this.

The  Haymore  Memorial  church,  Mt. 
Airy  boasts  one  of  the  best  of  Vacation 
Schools.  They  are  classed  a  high  A-l. 
Their  average  attendance  was  1S1  and  the 
enrollment  221.  This  includes  the  faculty. 
The  school  had  all  the  departments  required. 
Many  of  the  children  enrolled  were  not  in 
Sunday  school  at  the  opening  of  the  school. 
The  total  expense  was  about  $40.00  and 
this  was  practically  cared  for  before  the 
close  of  the  school.  The  difficulties  in  the 
way  of  Vacation  schools  are  largely  imagi- 
nary. Any  church  can  have  one  where  the 
leaders  will  give  a  reasonable  amount  of 
time  to  the  planning  of  the  work. 


The  problem  which  al- 
ways comes  first  in  D.  V. 
B.  S.  work  is  the  matter 
of  finding  a  faculty.  Hay- 
more  Memorial  raised  this 
objection.  All  our  folk 
work,  they  said.  But  we 
secured  a  faculty  of  thirty. 
Some  of  the  ladies  had  to 
go  home  and  cook  dinner 
after  11:00  in  the  morn- 
ings.

work  was  that  done   by  high  school   girls.

The  churches  where  we  expect  to  put  on 
these  campaigns  are  as  follows:  Haymore 
Memorial,  Shiloh,  Mt.  Olive,  Brown  Mt., 
Brims  Grove,  Simmons  Grove,  Peters  Creek, 
Stony  Ridge,  Olive  Grove.  Most  of  these 
havegiven  their  consent.  The  program  will 
be  put  on  practically  without  expense  to  the 
churches.  The  campaign  will  be  supervised 
by  M.  L.  Jones,  the  Associational  Field 
Worker  of  the  Pilot  Mountain  Association, 
and  James  A.  Ivey  of  Hickory,  Western 
Field  Worker  for  Baptist  Sunday  School 
Board. 

The   Program 

Saturday  night,  July  9,  representatives 
of  the  churches  will  meet  at  Brims  Grove 
Church  for  conference  and  plans  for  the 
following  week.  The  speaker  for  each 
church  will  be  there  and  meet  the  people 
from  the  church  where  he  will  work.  Mr. 
Ivey  will  speak  at  this  meeting.  It  is  very 
important  that  someone  shall  be  there  from 
each  church,  preferably  the  pastor  and  Sun- 
day School  Superintendent. 

Sunday,  July  10,  each  worker  will  go  to 
the  church  assigned  to  him  for  the  Sunday 
School  hour,  observe  the  school,  in  order 
that  he  may  make  suggestions  for  better- 
ing the  school  the  following  week.  He  will 
explain  the  program  to  be  put  on  and  ar- 
range the  hours  of  night  meeting.  He  will 
organize  the  officers,  teachers,  and  pupils 
and  take  a  religious  census  of  the  com- 
munity, going  into  every  home  in  the  com- 
munity. This  census  will  be  taken  in  every 
church  Sunday  afternoon.  Superintendents 
and  pastors  in  every  church  should  know 
who  of  their  Sunday  School  people  will  do 
this  work  and  bring  this  list  to  the  meet- 
ing on  Saturday  night  the  9th.  Divide  the 
community  up  by  roads  and  assign  the  ter- 
ritory to  those  who  will  agree  to  do  the 
work.     Cards  will  be  furnished  for  use  in 


securing  the  information.  These  will  be 
distributed  Saturday  night. 

Monday  night  thru  Friday  night  there 
will  be  meetings  each  night,  at  a  convenient 
hour,  in  every  church.  In  most  of  the 
churches  there  will  be  two  groups,  one  for 
the  children  and  one  for  the  young  people 
and  adults.  Saturday  afternoon,  July  16, 
the  Sunday  School  teachers  and  officers  in 
each  church,  along  with  other  interested 
persons,  will  visit  the  people  in  an  effort  to 
get  them  in  Sunday  School  Sunday,  July 
17.  There  will  be  no  meetings  on  Saturday 
unless  desired. 

Sunday,  July  17  will  be  a  Sunday  School 
rally  day  in  each  of  these  churches.  We 
ought  to  double  the  attendance  over  the 
previous  Sunday.  It  has  been  done  over  and 
over  by  this  same  program.  Let's  do  it  in 
these  churches. 

Details  of  the  campaign  are  being  worked 
out  with  the  pastors  and  superintendents. 

Each  day  during  the  campaign  the  work- 
ers and  representatives  frm  the  churches 
will  meet  at  some  central  point  for  con- 
ference from  10:00  to  11:00  in  the  mornings 
if  this  is  found  possible. 

The  motto  for  this  campaign  might  well 
be  that  familiar  scripture  passage,  "Go  out 
into  the  Highways  and  hedges  and  compel 
them  to  come  in".

Dear  Brother: 

Your  letter  received  informing  us  that  we 
are  now  a  standard  Sunday  school.  We 
had  been  working  toward  the  standard  for 
some  time.  It  was  due  to  the  information 
and  the  inspiration  which  I  received  at  the 
wonderful  conference  at  Memphis,  which 
caused  me  to  come  home  with  the  deter- 
mination to  do  my  best  to  put  our  Sunday 
school  over  the  top. 

The  three  points  which  were  giving  us 
the  most  trouble  were:  (1|  Preaching  at- 
tendance; (2)  Bibles  used  in  the  school  and 
(3)  Evangelism.  We  were  working  the  six 
point  record  system  to  some  extent  but  not 
very  efficiently. 

(1.)  We  went  before  the  different  depart- 
ments and  explained  what  attending  the 
preaching  services  would  mean  to  them  indi- 
vidually; what  it  would  mean  to  the  Sunday 
school,  to  the  church  and  to  the  pastor. 
The  teachers  were  asked  to  keep  right  back 
of  this,  and  in  three  Sundays  we  were  mak- 
ing this  point. 

(2)  We  used  the  same  methods  as  to  the 
Bibles  and  in  four  Sundays  we  were  mak-- 
ing  this   point. 

(3)  The  hardest  point  to  reach  was 
evangelism.  The  impression  in  the  school 
had  been  that  this  would  be  looked  after 
at  the  annual  evangelistic  meeting.  We 
made  this  a  subject  of  prayer  and  discus- 
sion in  our  weekly  officers  and  teachers 
meetings  endeavoring  to  get  our  teachers 
to  see  their  privileges,  their  opportunity 
and  their  duty;  which  they  are  doing  more 
and  more  and  are  getting  more  real  joy 
out  of  their  Sunday  school  work  than  they 
have  ever  done  befoi'e. 

We  put  on  an  enlargement  campaign  with 
good  results  and  are  still  working  on  this.

NEW   BAPTIST  OPPORTUNITY   IN  THE 
COUNTRY

Life  in  the  rural  districts  of  North  Caro- 
lina is  rapidly  changing.  This  change  be- 
gan twenty-five  years  ago  in  the  re-birth 
of  the  passion  for  public  and  universal 
education  under  the  leadership  of  Aycock, 
Alderman  and  Mclver.  The  changes  were 
slow  and  almost  imperceptible  at  first  but 
by  the  beginning  of  the  present  century  it 
was  apparent  to  all  men  that  a  new  and 
better  day  had  dawned  for  the  long  neg- 
lected country  districts  of  North  Carolina. 
The  first  indications  of  the  change  were 
seen  in  the  effort  to  increase  the  public 
school  term  by  local  taxation,  to  secure  bet- 
ter school  houses  and  equipment,  to  raise 
the  standard  and  increase  the  pay  of  public 
school  teachers,  and  out  of  this  grew  the 
absolute  necessity  for  the  consolidation  of 
school   districts. 

Along  with  these  movements,  and  hand 
in  hand  with  them,  came  the  moderate- 
priced  automobile  and  with  it  the  demand 
for  better  roads.  North  Carolina  has  been 
literally  made  over  in  these  things  in 
twenty-five  years.  Now  one  person  out  of 
every  five  owns  an  automobile,  and  in  seven 
years  we  have  spent  $150,000,000  for  good 
roads.  County  towns  of  North  Carolina  are 
now  joined  together  in  a  system  of  hard 
surfaced  and  improved  highways  that  is  the 
pride  of  the  State  and  the  envy  of  the 
nation.  With  the  coming  of  good  roads, 
the  possibility  of  the  transporation  of  the 
children  to  central  township  high  schools 
has  hastened  the  process  of  consolidating 
our  small  and  inefficient  rural  schools  until 
today  there  are  more  than  seven  hundred 
State  High  Schools  that  prepare  boys  and 
girls  for  college,  and  more  than  five  hun- 
dred of  these  are  out  in  the  country.  Al- 
most every  township  in  North  Carolina 
now  has  a  State  High  School  that  prepares 
the  boys  and  girls  for  college,  thus  enabling 
them  to  spend  every  night  under  the  paren-

tal  roof.  Given  ten  years  to  work  out  and 
perfect  our  system  of  rural  education,  North 
Carolina  will  take  her  place  with  the  first 
states  of  the  Union  in  the  matter  of  public 
education. 

Along  with  this  great  movement  in  good 
roads  and  better  educational  facilities  has 
come  improved  living  and  health  conditions 
among  the  people.  Farmers  are  moving  out 
from  inacessible  and  isolated  sections  and 
are  building  a  new  type  of  modern  and  up- 
to-date  homes  along  these  stretches  of  hard 
surfaced  roads.  The  rural  telephone  has 
penetrated  to  the  remotest  country  section 
in  the  State  and  already  many  sections  are 
having  electric  power  lines  extended  into 
the  country,  and  many  rural  home  owners 
are  putting  in  water,  sewer,  lights,  and 
other  labor-saving  devices.  In  many  sec- 
tions water,  sewer  and  electric  light  lines 
are  being  laid  alongside  the  good  roads, 
reaching  far  out  into  the  country.  More 
and  more  our  people  in  crowded  towns  and 
cities  are  building  homes  and  moving  out 
into  the  country.

GOD'S  WORD  ASSURES

It  seems  that  every  phase  of  rural  life 
in  North  Carolina  is  on  the  upgrade  and 
making  rapid  progress  except  the  work  and 
life  of  our  country  churches.  It  seems  that 
our  people  are  progressive  and  up-to-date 
in  everything  except  the  work  and  life  of 
the  country  church.  When  it  comes  to  re- 
ligion our  people  are  ultra-conservative  and 
it  is  about  the  hardest  thing  in  the  world  to 
bring  about  progress  and  change  in  the 
average  Baptist  church  in  the  country.  As 
compared  with  modern  up-to-date,  well- 
equipped  consolidated  school  houses  in  the 
country,  the  average  Baptist  church-house 
is  a  shame  and  a  disgrace.  There  are  more 
than  twenty-three  hundred  Baptist  church- 
es in  the  State  and  not  less  than  fourteen 
hundred  of  these  churches  still  worship  in  a 
little  one-room,  cigar-box  church  house. 
Many  of  them  are  badly  located,  inacces- 
sible, cheaply  constructed,  unpainted,  poorly 
furnished,  and  disgustingly  ugly.  It  is  not 
too  much  to  say  that  with  the  coming  of 
good  roads,  the  automobile,  the  rural  tele- 
phone, the  consolidated  township  high 
schools,  and  many  other  evidences  of  pro- 
gress and  development,  has  come  the  se- 
verest, the  most  critical  test  these  little 
country  churches  ever  faced.  It  is  the  acid 
test  for  the  very  life  and  survival  of  many 
of  these  little  rural  churches. 

There  is  no  longer  any  necessity  for  a 
Baptist  church  every  three  miles  along  the 
hard  surfaced  road.  Almost  every  family 
in  the  country  has  some  kind  of  an  auto- 
mobile, and  a  church  ten  miles  away  on  a 
good  road  is  nearer  today  than  it  was  two 
miles  away,  twenty-five  years  ago.  Many 
of  these  little  churches  are  served  by  an 
absentee  pastor,  many  of  whom  are  poorly 
equipped,  and  of  necessity  compelled  to 
work  with  their  hands  for  a  living;  the 
salary  paid  is  small  and  often  the  boys  and 
girls  in  the  high  school  know  more,  so  far 
as  books  are  concerned,  than  the  pastor 
who  comes  once  a  month. 

The  only  hope  for  many  of  these  church- 
es is  in  consolidation.  There  is  harly  a 
township  in  North  Carolina  but  where  two 
to  five  Baptist  churches  could  combine,  buy 
five  acres  of  land  on  a  good  road,  build 
a  modern,  up-to-date  church  house  with 
ample  equipment  for  educational  and  social 
purposes,  build  a  good  home  for  the  pastor, 
pay  him  a  living  salary,  and  thus  have  his 
services  and  leadership  all  of  the  year 
round.  This  movement  is  on  the  way.  Bap- 
tists will  be  about  the  last  people  in  the 
world  to  do  it  in  a  worthy  and  comprehen- 
sive way,  but  it  is  inevitable  and  is  the  only 
hone  for  the  life  of  our  denomination. 

Therefore,  in  view  of  the  facts  set  forth 
as  above,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  biggest 
problem  confronting  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tists at  this  time  is  the  deliberate,  syste- 
matic, making-over  of  the  rural  church  life 
in  the  State.  It  will  take  a  great  deal  of 
patience,  much  prayer,  and  the  sacrificial 
spirit  of  the  Saviour  to  bring  it  about.  It 
seems  to  me  that  every  district  association 
at  its  annual  meeting  this  summer  ought  to 
take  up  this  problem  in  a  constructive, 
statesman-like,  Christ-like  way  and  begin 
a  patient  but  determined  effort  to  work  it 
out  Surely  it  is  a  task  that  ought  to  call 
forth  the  very  best  that  is  in  us.  Nothing 
short  of  the  very  life  of  the  denomination 
we  love  is  at  stake.

NEW  BAPTIST  OPPORTUNITY  IN  THE 
COUNTRY 


"In  the  great  race  of  life  the  flight  of 
the  years  should  be  marked  by  the  weights 
of  sin  that  we  have  laid  aside." — F.  B.

Life  in  the  rural  districts  of  North  Caro- 
lina is  rapidly  changing.  This  change  be- 
gan twenty-five  years  ago  in  the  re-birth 
of  the  passion  for  public  and  universal 
education  under  the  leadership  of  Aycock, 
Alderman  and  Mclver.  The  changes  were 
slow  and  almost  imperceptible  at  first  but 
by  the  beginning  of  the  present  century  it 
was  apparent  to  all  men  that  a  new  and 
better  day  had  dawned  for  the  long  neg- 
lected country  districts  of  North  Carolina. 
The  first  indications  of  the  change  were 
seen  in  the  effort  to  increase  the  public 
school  term  by  local  taxation,  to  secure  bet- 
ter school  houses  and  equipment,  to  raise 
the  standard  and  increase  the  pay  of  public 
school  teachers,  and  out  of  this  grew  the 
absolute  necessity  for  the  consolidation  of 
school   districts. 

Along  with  these  movements,  and  hand 
in  hand  with  them,  came  the  moderate- 
priced  automobile  and  with  it  the  demand 
for  better  roads.  North  Carolina  has  been 
literally  made  over  in  these  things  in 
twenty-five  years.  Now  one  person  out  of 
every  five  owns  an  automobile,  and  in  seven 
years  we  have  spent  $150,000,000  for  good 
roads.  County  towns  of  North  Carolina  are 
now  joined  together  in  a  system  of  hard 
surfaced  and  improved  highways  that  is  the 
pride  of  the  State  and  the  envy  of  the 
nation.  With  the  coming  of  good  roads, 
the  possibility  of  the  transporation  of  the 
children  to  central  township  high  schools 
has  hastened  the  process  of  consolidating 
our  small  and  inefficient  rural  schools  until 
today  there  are  more  than  seven  hundred 
State  High  Schools  that  prepare  boys  and 
girls  for  college,  and  more  than  five  hun- 
dred of  these  are  out  in  the  country.  Al- 
most every  township  in  North  Carolina 
now  has  a  State  High  School  that  prepares 
the  boys  and  girls  for  college,  thus  enabling 
them  to  spend  every  night  under  the  paren-

tal  roof.  Given  ten  years  to  work  out  and 
perfect  our  system  of  rural  education,  North 
Carolina  will  take  her  place  with  the  first 
states  of  the  Union  in  the  matter  of  public 
education. 

Along  with  this  great  movement  in  good 
roads  and  better  educational  facilities  has 
come  improved  living  and  health  conditions 
among  the  people.  Farmers  are  moving  out 
from  inacessible  and  isolated  sections  and 
are  building  a  new  type  of  modern  and  up- 
to-date  homes  along  these  stretches  of  hard 
surfaced  roads.  The  rural  telephone  has 
penetrated  to  the  remotest  country  section 
in  the  State  and  already  many  sections  are 
having  electric  power  lines  extended  into 
the  country,  and  many  rural  home  owners 
are  putting  in  water,  sewer,  lights,  and 
other  labor-saving  devices.  In  many  sec- 
tions water,  sewer  and  electric  light  lines 
are  being  laid  alongside  the  good  roads, 
reaching  far  out  into  the  country.  More 
and  more  our  people  in  crowded  towns  and 
cities  are  building  homes  and  moving  out 
into  the  country.

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GOD'S  WORD  ASSURES

It  seems  that  every  phase  of  rural  life 
in  North  Carolina  is  on  the  upgrade  and 
making  rapid  progress  except  the  work  and 
life  of  our  country  churches.  It  seems  that 
our  people  are  progressive  and  up-to-date 
in  everything  except  the  work  and  life  of 
the  country  church.  When  it  comes  to  re- 
ligion our  people  are  ultra-conservative  and 
it  is  about  the  hardest  thing  in  the  world  to 
bring  about  progress  and  change  in  the 
average  Baptist  church  in  the  country.  As 
compared  with  modern  up-to-date,  well- 
equipped  consolidated  school  houses  in  the 
country,  the  average  Baptist  church-house 
is  a  shame  and  a  disgrace.  There  are  more 
than  twenty-three  hundred  Baptist  church- 
es in  the  State  and  not  less  than  fourteen 
hundred  of  these  churches  still  worship  in  a 
little  one-room,  cigar-box  church  house. 
Many  of  them  are  badly  located,  inacces- 
sible, cheaply  constructed,  unpainted,  poorly 
furnished,  and  disgustingly  ugly.  It  is  not 
too  much  to  say  that  with  the  coming  of 
good  roads,  the  automobile,  the  rural  tele- 
phone, the  consolidated  township  high 
schools,  and  many  other  evidences  of  pro- 
gress and  development,  has  come  the  se- 
verest, the  most  critical  test  these  little 
country  churches  ever  faced.  It  is  the  acid 
test  for  the  very  life  and  survival  of  many 
of  these  little  rural  churches. 

There  is  no  longer  any  necessity  for  a 
Baptist  church  every  three  miles  along  the 
hard  surfaced  road.  Almost  every  family 
in  the  country  has  some  kind  of  an  auto- 
mobile, and  a  church  ten  miles  away  on  a 
good  road  is  nearer  today  than  it  was  two 
miles  away,  twenty-five  years  ago.  Many 
of  these  little  churches  are  served  by  an 
absentee  pastor,  many  of  whom  are  poorly 
equipped,  and  of  necessity  compelled  to 
work  with  their  hands  for  a  living;  the 
salary  paid  is  small  and  often  the  boys  and 
girls  in  the  high  school  know  more,  so  far 
as  books  are  concerned,  than  the  pastor 
who  comes  once  a  month. 

The  only  hope  for  many  of  these  church- 
es is  in  consolidation.  There  is  harly  a 
township  in  North  Carolina  but  where  two 
to  five  Baptist  churches  could  combine,  buy 
five  acres  of  land  on  a  good  road,  build 
a  modern,  up-to-date  church  house  with 
ample  equipment  for  educational  and  social 
purposes,  build  a  good  home  for  the  pastor, 
pay  him  a  living  salary,  and  thus  have  his 
services  and  leadership  all  of  the  year 
round.  This  movement  is  on  the  way.  Bap- 
tists will  be  about  the  last  people  in  the 
world  to  do  it  in  a  worthy  and  comprehen- 
sive way,  but  it  is  inevitable  and  is  the  only 
hope  for  the  life  of  our  denomination. 

Therefore,  in  view  of  the  facts  set  forth 
as  above,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  biggest 
problem  confronting  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tists at  this  time  is  the  deliberate,  syste- 
matic, making-over  of  the  rural  church  life 
in  the  State.  It  will  take  a  great  deal  of 
patience,  much  prayer,  and  the  sacrificial 
spirit  of  the  Saviour  to  bring  it  about.  It 
seems  to  me  that  every  district  association 
at  itsi  annual  meeting  this  summer  ought  to 
take  up  this  problem  in  a  constructive, 
statesman-like,  Christ-like  way  and  begin 
a  patient  but  determined  effort  to  work  it 
out  Surely  it  is  a  task  that  ought  to  call 
forth  the  very  best  that  is  in  us.  Nothing 
short  of  the  very  life  of  the  denomination 
we  love  is  at  stake.

"There  are  35,349,000  boys  and  girls  to- 
day in  America  who  know  nothing  about 
the  Sunday  school.  Not  only  is  the 
Protestant  church  failing  to  reach  two- 
thirds  of  its  youthful  constituency,  but  it 
is  failing  in  its  work  with  the  one-third  re- 
maining. While  the  Jews  provide  325  hours 
of  religious  education  a  year,  and  the 
Catholics  200,  the  Protestants  have  been 
content  with  an  hour  a  week.  Unfortunate- 
ly less  than  one-half  of  that  time  is  given 
to  real  Bible  study.  Because  of  irregular 
attendance,  it  has  been  pretty  accurately 
estimated  that  the  average  Sunday  school 
scholar  receives  only  seventeen  hours  a 
year  from  an  untrained  and  too  often  an 
unprepared  teacher." — Correspondence 
School,  Moody  Bible   Institute,  Chicago.

By  experience  spon- 
sors have  been  found  to  be  not  only  a  help, 
but  an  absolute  necessity  for  Juniors  and 
younger  Intermediates.

Although  soul-winning  is  the  finest  of 
fine  arts,  it  is  very  simple,  much  more  so 
at  least  than  most  people  think.  Many 
Christians  quench  the  promptings  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  with  the  excuse  that  they  do 
not  know  how  to  bring  others  to  Christ  and 
thus  they  deceive  themselves  with  this  fool- 
ish excuse  while  sinners  are  going  down  to 
eternal  punishment. 

Any  Christian  can  be  a  soul-winner  if  he 
has  the  inclination.  Friends,  if  an  old  slave 
who  could  neither  read  nor  write  could  win 
souls  for  his  Lord,  why  not  you  ?  If  r 
poor  little  heathen  boy  who  was  driven  from 
his  home  because  he  accepted  Christ  as  hi: 
Saviour  could  win  others,  why  not  you  ? 

Again  I  say,  you  can  if  you  wish.  But 
first  you  must  have  a  compassionate  desire 
to  see  the  lost  saved.  If  the  fire  of  evangel- 
ism has  burned  low  in  your  heart  and  you 
feel  indifferent,  it  is  time  you  were  becom- 
ing greatly  concerned  about  yourself.  Pray 
earnestly,  and  by  reading  God's  word  get  a 
picture  of  the  awful  doom  that  awaits  the 
lost.  Surely  this  will  stir  you  with  a  yearn- 
ing for  their  salvation.  Also  read  some 
books  on  evangelism  like  Begbie's  Twice 
Born  Men  and  Dr.  Scarborough's  A  Search 
for  Souls.

MY  INTERMEDIATE  FRIENDS 


I  think  my  best  friends,  the  staunchest 
and  truest,  are  Intermediates.  Certainly 
they  are  the  most  interesting  folk  I  know. 

I  am  afraid  the  big  trouble  with  our 
church  people  is  that  we  have  failed  to 
hear  Paul's  injunction  "Let  no  man  de- 
spise they  youth",  in  our  relations  to  Inter- 
mediates. Just  how  much  they  are  capable 
of  I  frankly  admit  I  do  not  know.  I  have 
learned  a  great  many  things  from  them. 

The  writer  has  in  mind  a  boy  of  fourteen 
who  is  a  splendid  musician,  playing  several 
instruments  well.  We  visited  his  "den" 
recently  to  hear  a  radio  concert  and  found 
that  he  had  built  his  own  set.  Later  in  the 
evening  he  showed  us  various  mechanical 
devices  of  his  own  making  which  required 
ingenuity,  among  them  a  real  moving  pic- 
ture machine. 

During  the  past  summer  we  were  forced 
in  some  emergency  cases  to  use  some  thir- 
teen-year-old Intermediates  as  story  tellers 
in  our  Vacation  Bible  schools  and  they  were 
the  best  we  had.  In  one  of  these  schools 
the  pastor  had  the  boys  handwork.  One 
day  he  was  unexpectedly  called  away  and 
his  helpers  were  absent  for  some  reason. 
The  Principal  had  no  one  to  turn  to  but  a 
fourteen  year  old  girl  who  was  a  helper  in 
the  Junior  Department.  It  was  remarkable 
to  see  her  ingenuity  in  handling  those  boys. 

Last  June  I  sat  in  a  beautiful  school  audi- 
torium for  the  graduation  exercises  of  a 
large  class.  When  the  honors  were  awarded, 
many  of  the  highest  her  school  could  give 
were  given  to  an  Intermediate  girl.  As 
honor  after  honor  was  heaped  upon  her  I 
could  not  forget  the  days  when  as  a  member 
of  her  school  faculty  we  used  to  deal  with 
her  as  our  "grinning  nuisance". 

The  most  interesting  Intermediate  I  have 
known  was  a  boy  in  the  first  school  I  taught. 
He  was  notorious  for  many  pranks.  He  had 
been  the  terror  of  former  teachers.  I  was 
warned  by  the  trustees,  gossips,  and  patrons 
in  general  before  school  opened.  They  told 
me  he  was  the  material  of  which  criminals 
are  made,  and  that  from  the  first  day  of 
school  it  would  pay  me  to  watch  him. 

He  lived  up  to  expectations.  The  first 
day  due  to  the  circumstances  accompanying 
such  a  state  of  mind,  and  some  provocation 
from  the  boys,  he  began  to  make  things 
interesting  by  turning  loose  a  stone  in  the 
direction  of  a  group  of  boys  with  bad  ef- 
fects upon  one  fellow  at  least. 

It  was.  a  matter  of  surprise  and  concern 
to  the  entire  neighborhood  that  he  was  not 
forthwith  chastized.  Days  wore  on.  Curious 
eyes  were  always  fixed  upon  the  teacher 
and  this  boy.  It  began  to  be  noised  abroad 
by  certain  women,  whose  wagging  tongues 
have  been  the  ruination  of  many  a  boy  and 
girl,  that  the  new  teacher  did  not  believe 
in  "whippin'  ",  and  that  in  their  opinion  the 
school  was  going  to  rack. 

The  weeks  wore  on.  George  did  not  give 
any  trouble.  He  learned  every  lesson,  and 
more  than  that  he  became  the  Principal's 
helper.  The  wonder  of  it  grew  when  it 
became  known  that  George  was  not  only 
passing  his  work  but  that  he  was  also  tak- 
ing the  next  highest  grade  and  passing  it. 
To  make  a  long  story  short,  despite  all 
sorts  of  jealousy  and  accusations,  George 
made  the  star  pupil  of  that  school,  and 
carried  out  some  Physics  experiments  that 
would  have  done  credit  to  a  college  Fresh- 
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Here  is  the  secret.  I  had  in  college  a 
teacher  who  used  to  say  "Find  the  thing 
your  pupils  is  interested  in  and  you  have 
a  key  to  his  life."  That  first  day  instead 
of  "thrashing"  him,  I  had  him  take  his 
seat.  While  I  sat  pretending  to  read,  I  saw 
him  reach  in  his  desk  for  something.  I 
confess  I  was  a  bit  uneasy  for  an  instant, 
but  imagine  my  surprise  when  I  saw^  him 
place  a  magazine  on  his  desk  and  begin  to 
read.  For  half  an  hour  he  was  lost  to  the 
world.  Presently  I  saw  him  take  a  pencil 
from  his  desk  and  begin  to  figure.  I  saw 
him  raise  his  head  with  a  startled  look  on 
his  face  as  I  started  to  ring  the  bell  for 
"books"  a  few  minutes  later,  saw  the  look

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vinced  of  his  lost  condition.  He  must  know 
that  he  is  a  sinner;  that  he  is  already  con- 
demned to  everlasting  punishment;  and  that 
only  the  brittle  thread  of  life  is  between 
him  and  eternity.  Quote  or  let  the  pupil 
read  what  God's  Word  says  about  the  sin- 
ner and  his  punishment.  For  the  sake  of 
popularity  some  preachers  have  put  on  the 
soft  pedal  and  preach  only  the  love  of  God, 
but  Jesus  did  not  hesitate  to  tell  sinners  of 
their  doom  and  call  them  to  repentance. 

After  the  pupil  realizes  his  lost  condition 
tell  him  the  sweetest  story  ever  told,  of 
the  loving  Saviour  who  alone  can  save.  Let 
him  read  Jesus'  own  words  "I  came  to  seek 
and  save  that  which  was  lost."  "Him  that 
cometh  unto  me  I  will  in  no  wise  cast  out," 
and  so  on.  Then  give  him  an  illustration  of 
faith.  So  often  we  tell  people  to  trust  in 
Jesus,  but  the  trouble  is,  they  do  not  know 
how.  Many  join  the  church  thinking  and 
"hoping"  they  are  saved.  They  belive 
about  Christ  but  not  on  Christ.  They  have 
never  trusted  their  souls  to  his  keeping.  I 
have  heard  pastors  and  evangelists  give  this 
invitation,  "All  who  love  and  trust  Jesus 
and  want  to  live  for  him,  come1  and  join 
the  church."  Practically  every  child  through 
the  Intermediate  department  could  honestly 
accept  such  an  invitation  and  still  be  lost. 
And  many  of  them  do.  They  are  honestly 
deceived.  They  need  to  know  what  is  meant 
by  trust,  and  it  takes  an  illustration  to 
make  it  clear. 

The  following  is  a  simple  example.  Sup- 
pose you  were  on  a  great  high  bridge  which 
was  afire  at  both  ends  and  there  was  no 
way  for  you  to  escape;  but  Jesus  stood 
below  promising  to  save  you  if  you  would 
only  leap  into  his  arms.  As  long  as  you 
should  hold  to  the  bridge  you  would  not  be 
trusting  Jesus,  but  as  soon  as  you  should 
turn  loose  everything  to  leap  into  his  arms, 
you  would  then  be  trusting  Jesus.  Many 
such  examples  may  be  given  that  will  help 
the  pupils  to  understand  what  is  meant  by 
trust. 

After  you  have  shown  the  pupil  his  lost 
condition,  a  loving  Saviour,  and  how  to 
trust,  kneel  with  him  and  get  him  to  ask 
God  to  forgive  and  save  him.  If  possible 
before  leaving  him  lead  him  to  make  a 
confession,  but  do  not  force  it. 


BEING  DEPENDABLE 


"We  all  know  people  upon  whose  word 
we  rely  aboslutely;  if  they  say  they  will 
do  a  thing,  one  gives  no  further  thought 
to  the  matter,  being  certain  that  the  work 
will  be  done.  And  we  know  others  whom 
we  have  to  follow  up  to  make  sure  that  a 
promised  service  will  be  accomplished.  To 
which  division  do  you  belong  ?  In  speaking 
about  dependableness,  Dr.  Babcock  said, 
'Surely  the  Captain  may  depend  on  me.' 
It  may  not  be  the  best  thing  to  say  before 
others,  but  rightly  meant,  it  is  a  noble  self- 
commitment.  Dependable  people ! — Their 
price  is  above  rubies.  The  world  would  be 
a  dreary  place  if  there  were  not  some 
Christians  who  need  no  prodding  or  watch- 
ing; who  can  be  told  and  trusted.  Do  you 
remember  the  picture  of  a  sentry  at  Pom- 
peii? All  around  him  ashes  from  the  vol- 
cano are  falling,  his  face  is  reddened  by  the 
glow  of  the  burning  houses,  but  his  gaze 
is  fixed  steadfastly  ahead.  He  can  die  but 
he  cannot  desert  his  post.  He  is  dependable. 
Are  you?" — Copied.

3.  Ages

II.     Equipment 

1.  Assembly  Room 

The  department  shall  have  an  assembly 
room,  adequate  for  assembling  the  entire 
department,  completely  isolated  by  walls  or 
solid  partition. 

2.  Furnishings 

The  department  shall  have  a  secretary's 
desk  or  table,  blackboard,  song  books,  and 
a  suitable  place  for  literature  and  other 
material. 

III.     Session 

The  department  shall  have  a  session  of  at 
least  one  hour,  preferably  one  hour  and 
fifteen  minutes,  conducted  separately  from

the  other  departments.  Not  less  than 
thirty-five  minutes,  preferably  forty,  shall 
be  given  for  the  class  session,  thirty  minu- 
tes "of  which  shall  be  devoted  to  teaching. 
If  the  Sunday  school  has  a  general  open- 
ing or  closing  session,  the  department  shall 
meet  in  the  general  session,  according  to 
the  rule  of  the  school. 

IV.     Workers'  Preparation 

1.  Equipment 

Seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  officers  and 
teachers,  including  the  superintendent,  shall 
hold  the  Normal  Course  Diploma  and  the 
Seal  for  the  Intermediate  department  book. 

2.  Training 

Seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  officers  and 
teachers  shall  complete  at  least  one  book 
in  the  Sunday  School  Teachers'  Training 
Course  each  year.  Those  who  hold  a  Blue 
Seal  shall  read  at  least  one  approved  book 
each  year  from  the  list  furnished  by  the 
Intermediate  Department,  Baptist  Sunday 
School   Board. 

V.     Promotion 

The  department  shall  have  an  annual 
Promotion  Day  within  and  from  the  depart- 
ment. 

A  grade  of  To  per  cent  on  a  written  test 
covering  the  quarter's  lessons  must  be  made 
by   one-half   of  the   average   attendance   of 
pupils   during  the  quarter. 
VI.     Records 

The  department  shall  use  the  Six  Point 
Record  System  and  shall  make  an  average, 
based  on  this  system,  of  at  least  60  per- 
cent for  the  quarter  for  which  the  applica- 
tion is  made. 

VII.     Meetings 

The  attendance  of  the  officers  and  teach- 
ers of  the  department  at  the  Weekly  Teach- 
ers' Meeting  or  the  Monthly  Workers'  Coun- 
cil shall  average  at  least  50  per  cent  of  the 
number  of  officers  and  teachers  in  the  de- 
partment. 

The  department  shall  have  a  separate  ses- 
sion at  the  weekly  Teachers'  Meeting,  or 
a  Monthly  Department  Conference  of  not 
less  than  thirty  minutes. 

VIII.     Enrollment 

The  enrollment  of  the  department  shall 
equal  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  possibilities 
for  the  department  as  shown  in  the  results 
of  the  last  census. 

IX.     Activities 

1.  Service 

Seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  classes  in  the 
department  shall  engage  in  some  service 
activity  each  quarter. 

2.  Recreational 

The  department  shall  co-operate  with  the 
Sunday  school  in  the  general  plans  for  the 
social  life  of  the  school.  The  department 
shall  hold  at  least  two  department  socials 
each  year.  If  only  two  department  socials 
are  held,  they  shall  not  occur  in  the  same 
quarter  or  consecutive  quarters. 
X.     Co-operation 

1.  Evangelism 

The  department  shall  co-operate  in  the 
soul-winning  program  of  the  church.  Special 
prayers  for  the  unsaved  in  the  department 
shall  be  offered  in  the  department  confer- 
ences and  the  regular  prayer  meetings. 

A  list  of  the  unsaved  pupils  in  the  de- 
partment shall  be  made  quarterly.  On  the 
basis  of  this  list  personal  interviews  shall 
be  held. 

2.  Denominational  Work 

Each  quarter  the  department  shall  con- 
duct, or  at  least  participate  in,  special  pro- 
grams for  four  of  the  general  causes 
fostered  by  the  denomination,  and  an  offer- 
ing   shall    be   taken    for   each   of   the   four 


causes,  in  keeping  with  the  church  plan  of 
finance. 

Place  a  small  seal  opposite  each  point 
attained.     (Seals  will  be  sent  upon  request.) 

When  all  points  have  been  reached,  write 
for  an  application  blank  for  a  Standard  De- 
partment. Fill  out  the  application  and  send 
it  to  your  State  Sunday  School  Secretary 
or  return  it  to  this  office.  Upon  approval 
of  the  application,  a  Standard  Certificate, 
with  a  seal  for  the  quarter  for  which  the 
application  was  made,  will  be  sent.

I.     Properly  Graded 

The  class  shall  be  composed  of  pupils  of 
one   age   and   one  sex. 

In  a  school  which  does  not  have  more 
than  32  possible  Intermediate  pupils,  the 
class  may  be  composed  of  pupils  of  one 
sex,  and  two  ages,  combined  as  follows:  13 
and  14,  14  and  15,  or  15  and  16. 
II.     Class   Organization 

1.  The  class  shall  be  organized  after  the 
manner  suggested  in  Sunday  School  Board 
literature  for  Intermediate  classes. 

2.  The  class  shall  be  registered  with  the 
Intermediate  Department  of  the  Baptist 
Sunday  School  Board,  and  display  its  Cer- 
tificate of  Registration  in  its  classroom. 

3.  The  class  shall  not  have  more  than  15 
pupils  enrolled. 

III.     New  Members  and  Absentees 

1.  Each  new  member  must  be  visited  or 
communicated  with  the  week  following  his 
enrollment   in   the  class. 

2.  Each  absentee  must  be  visited  or  com- 
municated with  each  week. 

IV.     Monthly  Business  Meeting 
Each  class  shall  have  a  business  meeting 
once  a  month,  which  meeting  shall  be  held 
during  the  week. 

V.     Classroom 
The  class  shall  have  its  own  room,  equip- 
ped with  chairs,  a  table,  maps,  and  a  black- 
board. 

VI.     Baptist    Literature 

1.  The  class  shall  use  Baptist  literature, 
either  the  Graded  or  the  Uniform   lessons. 

2.  Each  pupil  shall  possess  a  Bible  and 
75  per  cent  of  the  pupils  present  each  Sun- 
day must  bring  their  Bibles  from  home. 

3.  Bibles  rather  than  "helps"  must  be 
used  in  the  class  work. 

VII.     Record   System 
The  class,  including  the  teacher,  shall  use 
the    Six    Point    Record    System,    making    a 
general    average    of    75    per    cent    for    the 
quarter. 

VIII.     Offerings 
All    regular    Sunday    morning    offerings 
shall  go  to  the  general  treasury  of  the  Sun- 
day school. 

IX.  Teachers'  Equipment 

The  teacher  shall  hold  a  Normal  Course 
Diploma  with  the  seal  for  the  Intermediate 
Department  Book,  and  be  working  toward 
the  blue  seal. 

X.  Preaching  Attendance 

The  attendance  of  the  class  upon  the 
preaching  service  of  the  church  each  Sun- 
day shall  equal  75  per  cent  of  the  atten- 
dance of  the  members  at  class.

This  number  of  the  Pilot  Baptist  is  given

Although  soul-winning  is  the  finest  of 
fine  arts,  it  is  very  simple,  much  more  so 
at  least  than  most  people  think.  Many 
Christians  quench  the  promptings  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  with  the  excuse  that  they  do 
not  know  how  to  bring  others  to  Christ  and 
thus  they  deceive  themselves  with  this  fool- 
ish excuse  while  sinners  are  going  down  to 
eternal   punishment. 

Any  Christian  can  be  a  soul-winner  if  he 
has  the  inclination.  Friends,  if  an  old  slave 
who  could  neither  read  nor  write  could  win 
souls  for  his  Lord,  why  not  you  ?  If  p. 
poor  little  heathen  boy  who  was  driven  from 
his  home  because  he  accepted  Christ  as  hi 
Saviour  could  win  others,  why  not  you  ? 

Again  I  say,  you  can  if  you  wish.  But 
first  you  must  have  a  compassionate  desire 
to  see  the  lost  saved.  If  the  fire  of  evangel- 
ism has  burned  low  in  your  heart  and  you 
feel  indifferent,  it  is  time  you  were  becom- 
ing greatly  concerned  about  yourself.  Pray 
earnestly,  and  by  reading  God's  word  get  a 
picture  of  the  awful  doom  that  awaits  the 
lost.  Surely  this  will  stir  you  with  a  yearn- 
ing for  their  salvation.  Also  read  some 
books  on  evangelism  like  Begbie's  Twice 
Born  Men  and  Dr.  Scarborough's  A  Search 
for  Souls.  As  you  read  what  God's  Word 
says  about  the  lost,  remember  that  it  is 
speaking  not  only  of  the  heathen  far  away, 
but  of  some  of  your  own  precious  Inter- 
mediates' good.  Yes,  but  lost — And  God  has 
given  them  to  you  to  win  for  him.  Will 
you  do  it?  (Phil.  4:13)  Permit  me  to  offer 
a  few  suggestions  that  may  prove  helpful. 

Often  it  is  well  to  win  a  pupil's  love  and 
confidence  before  talking  with  him  on  such 
a  delicate  subject  as  his  soul's  salvation. 
The  fact  that  he  is  in  your  heart  does  not 
always  mean  that  you  are  in  his  heart.

MY  INTERMEDIATE  FRIENDS 


I  think  my  best  friends,  the  staunchest 
and  truest,  are  Intermediates.  Certainly 
they  are  the  most  interesting  folk  I  know. 

I  am  afraid  the  big  trouble  with  our 
church  people  is  that  we  have  failed  to 
hear  Paul's  injunction  "Let  no  man  de- 
spise they  youth",  in  our  relations  to  Inter- 
mediates. Just  how  much  they  are  capable 
of  I  frankly  admit  1  do  not  know.  I  have 
learned  a  great  many  things  from  them. 

The  writer  has  in  mind  a  boy  of  fourteen 
who  is  a  splendid  musician,  playing  several 
instruments  well.  We  visited  his  "den" 
recently  to  hear  a  radio  concert  and  found 
that  he  had  built  his  own  set.  Later  in  the 
evening  he  showed  us  various  mechanical 
devices  of  his  own  making  which  required 
ingenuity,  among  them  a  real  moving  pic- 
ture machine. 

During  the  past  summer  we  were  forced 
in  some  emergency  cases  to  use  some  thir- 
teen-year-old Intermediates  as  story  tellers 
in  our  Vacation  Bible  schools  and  they  were 
the  best  we  had.  In  one  of  these  schools 
the  pastor  had  the  boys  handwork.  One 
day  he  was  unexpecteldy  called  away  and 
his  helpers  were  absent  for  some  reason. 
The  Principal  had  no  one  to  turn  to  but  a 
fourteen  year  old  girl  who  was  a  helper  in 
the  Junior  Department.  It  was  remarkable 
to  see  her  ingenuity  in  handling  those  boys. 

Last  June  I  sat  in  a  beautiful  school  audi- 
torium for  the  graduation  exercises  of  a 
large  class.  When  the  honors  were  awarded, 
many  of  the  highest  her  school  could  give 
were  given  to  an  Intermediate  girl.  As 
honor  after  honor  was  heaped  upon  her  I 
could  not  forget  the  days  when  as  a  member 
of  her  school  faculty  we  used  to  deal  with 
her  as  our  "grinning  nuisance". 

The  most  interesting  Intermediate  I  have 
known  was  a  boy  in  the  first  school  I  taught. 
He  was  notorious  for  many  pranks.  He  had 
been  the  terror  of  former  teachers.  I  was 
warned  by  the  trustees,  gossips,  and  patrons 
in  general  before  school  opened.  They  told 
me  he  was  the  material  of  which  criminals 
are  made,  and  that  from  the  first  day  of 
school  it  would  pay  me  to  watch  him. 

He  lived  up  to  expectations.  The  first 
day  due  to  the  circumstances  accompanying 
such  a  state  of  mind,  and  some  provocation 
from  the  boys,  he  began  to  make  things 
interesting  by  turning  loose  a  stone  in  the 
direction  of  a  group  of  boys  with  bad  ef- 
fects upon  one  fellow  at  least. 

It  was  a  matter  of  surprise  and  concern 
to  the  entire  neighborhood  that  he  was  not 
forthwith  chastized.  Days  wore  on.  Curious 
eyes  were  always  fixed  upon  the  teacher 
and  this  boy.  It  began  to  be  noised  abroad 
by  certain  women,  whose  wagging  tongues 
have  been  the  ruination  of  many  a  boy  and 
girl,  that  the  new  teacher  did  not  believe 
in  "whippin'  ",  and  that  in  their  opinion  the 
school  was  going  to  rack. 

The  weeks  wore  on.  George  did  not  give 
any  trouble.  He  learned  every  lesson,  and 
more  than  that  he  became  the  Principal's 
helper.  The  wonder  of  it  grew  when  it 
became  known  that  George  was  not  only 
passing  his  work  but  that  he  was  also  tak- 
ing the  next  highest  grade  and  passing  it. 
To  make  a  long  story  short,  despite  all 
sorts  of  jealousy  and  accusations,  George 
made  the  star  pupil  of  that  school,  and 
carried  out  some  Physics  experiments  that 
would  have  done  credit  to  a  college  Fresh- 
man.

I  saw 
him  raise  his  head  with  a  startled  look  on 
his  face  as  I  started  to  ring  the  bell  for 
"books"  a  few  minutes  later,  saw  the  look

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vinced  of  his  lost  condition.  He  must  know 
that  he  is  a  sinner;  that  he  is  already  con- 
demned to  everlasting  punishment;  and  that 
only  the  brittle  thread  of  life  is  between 
him  and  eternity.  Quote  or  let  the  pupil 
read  what  God's  Word  says  about  the  sin- 
ner and  his  punishment.  For  the  sake  of 
popularity  some  preachers  have  put  on  the 
soft  pedal  and  preach  only  the  love  of  God, 
but  Jesus  did  not  hesitate  to  tell  sinners  of 
their  doom  and  call  them  to  repentance. 

After  the  pupil  realizes  his  lost  condition 
tell  him  the  sweetest  story  ever  told,  of 
the  loving-  Saviour  who  alone  can  save.  Let 
him  read  Jesus'  own  words  "I  came  to  seek 
and  save  that  which  was  lost."  "Him  that 
cometh  unto  me  I  will  in  no  wise  cast  out," 
and  so  on.  Then  give  him  an  illustration  of 
faith.  So  often  we  tell  people  to  trust  in 
Jesus,  but  the  trouble  is,  they  do  not  know 
how.  Many  join  the  church  thinking  and 
"hoping"  they  are  saved.  They  belive 
about  Christ  but  not  on  Christ.  They  have 
never  trusted  their  souls  to  his  keeping.  I 
have  heard  pastors  and  evangelists  give  this 
invitation,  "All  who  love  and  trust  Jesus 
and  want  to  live  for  him,  come  and  join 
the  church."  Practically  every  child  through 
the  Intermediate  department  could  honestly 
accept  such  an  invitation  and  still  be  lost. 
And  many  of  them  do.  They  are  honestly 
deceived.  They  need  to  know  what  is  meant 
by  trust,  and  it  takes  an  illustration  to 
make  it  clear. 

The  following  is  a  simple  example.  Sup- 
pose you  were  on  a  great  high  bridge  which 
was  afire  at  both  ends  and  there  was  no 
way  for  you  to  escape;  but  Jesus  stood 
below  promising  to  save  you  if  you  would 
only  leap  into  his  arms.  As  long  as  you 
should  hold  to  the  bridge  you  would  not  be 
trusting  Jesus,  but  as  soon  as  you  should 
turn  loose  everything  to  leap  into  his  arms, 
you  would  then  be  trusting  Jesus.  Many 
such  examples  may  be  given  that  will  help 
the  pupils  to  understand  what  is  meant  by 
trust. 

After  you  have  shown  the  pupil  his  lost 
condition,  a  loving  Saviour,  and  how  tc 
trust,  kneel  with  him  and  get  him  to  ask 
God  to  forgive  and  save  him.  If  possible 
before  leaving  him  lead  him  to  make  a 
confession,  but  do  not  force  it. 


BEING  DEPENDABLE 


"We  all  know  people  upon  whose  word 
we  rely  aboslutely;  if  they  say  they  will 
do  a  thing,  one  gives  no  further  thought 
to  the  matter,  being  certain  that  the  work 
will  be  done.  And  we  know  others  whom 
we  have  to  follow  up  to  make  sure  that  a 
promised  service  will  be  accomplished.  To 
which  division  do  you  belong?  In  speaking 
about  dependableness,  Dr.  Babcock  said, 
'Surely  the  Captain  may  depend  on  me.' 
It  may  not  be  the  best  thing  to  say  before 
others,  but  rightly  meant,  it  is  a  noble  self- 
commitment.  Dependable  people! — Their 
price  is  above  rubies.  The  world  would  be 
a  dreary  place  if  there  were  not  some 
Christians  who  need  no  prodding  or  watch- 
ing; who  can  be  told  and  trusted.  Do  you 
remember  the  picture  of  a  sentry  at  Pom- 
peii? All  around  him  ashes  from  the  vol- 
cano are  falling,  his  face  is  reddened  by  the 
glow  of  the  burning  houses,  but  his  gaze 
is  fixed  steadfastly  ahead.  He  can  die  but 
he  cannot  desert  his  post.  He  is  dependable. 
Are  you?" — Copied.

of  chagrin  on  his  face  as  I  told  him  to 
put  the  magazine  up  and  get  his  books. 

As  they  were  falling  in  line  to  go  home 
I  told  George  to  keep  his  seat.

I.  Organization 

1.  Officers  and  Teachers. 

The  department  shall  have  at  least  the 
following  officers:  superintendent,  associate 
superintendent,  secretary-treasurer,  pianist, 
chorister,  four  teachers,  and  two  associate 
teachers.  (The  department  may  have  as 
many  more  officers  and  teachers  as  is  neces- 
sary. ) 

2.  Classes 

The  department  shall  have  four  or  more 
classes,  sexes  separated.  One-half  the  num- 
ber of  boys'  classes  and  one-half  the  num- 
ber of  girls'  classes  shall  be  recognized  as 
Standard  by  the  Intermed'ate  Department, 
Bartist  Sunday  School  Board.  No  class 
shall  have  more  than  ten.  No  class  shall 
be  composed  of  more  than  two  ages,  and 
they  must  be   consecutive. 

3.  'Ages 

The  department  shall  be  composed  only 
of  those  boys  and  girls  thirteen,  fourteen, 
fifteen,  and  sixteen  years  of  age. 

II.  Equipment 

1.  Assembly  Room 

The  department  shall  have  an  assembly 
room,  adequate  for  assembling  the  entire 
department,  completely  isolated  by  walls  or 
solid  partition. 

2.  Furnishings 

The  department  shall  have  a  secretary's 
desk  or  table,  blackboard,  song  books,  and 
a  suitable  place  for  literature  and  other 
material. 

III.     Session 

The  department  shall  have  a  session  of  at 
least  one  hour,  preferably  one  hour  and 
fifteen  minutes,  conducted  separately  from 

(Continued    on    Page   Four) 
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the  other  departments.  Not  less  than 
thirty-five  minutes,  preferably  forty,  shall 
lie  given  for  the  class  session,  thirty  minu- 
tes of  which  shall  be  devoted  to  teaching. 
If  the  Sunday  school  has  a  general  open- 
ing or  closing  session,  the  department  shall 
meet  in  the  general  session,  according  to 
the  rule  of  the  school. 

IV.     Workers'  Preparation 

1.  Equipment 

Seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  officers  and 
teachers,  including  the  superintendent,  shall 
hold  the  Normal  Course  Diploma  and  the 
Seal  for  the  Intermediate  department  book. 

2.  Training 

Seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  officers  and 
teachers  'shall  complete  at  least  one  book 
in  the  Sunday  School  Teachers'  Training- 
Course  each  year.  Those  who  hold  a  Blue 
Seal  shall  read  at  least  one  approved  book 
each  year  from  the  list  furnished  by  the 
Intermediate  Department,  Baptist  Sunday 
School   Board. 

V.     Promotion 

The  department  shall  have  an  annual 
Promotion  Day  within  and  from  the  depart- 
ment. 

A  grade  of  75  per  cent  on  a  written  test 
covering  the  quarter's  lessons  must  be  made 
by   one-half   of  the   average   attendance  of 
pupils   during  the  quarter. 
VI.     Records 

The  department  shall  use  the  Six  Point 
Record  System  and  shall  make  an  average, 
based  on  this  system,  of  at  least  60  per 
cent  for  the  quarter  for  which  the  applica- 
tion is  made. 

VII.     Meetings 

The  attendance  of  the  officers  and  teach- 
ers of  the  department  at  the  Weekly  Teach- 
ers' Meeting  or  the  Monthly  Workers'  Coun- 
cil shall  average  at  least  50  per  cent  of  the 
number  of  officers  and  teachers  in  the  de- 
partment. 

The  department  shall  have  a  separate  ses- 
sion at  the  weekly  Teachers'  Meeting,  or 
a  Monthly  Department  Conference  of  not 
less  than  thirty  minutes. 

VIII.     Enrollment 

The  enrollment  of  the  department  shall 
equal  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  possibilities 
for  the  department  as  shown  in  the  results 
of  the  last  census. 

IX.     Activities 

1.  Service 

Seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  classes  in  the 
department  shall  engage  in  some  service 
activity  each  quarter. 

2.  Recreational 

The  department  shall  co-operate  with  the 
Sunday  school  in  the  general  plans  for  the 
social  life  of  the  school.  The  department 
shall  hold  at  least  two  department  socials 
each  year.  If  only  two  department  socials 
are  held,  they  shall  not  occur  in  the  same 
quarter  or  consecutive  quarters. 
X.     Co-operation 

1.  Evangelism 

The  department  shall  co-operate  in  the 
soul-winning  program  of  the  church.  Special 
prayers  for  the  unsaved  in  the  department 
shall  be  offered  in  the  department  confer- 
ences and  the  regular  prayer  meetings. 

A  list  of  the  unsaved  pupils  in  the  de- 
partment shall  be  made  quarterly.  On  the 
basis  of  this  list  personal  interviews  shall 
be  held. 

2.  Denominational  Work 

Each  quarter  the  department  shall  con- 
duct, or  at  least  participate  in,  special  pro- 
grams for  four  of  the  general  causes 
fostered  by  the  denomination,  and  an  offer- 
ing   shall    be   taken    for   each   of   the   four 


causes,  in  keeping  with  the  church  plan  of 
finance. 

Place  a  small  seal  opposite  each  point 
attained.     (Seals  will  be  sent  upon  request.) 

When  all  points  have  been  reached,  write 
for  an  application  blank  for  a  Standard  De- 
partment. Fill  out  the  application  and  send 
it  to  your  State  Sunday  School  Secretary 
or  return  it  to  this  office.  Upon  approval 
of  the  application,  a  Standard  Certificate, 
with  a  seal  for  the  quarter  for  which  the 
application  was  made,  will  be  sent. 

A  seal  for  each  remaining  quarter,  desig- 
nated on  the  Standard  Certificate,  will  be 
sent  upon  approval  of  the  application  for 
a  Standard  for  the  quarter. 


STANDARD  OF  EXCELLENCE  FOR 

CLASSES  IN  THE  INTERMEDIATE 

DEPARTMENT 


I.     Properly  Graded 

The  class  shall  be  composed  of  pupils  of 
one   age   and   one  sex. 

In  a  school  which  does  not  have  more 
than  32  possible  Intermediate  pupils,  the 
class  may  be  composed  of  pupils  of  one 
sex,  and  two  ages,  combined  as  follows:  13 
and  14,  14  and  15,  or  15  and  16. 
II.     Class   Organization 

1.  The  class  shall  be  organized  after  the 
manner  suggested  in  Sunday  School  Board 
literature  for  Intermediate  classes. 

2.  The  class  shall  be  registered  with  the 
Intermediate  Department  of  the  Baptist 
Sunday  School  Board,  and  display  its  Cer- 
tificate of  Registration  in  its  classroom. 

3.  The  class  shall  not  have  more  than  15 
pupils  enrolled. 

III.     New  Members  and  Absentees 

1.  Each  new  member  must  be  visited  or 
communicated  with  the  week  following  his 
enrollment   in   the  class. 

2.  Each  absentee  must  be  visited  or  com- 
municated with  each  week. 

IV.     Monthly  Business  Meeting 
Each  class  shall  have  a  business  meeting 
once  a  month,  which  meeting  shall  be  held 
during  the  week. 

V.     Classroom 
The  class  shall  have  its  own  room,  equip- 
ped with  chairs,  a  table,  maps,  and  a  black- 
board. 

VI.     Baptist    Literature 

1.  The  class  shall  use  Baptist  literature, 
either  the   Graded  or  the  Uniform   lessons. 

2.  Each  pupil  shall  possess  a  Bible  and 
75  per  cent  of  the  pupils  present  each  Sun- 
day must  bring  their  Bibles  from  home. 

3.  Bibles  rather  than  "helps"  must  be 
used  in  the  class  work. 

VII.     Record   System 
The  class,  including  the  teacher,  shall  use 
the    Six    Point    Record    System,    making    a 
general    average    of    75    per    cent    for    the 
quarter. 

VIII.     Offerings 
All     regular    Sunday    morning    offerings 
shall  go  to  the  general  treasury  of  the  Sun- 
day school. 

IX.  Teachers'  Equipment 

The  teacher  shall  hold  a  Normal  Course 
Diploma  with  the  seal  for  the  Intermediate 
Department  Book,  and  be  working  toward 
the  blue  seal. 

X.  Preaching  Attendance 

The  attendance  of  the  class  upon  the 
preaching  service  of  the  church  each  Sun- 
day shall  equal  75  per  cent  of  the  atten- 
dance of  the  members  at  class.

Elsewhere  in  this 
issue  is  a  letter  sent  by  a  Superintendent 
to  his  teachers  which  was  inspired  by  her 
conferences,  and  they  closed  only  four  days 
before  this  letter  was  written'  We  con- 
sider anyone  fortunate  who  can  secure  her 
services.

Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  Sept.  20,  1927. 
Dear  Miss: 

Have  you  ever  heard  anyone  say,  "I  wish 
we  had  a  live  class",  or  "I  wish  we  had  a 
Sunday  School  like  other  churches."  Wishes 
will  not  accomplish  any  more  than  trying 
to  drive  nails  with  a  sponge — get  a  ham- 
mer. You  cannot  drive  nails  with  a  sponge 
no  matter  how  hard  you  soak  it. 

Your  report  last  Sunday  showed  19  on 
roll  with  8  present — here  is  a  longer  nail 
to  drive.  I  am  suggesting  that  you  make 
this  a  16-penny  instead  of  an  8-penny  nail 
for  next  Sunday,  then  get  a  hammer  and 
drive  it  up — you  can  do  it. 

First  lick— Have  your  Secretary  furnish 
you  with  the  list  of  those  absent  last  Sun- 
day. Call  your  First  Vice-President,  if 
necessary  spend  10  or  15  minutes  in  going 
to  see  her.  Ask  her  to  see  that  every  ab- 
sentee is  phoned,  called  on  or  written.  'Keep 
record  of  the  calls,  cards  or  letters  written 
and  have  her  make  a  report  of  the  activi- 
ties done  at  your  class  meeting. 

Second  lick — Make  your  class  room  at- 
tractive. Get  some  inexpensive  material 
and  cover  the  backs  of  your  chairs.  Make 
some  curtains  for  your  windows.  Make 
some  wall  vases.  Make  some  artificial 
flowers  of  season  and  place  in  them.  Have 
a  vase  of  real  flowers  on  the  Secretary's 
desk  then  take  them  down  to  the  Audi- 
torium for  preaching.  You  can  do  all  this 
at  a  very  little  expense.  The  girls  will  be 
tickled  to  death  to  co-operate  with  you. 

Third  lick — There  are  always  some  in  the 
community  shut  in,  it  may  be  a  member  of 
your  class  sick,  or  it  may  be  an  old  person. 
Carry  them  the  flowers  that  you  used  in 
your  class  and  at  church.  Sing  a  song,  read 
some  verses  and  have  prayer.  Then  take 
stock  of  the  joy  you  have  gotten  out  of 
this,  and  it  only  takes  just  a  little  time. 

Then  your  nail  has  been  driven  up,  your 
class  has  grown  and  you  have  enthusiasm, 
cheerful  workers  and  good  reports.  I  shall 
have  a  showing  of  records  in  the  Adult  De- 
partment every  Sunday  except  next  Sunday 
which  is  promotion  day.       I  have  assigned

My  Dear  Brother  Preacher: 

After  the  expression  of  my  most  cordial 
Christian  salutations,  with  every  best  wish 
for  you  and  your  efforts  in  our  Great  Mas- 
ter's Cause,  let  me  talk  with  you  concern- 
ing the  work  of  our  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention. It  has  been  well  said  by  an  emi- 
nent leader  that  the  success  of  any  worthy 
cause  is  fully  assured,  if  only  it  may  have 
the  whole-hearted  co-operation  of  the 
preachers. 

•  Surely,  deep  and  joyful  gratitude  is  on 
our  hearts,  whenever  we  think  of  the  un- 
failing and  abundant  favor  of  God  upon 
Southern  Baptists,  during  all  their  long  and 
eventful  history.  We  now  have  nearly  thirty 
thousand  churches,  with  an  aggregate  of 
nearly  four  million  members.  And  in  the 
same  territory  are  nearly  as  many  Negro 
Baptists.  Certainly,  our  opportunities  for 
service  in  the  homeland  and  in  all  lands  are 
immeasurably  large  and  far-reaching,  even 
as  our  responsibilities  are  immeasurably 
heavy,  both  for  today  and  the  long  tomor- 
row. If  all  the  powers  of  our  Southern  Bap- 
tist Zion  were  fully  consecrated  to  the 
furtherance  of  the  Cause  of  our  Divine 
Savior  and  Lord  our  beloved  Southland 
would  be  shaken  to  its  foundations,  and 
America,  likewise,  and  then  the  whole  earth. 
In  the  face  of  our  unparalleled  opportuni- 
ties and  responsibilities,  the  call  of  God  now 
comes  to  us,  louder  than  all  other  calls: 
"Awake,  awake,  put  on  thy  strength,  O 
Zion:  put  on  thy  beautiful  garments,  O 
Jerusalem!" 

You  fully  agree,  I  doubt  not,  that  the  su- 
preme need  of  Southern  Baptists  is  not  large 
numbers,  nor  vast  material  wealth,  nor 
more  efficient  organization — important  as  all 
these  are  conceded  to  be — but  that  our  pri- 
mary and  indispensable  need  is  Divine  pow- 
er. Whatever  may  be  our  numbers,  our 
human  resources,  and  our  machinery,  we 
are  foredoomed  to  utter  defeat,  if  we  dare 
to  discharge  our  vast  tasks  without  the 
guidance  and  power  of  God.  The  task  of  our 
churches  is  a  spiritual  task,  a  superhuman 
task,  and  can  not  be  accomplished  without 
God.  To  be  sure,  organization  is  quite  es- 
sential, but  it  will  turn  out  to  be  both  use- 
less and  dangerous,  unless  the  Spirit  of  the 
Living  God  guides  and  controls  it  all.  With- 
out God,  we  are  as  certain  to  fail  as  the 
Children  of  Israel  would  have  failed  at  the 
Red  Sea,  without  Him. 

Nor  will  history  let  us  forget  that  new 
missionary  visions  and  conquests,  all  down 
the  passing  years,  have  owed  their  origin 
to  a  revival  of  spiritual  religion.  All  his- 
tory is  alive  with  illustrations  to  show  that 
true  missionary  zeal  springs  always  and 
only  from  spiritual  life,  and  that  a  genuine 
spiritual  revival  invariably  leads  to 
aroused  missionary  concern  and  conquering 
achievements.  A  deen,  mighty,  God-sent  re- 
vival of  spiritual  religion  in  the  hearts  of 
Southern  Baptists  is,  therefore,  our  funda- 
mental and  most  poignant  need  today  and 
all  the  days.  Such  a  Revival  is  the  only 
thing  that  will  avail  to  enable  and  constrain 
our  churches  to  hear  and  hearken  to  the 
world's  cry  of  need,  and  to  see  and  seize  the 
unexampled  opportunities  and  responsibili- 
ties of  the  present  missionary  situation 
everywhere. 

In  view  of  the  eternally  important  inte- 
rests involved,  both  to  our  embarrassed 
churches  and  to  a  perishing  world,  what 
shall  we  do  ?  My  earnest  suggestion  is  that 
we  preachers,  now  henecforth,  dedicate  our- 
selves, as  never  before,  and  call  all  our 
people  to  join  us,  in  humble  and  unceasing 
prayer  to  God,  for  such  a  spiritual  revival 
as  will  awaken  and  send  forth  our  churches, 


A  thrilling  story  is  that  told  by  Major 
Gilbert,  a  gallant  officer  who  fought  in  the 
World  War  in  France  and  then  with  Allenby 
in  the  Last  Crusade  to  free  the  Holy  Land 
forever  from  the  merciless  oppressors,  the 
Turks.  Hear  Major  Gilbert's  own  story  of 
their  entry  into  Jerusalem.  Said  he,  "My 
men  were  Londoners.  They  came  from  the 
little  shops  and  offices.  They  had  not  been 
accustomed  to  hardships,  but  their  country 
called  them  and  they  enlisted  for  the  great 
adventure.  Straightway  they  marched  away. 
They  suffered  as  only  those  can  who  fight 
fh  trenches,  in  mire  and  cold.  Then  came 
the  command  to  join  Allenby;  and  as  was 
said  of  one  of  old,  they  set  their  faces  to- 
ward Jerusalem.  They  attacked  strong  de- 
fenses; they  captured  Beersheba  and  Gaza; 
and — fighting  still — they  marched  on,  for 
they  must  reach  Jerusalem  by  Christmas 
day;  Allenby  had  promised  it  to  his  king 
for  a  Christmas  present. 

"Then  the  great  day  came  when  they 
entered  the  city.  Their  uniforms  were  tat- 
tered and  bloodstained.  Most  of  them  were 
wounded.  As  we  marched  into  the  city,  I 
looked  back  along  the  line  of  my  company. 
Every  man's  head  was  up,  his  eyes  shining. 
They  were  marching  as  men  march  on  pa- 
rade for  inspection  by  their  king.  They 
were  entering  old  Jerusalem,  the  Turks 
were  retreating,  and  the  people  in  the  city 
came  out  with  flowers  and  tears  and  cries 
of  joy  to  welcome  their  liberators.  The 
march  of  the  troops  was  a  hallowed  proces- 
sion." 

As  I  read  that  story  my  heart  burned 
within  me,  for  I  thought  of  that  day  when 
the  great  army  that  has  followed  in  the 
train  of  the  Son  of  God  shall  march  into 
the  new  Jerusalem  for  the  inspection  and 
the  reward  of  the  King  of  kings.  The  toils 
and  hardships  of  the  road  are  forgotten; 
the  bruised  spirits  are  healed;  the  wounded 
hearts  ache  no  longer;  their  tattered  gar- 
ments have  been  replaced  by  the  glistening 
robes  of  his  righteousness;  their  faces  are 
evermore  radiant.  And,  lo!  crowding  about 
them  to  welcome  them  into  Jerusalem  the 
Golden,  are  the  ones  whom,  under  God, 
they  have  rescued  from  the  age-long  enemy 
of  souls.  Y'ea,  and  these  redeemed  ones  are 
their  trophies,  their  reward,  their  joy  and 
their  crown.  — Mrs.  Carter  Wright.

The  City  wide  Training  School  which  will 
be  held  at  First  Baptist  church,  Winston- 
Salem,  October  9-14  should  be  one  of  the 
best  we  have  ever  held.  The  arrangements 
for  the  school  are  almost  complete.  Mr. 
Ivey  of  Hickory  is  somewhat  in  doubt  as 
to  his  coming  but  we  feel  sure  he  will  be 
able  to  teach  one  of  the  classes.  Miss  Mary 
Francis  Biggers  of  Salisbury,  our  Western 
N.  C.  Field  Worker,  will  teach  a  class  for 
Junior  and  Intermediate  leaders  and  Spon- 
sors. Mr.  Bryant  of  Kannapolis  is  one  of 
the  best  B.Y.P.U.  workers  in  the  state.  The 
other  members  of  the  faculty  are  well 
known  in  this  section. 

Courses 

We  have  arranged  to  teach  all  the 
Manuals,  a  course  that  will  give  seals  on 
each  of  the  diplomas,  and  two  courses  for 
pastors,  B.Y.P.U.  directors,  and  officers.  Ad- 
ditional courses  may  be  provided  if  need 
arises. 

Leaders 

Leaders  should  take  either  the  Senior 
Administration  course,  which  gives  the  B.Y. 
P.U.  Administration  Diploma,  or  the  class 
for  leaders  of  Juniors  and  Intermediates 
taught  by  Miss  Biggers.  It  is  time  many 
of  our  Seniors  were  leaders  and  Sponsors 
and  we  hope  that  those  unions  having  no 
Sponsors  will  elect  these  and  get  them  to 
attend  the  class  on  this  work. 

Let  every  B.Y.P.U.  Leader  take  his  B.Y. 
P.U.  roll  and  enlist  his  members  before 
the  school  opens.  If  there  are  those  who 
want  courses  not  listed  on  the  program,  call 
Mr.  J.  A.  Yost  and  other  classes  will  be 
arranged. 

Let  us  urge  that  all  officers  should  be  en- 
listed in  the  administration  course  except 
those  who  are  Junior  and  Intermediate 
leaders.

Her  methods  are  the  most  practical  we  have 
ever  seen  and  her  ideals  of  what  a  Sunday 
school  teacher  ought  to  be  are  summed  up 
in  "Avoid  the  very  appearance  of  evil". 

It  is  a  firm  conviction  with  her  that  a 
teacher  cannot  be  consistent  and  go  to  card 
parties,  dances,  picture  shows,  etc.  She 
does  not  believe  a  man  who  teaches  boys 
should   smoke  cigarettes. 

Her  work  in  Winston-Salem  and  Leaks- 
ville  will  live-  forever.  Elsewhere  in  this 
issue  is  a  letter  sent  by  a  Superintendent 
to  his  teachers  which  was  inspired  by  her 
conferences,  and  they  closed  only  four  days 
before  this  letter  was  written."  We  con- 
sider anyone  fortunate  who  can  secure  her 
services. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  remind  our 
folk  that  this  is  a  samnle  of  what  we  will 
have  at  Greenville,  S.  G,  January  17-20  in 
our  Southwide  Conference.

DR.  AGAR  COMING 

Dr.  Agar,  one  of  the  greatest  Financial 
church  Secretaries  in  the  world  will  be  in 
Winston-Salem  September  30th-October  2, 
for  a  conference  for  Deacons.  The  meetings 
will  be  held  at  the  First  Baptist  church 
and  as  many  of  our  people  as  possible 
should  attend  and  more  especially  the 
deacons. 
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One  of  our  best  Superintendents  is  Mr. 
Sam  Fort  of  Southside  church,  Winston- 
Salem,  who  is  Superintendent  of  a  Standard 
school.  The  following  letter  is  one  sent 
to  organized  class  officers  recently: 

Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  Sept.  20,  1927. 
Dear  Miss: 

Have  you  ever  heard  anyone  say,  "I  wish 
we  had  a  live  class",  or  "I  wish  we  had  a 
Sunday  School  like  other  churches."  Wishes 
will  not  accomplish  any  more  than  trying 
to  drive  nails  with  a  sponge — get  a  ham- 
mer. You  cannot  drive  nails  with  a  sponge, 
no  matter  how  hard  you  soak  it. 

Your  report  last  Sunday  showed  19  on 
roll  with  8  present — here  is  a  longer  nail 
to  drive.  I  am  suggesting  that  you  make 
this  a  16-penny  instead  of  an  S-penny  nail 
for  next  Sunday,  then  get  a  hammer  and 
drive  it  up — you  can  do  it. 

First  lick — Have  your  Secretary  furnish 
you  with  the  list  of  those  absent  'last  Sun- 
day. Call  your  First  Vice-President,  if 
necessary  spend  10  or  15  minutes  in  going 
to  see  her.  Ask  her  to  see  that  every  ab- 
sentee is  phoned,  called  on  or  written.  'Keep 
record  of  the  calls,  cards  or  letters  written 
and  have  her  make  a  report  of  the  activi- 
ties done  at  your  class  meeting. 

Second  lick — Make  your  class  room  at- 
tractive. Get  some  inexpensive  material 
and  cover  the  backs  of  your  chairs.  Make 
some  curtains  for  your  windows.  Make 
some  wall  vases.  Make  some  artificial 
flowers  of  season  and  place  in  them.  Have 
a  vase  of  real  flowers  on  the  Secretary's 
desk  then  take  them  down  to  the  Audi- 
torium for  preaching.  You  can  do  all  this 
at  a  very  little  expense.  The  girls  will  be 
tickled  to  death  to  co-operate  with  you. 

Third  lick — There  are  always  some  in  the 
community  shut  in,  it  may  be  a  member  of 
your  class  sick,  or  it  may  be  an  old  person. 
Carry  them  the  flowers  that  you  used  in 
your  class  and  at  church.  Sing  a  song,  read 
some  verses  and  have  prayer.  Then  take 
stock  of  the  joy  you  have  gotten  out  of 
this,  and  it  only  takes  just  a  little  time. 

Then  your  nail  has  been  driven  up,  your 
class  has  grown  and  you  have  enthusiasm, 
cheerful  workers  and  good  reports.  I  shall 
have  a  showing  of  records  in  the  Adult  De- 
partment every  Sunday  except  next  Sunday 
which  is  promotion  day.       I  have  assigned 
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housing,  and  other  matters  are  being  plan- 
ned by  local  committees  and  you  can  come 
here  knowing  that  you'll  be  well  taken  care 
of  in  every  way.  Large  conventions  are  not 
new  for  Greenville,  as  we  have  long  since 
become  known  as  the  Convention  City  of 
our  section.  Our  large  auditorium  will  seat 
over  five  thousand  persons,  our  best  hotels 
are  all  within  a  very  few  blocks  of  the 
auditorium,  and  the  churches  which  will  be 
used  for  conferences  are  close  at  hand. 
You'll  be  met  on  arrival  with  a  smile  and 
the  assurance  that  you  must  be  happy  every 
minute  during  your  stay  here.  You'll  be 
sent  to  your  hotel  or  to  a  good  home,  as 
you  prefer,  and  if  you  do  not  go  away  feel- 
ing that  the  entire  conference  has  been  100 
per  cent  good  we'll  be  terribly  disappointed.

My  Dear  Brother  Preacher: 

After  the  expression  of  my  most  cordial 
Christian  salutations,  with  every  best  wish 
for  you  and  your  efforts  in  our  Great  Mas- 
ter's Cause,  let  me  talk  with  you  concern- 
ing the  work  of  our  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention. It  has  been  well  said  by  an  emi- 
nent leader  that  the  success  of  any  worthy 
cause  is  fully  assured,  if  only  it  may  have 
the  whole-hearted  co-operation  of  the 
preachers. 

Surely,  deep  and  joyful  gratitude  is  on 
our  hearts,  whenever  we  think  of  the  un- 
failing and  abundant  favor  of  God  upon 
Southern  Baptists,  during  all  their  long  and 
eventful  history.  We  now  have  nearly  thirty 
thousand  churches,  with  an  aggregate  of 
nearly  four  million  members.  And  in  the 
same  territory  are  nearly  as  many  Negro 
Baptists.  Certainly,  our  opportunities  for 
service  in  the  homeland  and  in  all  lands  are 
immeasurably  large  and  far-reaching,  even 
as  our  responsibilities  are  immeasurably 
heavy,  both  for  today  and  the  long  tomor- 
row. If  all  the  powers  of  our  Southern  Bap- 
tist Zion  were  fully  consecrated  to  the 
furtherance  of  the  Cause  of  our  Divine 
Savior  and  Lord  our  beloved  Southland 
would  be  shaken  to  its  foundations,  and 
America,  likewise,  and  then  the  whole  earth. 
In  the  face  of  our  unparalleled  opportuni- 
ties and  responsibilities,  the  call  of  God  now 
comes  to  us,  louder  than  all  other  calls: 
"Awake,  awake,  put  on  thy  strength,  O 
Zion:  put  on  thy  beautiful  garments,  0 
Jerusalem!" 

You  fully  agree,  I  doubt  not,  that  the  su- 
preme need  of  Southern  Baptists  is  not  large 
numbers,  nor  vast  material  wealth,  nor 
more  efficient  organization — important  as  all 
these  are  conceded  to  be — but  that  our  pri- 
mary and  indispensable  need  is  Divine  pow- 
er. Whatever  may  be  our  numbers,  our 
human  resources,  and  our  machinery,  we 
are  foredoomed  to  utter  defeat,  if  we  dare 
to  discharge  our  vast  tasks  without  the 
guidance  and  power  of  God.  The  task  of  our 
churches  is  a  spiritual  task,  a  superhuman 
task,  and  can  not  be  accomplished  without 
God.  To  be  sure,  organization  is  quite  es- 
sential, but  it  will  turn  out  to  be  both  use- 
less and  dangerous,  unless  the  Spirit  of  the 
Living  God  guides  and  controls  it  all.  With- 
out God,  we  are  as  certain  to  fail  as  the 
Children  of  Israel  would  have  failed  at  the 
Red  Sea,  without  Him. 

Nor  will  history  let  us  forget  that  new 
missionary  visions  and  conquests,  all  down 
the  passing  years,  have  owed  their  origin 
to  a  revival  of  spiritual  religion.  All  his- 
tory is  alive  with  illustrations  to  show  that 
true  missionarv  zeal  springs  always  and. 
onlv  from  spiritual  life,  and  that  a  genuine 
spiritual  revival  invariably  leads  to 
aroused  missionary  concern  and  conquering 
achievements.  A  deep,  mighty,  God-sent  re- 
vival of  spiritual  religion  in  the  hearts  of 
Southern  Baptists  is,  therefore,  our  funda- 
mental and  most  poignant  need  today  and 
all  the  days.  Such  a  Revival  is  the  only 
thing  that  will  avail  to  enable  and  constrain 
our  churches  to  hear  and  hearken  to  the 
world's  cry  of  need,  and  to  see  and  seize  the 
unexampled  opportunities  and  responsibili- 
ties of  the  present  missionary  situation 
everywhere. 

In  view  of  the  eternally  important  inte- 
rests involved,  both  to  our  embarrassed 
churches  and  to  a  perishing  world,  what 
shall  we  do  ?  My  earnest  suggestion  is  that 
we  preachers,  now  henecforth,  dedicate  our- 
selves, as  never  before,  and  call  all  our 
people  to  join  us,  in  humble  and  unceasing 
prayer  to  God,  for  such  a  spiritual  revival 
as  will  awaken  and  send  forth  our  churches, 


A  thrilling  story  is  that  told  by  Major 
Gilbert,  a  gallant  officer  who  fought  in  the 
World  War  in  France  and  then  with  Allenby 
in  the  Last  Crusade  to  free  the  Holy  Land 
forever  from  the  merciless  oppressors,  the 
Turks.  Hear  Major  Gilbert's  own  story  of 
their  entry  into  Jerusalem.  Said  he,  "My 
men  were  Londoners.  They  came  from  the 
little  shops  and  offices.  They  had  not  been 
accustomed  to  hardships,  but  their  country 
called  them  and  they  enlisted  for  the  great 
adventure.  Straightway  they  marched  away. 
They  suffered  as  only  those  can  who  fight 
fii  trenches,  in  mire  and  cold.  Then  came 
the  command  to  join  Allenby;  and  as  was 
said  of  one  of  old,  they  set  their  faces  to- 
ward Jerusalem.  They  attacked  strong  de- 
fenses; they  captui'ed  Beersheba  and  Gaza; 
and — fighting  still — they  marched  on,  for 
they  must  reach  Jerusalem  by  Christmas 
day;  Allenby  had  pi'omised  it  to  his  king 
for  a  Christmas  present. 

"Then  the  great  day  came  when  they 
entered  the  city.  Their  uniforms  were  tat- 
tered and  bloodstained.  Most  of  them  were 
wounded.  As  we  marched  into  the  city,  I 
looked  back  along  the  line  of  my  company. 
Every  man's  head  was  up,  his  eyes  shining. 
They  were  marching  as  men  march  on  pa- 
rade for  inspection  by  their  king.  They 
were  entering  old  Jerusalem,  the  Turks 
were  retreating,  and  the  people  in  the  city 
came  out  with  flowers  and  tears  and  cries 
of  joy  to  welcome  their  liberators.  The 
march  of  the  troops  was  a  hallowed  proces- 
sion." 

As  I  read  that  story  my  heart  burned 
within  me,  for  I  thought  of  that  day  when 
the  great  army  that  has  followed  in  the 
train  of  the  Son  of  God  shall  march  into 
the  new  Jerusalem  for  the  inspection  and 
the  reward  of  the  King  of  kings.  The  toils 
and  hardships  of  the  road  are  forgotten; 
the  bruised  spirits  are  healed;  the  wounded 
hearts  ache  no  longer;  their  tattered  gar- 
ments have  been  replaced  by  the  glistening- 
robes  of  his  righteousness;  their  faces  are 
evermore  radiant.  And,  lo!  crowding  about 
them  to  welcome  them  into  Jerusalem  the 
Golden,  are  the  ones  whom,  under  God, 
they  have  rescued  from  the  age-long  enemy 
of  souls.  Yea,  and  these  redeemed  ones  are 
their  trophies,  their  reward,  their  joy  and 
their  crown.  — Mrs.  Carter  Wright.

As  has  been  previously  announced  the 
Second  Southwide  Baptist  Sunday  School 
Conference  is  to  hold  its  meeting  in  the 
beautiful  and  historic  city  of  Greenville,  S. 
C,  January  17-20.  It  is  at  a  good  time,  a 
great  place  and  a  rare  occasion.  The  Sun- 
day School  Young  People's-Adult  depart- 
ment is  planning  to  surpass  its  best  efforts 
in  program  building  and  execution  in  that 
which  it  proposes  to  offer  at  Greenville. 
At  this  meeting,  for  the  first  time,  the  Home 
department  is  to  be  given  treatment  in  a 
special  conference  for  workers  of  that  de- 
partment of  the  Sunday  school. 

Matters  of  greatest  moment  to  Young 
People's  and  Adult  department  and  class 
workers  in  both  teaching  and  administration 
are  to  be  dealt  with,  both  from  the  platform, 
in  demonstration,  and  conference.  We  are 
setting  our  goal  at  1,000  in  actual  at- 
tendance daily  at  the  Young  People's-Adult 
Division  Conference.  The  sessions  of  this 
conference  will  be  held  in  the  beautiful 
meeting  house  of  the  First  Baptist  Church, 
perhaps  the  most  accessible  point  in  Green- 
ville to   hotels   and    City  Auditorium. 

The  magnificent  new  Poinsett  Hotel  will 
be  general  conference  headquarters.  This 
time  all  department  exhibits  will  be  grouped 
on  the  ground  floor  of  the  City  Auditorium, 
which  is  admirably  arranged  for  the  pur- 
pose. 

The  usual  reduced  rates  of  one  and  a  half 
fares  with  identification  certificates  will  ob- 
tain from  all  points  in  the  seventeen  states 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  The 
entire  January  number  of  the  Young 
People's-Adult  magazine  is  to  be  most  at- 
tractively devoted  to  this  great  conference 
and  its  meeting  place,  including  hotel  and 
railroad  rates  and  accommodations,  to- 
gether with  the  complete  program  of  both 
Young  People's-Adult  Division  Conference 
and  the   general   conference  program. 

Greenville  is  one  of  the  most  important 
cities  of  the  Carolinas  and  Atlantic  sea- 
board, having  an  estimated  population  of 
65,000;  is  known  as  the  "Textile  Center  of 
the  South"  with  some  fififteen  textile  mills 
in  its  environs.

It  is  the  "Cradle" 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Semi- 
nary, later  removed  to  Louisville,  Ky.  It  is 
the'  home  of  Greenville  Women's  College 
and  Furman  University,  two  of  South  Caro- 
lina's leading  Baptist  schools.  The  trunk 
line  of  the  Southern  Railway  from  New 
York  to  New  Orleans  passes  through  the 
city  and  one  of  the  world's  finest  trains, 
the  "Crescent  Limited."  There  are  said  to 
be  more  Baptists  within  a  radius  of  100 
miles  with  Greenville  as  the  center  than 
any  other  point  in  the  world.  Therefore, 
a  Baptist  Sunday  school  worker  should  feel 
at  home  in  Greenville.  If  anyone  should 
have  a  lurking  doubt  about  it,  the  general 
chairman  of  the  local  committee  on  ar- 
rangements, Major  G.  Heywood  Mahon,  Jr., 
and  his  superb  associates  will  soon  dispel  it.

BIBLES     USED     HARDEST     POINT     IN 
STANDARD 


(By  A.  B.  Jones,  Superintendent,  First  Bap- 
tist   Sunday    School,    Quanah,   Texas) 

The  hardest  point  in  the  Standard  of  Ex- 
cellence for  us  was  getting  Bibles  used.  If 
pupils  are  urged  to  bring  their  Bibles  and 
then  are  not  given  an  opportunity  to  use 
them,  they  soon  become  discourged  and  dis- 
gusted with  the  mere  habit  of  bringing 
Bibles.  You  cannot  convince  them  that 
there  is  any  real  value  in  having  a  Bible 
in  hand  or  in  the  pocket.  They  must  be 
used  to  make  this  impression. 

In  order  toget  the  Bibles  used,  we  must 
have  trained  teachers  who  know  how  to 
make  use  of  them  and  teachers  who  will 
plan  the  lesson  a  week  in  advance  and  make 
assignment  of  scripture  references.  It 
takes  real  study  and  calls  for  hard  work 
in  the  teaching  period. 

It  is  not  only  necessary  to  have  the  co- 
operation ofthe  teachers,  but  there  must 
also  be  some  interest  on  the  part  of  the 
parents  of  the  young  pupils  in  the  Sunday 
school.  I  consider  "Bibles  Used"  the  hard- 
est point  in  the  Standard.  The  hardness  of 
this  point  is  only  an  argument  for  its  value 
and  the  more  we  study  this  question  the 
stronger  grows  our  conviction  that  only 
Bibles  should  be  used  in  the  lesson  period. 

We  have  found  that  the  best  way  and 
the  only  way  to  reach  this  point  is  helping 
the  teachers  by  suggesting  methods  of  us- 
ing the  Bibles,  and  seeing  that  pupils  are 
given  an  opportunity  to  use  them;  then 
recognize  the  pupils  who  bring  their  Bibles 
and  keep  this  matter  eternally  before  the 
class. 


You  are  interested  in  anything  that  will 
greatly  help  your  Sunday  school  to  do  better 
work  and  I  would  say  to  you  that  the 
Standard  of  Excellence  is  the  very  best  help 
you  can  get. 

You  would  listen  if  I  could  tell  you  face 
to  face  that  the  Sunday  schools  that  attain 
this  Standard  are,  on  the  average,  doing 
about  two  and  one-half  times  as  effective 
work  as  the  ones  that  do  not  reach  it.  Yes, 
sir!  Th  e  records  show  that  the  churches 
that  have  Standard  Sunday  schools  baptize 
three  times  as  many  people  as  the  average 
church  does.  The  Standard  Sunday  schools 
have  IIS  enrolled  in  Sunday  school  for  every 
100  church  members  while  the  grand  aver- 
age is  only  73  enrolled  in  Sunday  school  for 
every  100  church  members.  The  schools 
that  were  Standard  have  an  average  of  24 
active  diploma  holders  while  there  are  less 
than  four  to  the  church  for  the  whole  con- 
vention. Yes,  sir!  The  Standard  of  Ex- 
cellence gets  results. 

You  would  believe  me  when  I  would  tell 
you  that  your  Sunday  school  could  be  Stand- 
ard! Absolutely.  What  others  have  done 
you  can  do.  If  Luther  McGuire  can  lead 
his  hitherto  part-time  Sunday  school  to  be- 
come a  year-round  school,  double  its  mem- 
bership and  attendance,  install  the  Six  Point 
Record  System,  and  put  on  a  program  that 
led  to  more  conversions  and  baptisms  in  one 
year  than  the  church  had  experienced  in  ten 
years  previously  and  do  it  through  the  adop- 
tion and  attainment  of  the  Standard  of  Ex- 
cellence and  his  own  energy,  under  the  help 
of  the  Holy  Spirit,  then  you  can  do  it  in 
your  school.  Luther  McGuire  lives  in  the 
mountains  of  extreme  western  North  Caro- 
lina. Yes,  sir!  If  the  First  Baptist  Church 
of  Dallas,  Texas,  with  its  enrollment  of 
nearly  six  thousand  can  reach  and  maintain 
the  Standard  of  Excellence  year  after  year, 
then  YOU  can  do  it  and  gain  a  like  benefit 
to  your  work. — Administration  Dept.,  S.  S. 
Board.

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REACHING   THE   STANDARD 


A  TRIBUTE  TO  THE  BIBLE

Bible  Class,  Jacksonville,  Florida.) 

Starting  with  only  five  members  we  were 
told  by  our  Sunday  school  superintendent 
that  if  we  would  fill  our  classroom  we  would 
be  g'iven  larger  quarters.  This  we  did,  and 
are  now  occupying  our  fourth  classroom, 
which  has  a  seating  capacity  of  eighty.  We 
believe  that  within  the  ne^ct  three  or  four 
months  we  will  call  for  our  fifth  room. 

One  Sunday  morning  our  teacher,  Mr. 
Ed.  Hammel,  in  giving  us  a  review  of  the 
great  work  the  class  had  been  doing,  of 
how  many  souls  had  been  led  to  a  saving 
knowledge  of  Jesus  Christ,  how  many  teach- 
ers we  had  furnished  to  the  Sunday  school, 
how  many  "keystoners''  there  were  studying 
for  the  ministry,  also  that  we  had  one  for- 
mer member  who  was  preparing  for  the 
foreign  fields,  remarked  that  we  lacked  one 
important  AIM,  and  that  was  that  we  should 
be  a  Standard  class.  With  this  statement 
he  unfolded  a  Standard  of  Excellence, 
tacked  it  on  the  wall  and  asked  this  ques- 
tion: "How  many  boys  here  by  God's  help 
will  try  and  make  Keystone  class  a  Stan- 
dard class  for  the  next  quarter?''  Every 
hand  went  up  and  from  that  day  on  we 
commenced  to  hang  up  efficiency  records. 
Needless  to  say  our  class  was  Standard  by 
the  next  quarter.  Therecord  was  sent  to 
Nashville  and  certificate  was  forwarded  to 
us.  Not  only  have  we  led  every  campaign 
that  our  great  Sunday  school  has  launched 
but  have  also  led  every  organized  class  in 
efficiency.  We  are  certainly  proud  to  be  a 
"Standard"  class.  It  encourages  us  to  do 
great  and  mighty  things  for  him. 


THE    WEEKLY    TEACHERS'    MEETING 
OUR  HARDEST  POINT 


(By   John    R.   Sorrows,    Supt.,    Clovis    Bap- 
tist Sunday  School,  Clovis,  N.  M.) 

The  weekly  teachers'  meeting,  in  my 
opinion,  was  and  will  be,  the  hardest  point 
to  reach  and  hold  in  our  school.  I  also 
believe  that  this  meeting  is  the  backbone 
of  the  work  of  the  Sunday  school.  How- 
ever, I  will  admit  that  there  is  more  than 
one  weak  point  to  build  up  in  order  to  reach 
and  maintain  a  Standard  Sunday  school. 

I  would  say  that  the  teachers'  meeting  is 
the  study  hall  of  the  Sunday  school,  and 
without  it  we  are  unprepared  to  go  before 
our  classes  for  the  lesson  on  Sunday  morn- 
ing. When  we  started  out  to  work  for  our 
Standard,  we  took  a  vote  to  see  whether  or 
not  we  would  have  a  weekly  teachers'  meet- 
ing or  a  monthly  workers'  conference.  We 
believe  in  doing  things  right  and  so  we 
adopted  the  weekly  teachers'  meeting,  in 
this  way  trying  to  prepare  ourselves  to  be 
better  teachers  and  to  be  better  able  to 
solve  the  problems  that  are  ours, 

Then  a  word  regarding  the  meeting.  We 
start  at  seven  o'clock  promptly  and  we  close 
at  eight,  and  not  just  any  time.  The  lesson 
is  studied  and  taught  and  we  have  special 
prayers  for  the  lost,  the  sick  and  unenlisted; 
then  the  last  twenty  minutes  is  spent  with 
each  department  meeting  separately,  get- 
ting organized  and  ready  for  the  next  Sun- 
day's program. 

We  have  74  officers  and  teachers  and  an 
average  attendance  of  465  in  Sunday  school. 
Our  work  is  going  along  very  nicely  and 
we  are  highly  pleased  to  know  that  we  are 
up  to  the  Standard.  It  will  be  our  aim  to 
maintain  this  type  of  work  and  to  do  even 
better. 


Twenty-two  years  ago,  with  the  Holy 
Spirit  as  my  guide  I  entered  at  the  portico 
of  Genesis,  walked  down  through  the  Old 
Testament  art  galleries  where  pictures  of 
Noah,  Abraham,  Moses,  Joseph,  Isaac, 
Jacob  and  Daniel  hungon  the  wall.  I  passed 
into  the  music  room  of  Psalms,  where  the 
Spirit  swept  the  keyboard  of  nature  until 
it  seemed  that  every  reed  and  pipe  in  God's 
great  organ  responded  to  the  tuneful  harp 
of  David,  the  sweet  singer  of  Israel.  I 
entered  the  chamber  of  Ecclesiastes,  where 
the  voice  of  the  preacher  was  heard ;  and  in- 
to the  conservatory  of  Sharon,  and  the  lily 
of  the  valley's  sweet-scented  spices  filled 
and  perfumed  my  life.  I  entered  the  busi- 
ness office  of  Proverbs,  and  then  into  the 
observatory  room  of  the  prophets,  where  I 
saw  telescopes  of  various  sizes,  pointed  to 
far-off  events  but  all  concentrated  upon  the 
bright  and  Morning  Star. 

I  entered  the  audience  room  of  the  King 
of  Kings  and  caught  a  vision  of  His  glory 
from  the  standpoint  of  Matthew,  Mark, 
Luke  and  John,  passed  into  the  Acts  of  the 
Apostles,  where  the  Holy  Spirit  was  doing 
His  work  in  the  formation  of  the  infant 
Church.  Then  into  the  correspondence  room 
where  sat  Paul  and  Peter,  James  and  John, 
penning  their  epistles.

THE   PURPOSE   OF   LIFE 


BETTER    SUNDAY    SCHOOLS 


Jesus  insisted  that  greatness  consists  not 
in  position  and  power,  but  in  character  and 
service.  The  spirit  of  the  world  has  always 
been  to  get.  The  spirit  of  the  citizen  of 
the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  to  give.  A  man 
is  of  value  to  the  world  not  in  proportion 
as  he  secures  and  uses  its  goods,  but  as  he 
enriches  it  by  adding  to  its  wealth  and  con- 
tributing to  its  needs.

BIBLES     USED     HARDEST     POINT     IN 
STANDARD 


(By  A.  B.  Jones,  Superintendent,  First  Bap- 
tist   Sunday    School,    Quanah,   Texas) 

The  hardest  point  in  the  Standard  of  Ex- 
cellence for  us  was  getting  Bibles  used.  If 
pupils  are  urged  to  bring  their  Bibles  and 
theri  are  not  given  an  opportunity  to  use 
them,  they  soon  become  di  scourged  and  dis- 
gusted with  the  mere  habit  of  bringing 
Bibles.  You  cannot  convince  them  that 
there  is  any  real  value  in  having  a  Bible 
in  hand  or  in  the  pocket.  They  must  be 
used  to  make  this  impression. 

In  order  toget  the  Bibles  used,  we  must 
have  trained  teachers  who  know  how  to 
make  use  of  them  and  teachers  who  will 
plan  the  lesson  a  week  in  advance  and  make 
assignment  of  scripture  references.  It 
takes  real  study  and  calls  for  hard  work 
in  the  teaching  period. 

It  is  not  only  necessary  to  have  the  co- 
operation ofthe  teachers,  but  there  must 
also  be  some  interest  on  the  part  of  the 
parents  of  the  young  pupils  in  the  Sunday 
school.  I  consider  "Bibles  Used"  the  hard- 
est point  in  the  Standard.  The  hardness  of 
this  point  is  only  an  argument  for  its  value 
and  the  more  we  study  this  question  the 
stronger,  grows  our  conviction  that  only 
Bibles  should  be  used  in  the  lesson  period. 

We  have  found  that  the  best  way  and 
the  only  way  to  reach  this  point  is  helping 
the  teachers  by  suggesting  methods  of  us- 
ing the  Bibles,  and  seeing  that  pupils  are 
given  an  opportunity  to  use  them;  then 
recognize  the  pupils  who  bring  their  Bibles 
and  keep  this  matter  eternally  before  the 
class. 


You  are  interested  in  anything  that  will 
greatly  help  your  Sunday  school  to  do  better 
work  and  I  would  say  to  you  that  the 
Standard  of  Excellence  is  the  very  best  help 
you  can  get. 

You  would  listen  if  I  could  tell  you  face 
to  face  that  the  Sunday  schoojs  that  attain 
this  Standard  are,  on  the  average,  doing 
about  two  and  one-half  times  as  effective 
work  as  the  ones  that  do  not  reach  it.  Yes, 
sir!  Th  e  records  show  that  the  churches 
that  have  Standard  Sunday  schools  baptize 
three  times  as  many  people  as  the  average 
church  does.  The  Standard  Sunday  schools 
have  118  enrolled  in  Sunday  school  for  every 
100  church  members  while  the  grand  aver- 
age is  only  73  enrolled  in  Sunday  school  for 
every  100  church  members.  The  schools 
that  were  Standard  have  an  average  of  24 
active  diploma  holders  while  there  are  less 
than  four  to  the  church  for  the  whole  con- 
vention. Yes,  sir!  The  Standard  of  Ex- 
cellence gets  results. 

You  would  believe  me  when  I  would  tell 
you  that  your  Sunday  school  could  be  Stand- 
ard! Absolutely.  What  others  have  done 
you  can  do.  If  Luther  McGuire  can  lead 
his  hitherto  part-time  Sunday  school  to  be- 
come a  year-round  school,  double  its  mem- 
bership and  attendance,  install  the  Six  Point 
Record  System,  and  put  on  a  program  that 
led  to  more  conversions  and  baptisms  in  one 
year  than  the  ehurch  had  experienced  in  ten 
years  previously  and  do  it  through  the  adop- 
tion and  attainment  of  the  Standard  of  Ex- 
cellence and  his  own  energy,  under  the  help 
of  the  Holy  Spirit,  then  you  can  do  it  in 
your  school.  Luther  McGuire  lives  in  the 
mountains  of  extreme  western  North  Caro- 
lina. Yes,  sir!  If  the  First  Baptist  Church 
of  Dallas,  Texas,  with  its  enrollment  of 
nearly  six  thousand  can  reach  and  maintain 
the  Standard  of  Excellence  year  after  year, 
then  YOU  can  do  it  and  gain  a  like  benefit 
to  your  work. — Administration  Dept.,  S.  S. 
Board.

Hammel,  in  giving  us  a-  review  of  the 
great  work  the  class  had  been  doing,  of 
how  many  souls  had  been  led  to  a  saving 
knowledge  of  Jesus  Christ,  how  many  teach- 
ers we  had  furnished  to  the  Sunday  school, 
how  many  "keystoners''  there  were  studying 
for  the  ministry,  also  that  we  had  one  for- 
mer member  who  was  preparing  for  the 
foreign  fields,  remarked  that  we  lacked  one 
important  AIM,  and  that  was  that  we  should 
be  a  Standard  class.  With  this  statement 
he  unfolded  a  Standard  of  Excellence, 
tacked  it  on  the  wall  and  asked  this  ques- 
tion: "How  many  boys  here  by  God's  help 
will  try  and  make  Keystone  class  a  Stan- 
dard class  for  the  next  quarter?''  Every 
hand  went  up  and  from  that  day  on  we 
commenced  to  hang  up  efficiency  records. 
Needless  to  say  our  class  was  Standard  by 
the  next  quarter.  Therecord  was  sent  to 
Nashville  and  certificate  was  forwarded  to 
us.  Not  only  have  we  led  every  campaign 
that  our  great  Sunday  school  has  launched 
but  have  also  led  every  organized  class  in 
efficiency.  We  are  certainly  proud  to  be  a 
"Standard"  class.  It  encourages  us  to  do 
great  and   mighty  things  for  him. 


A  TRIBUTE  TO  THE  BIBLE 


THE    WEEKLY    TEACHERS'    MEETING 
OUR  HARDEST  POINT 


(By   John    R.    Sorrows,    Supt.,    Clovis    Bap- 
tist Sunday  School,  Clovis,  N.  M.) 

The  weekly  teachers'  meeting,  in  my 
opinion,  was  and  will  be,  the  hardest  point 
to  reach  and  hold  in  our  school.  I  also 
believe  that  this  meeting  is  the  backbone 
of  the  work  of  the  Sunday  school.  How- 
ever, I  will  admit  that  there  is  more  than 
one  weak  point  to  build  up  in  order  to  reach 
and  maintain  a  Standard  Sunday  school. 

I  would  say  that  the  teachers'  meeting  is 
the  study  hall  of  the  Sunday  school,  and 
without  it  we  are  unprepared  to  go  before 
our  classes  for  the  lesson  on  Sunday  morn- 
ing. When  we  started  out  to  work  for  our 
Standard,  we  took  a  vote  to  see  whether  or 
not  we  would  have  a  weekly  teachers'  meet- 
ing or  a  monthly  workers'  conference.  We 
believe  in  doing  things  right  and  so  we 
adopted  the  weekly  teachers'  meeting,  in 
this  way  trying  to  prepare  ourselves  to  be 
better  teachers  and  to  be  better  able  to 
solve  the  problems  that  are  ours, 

Then  a  word  regarding  the1  meeting.  We 
start  at  seven  o'clock  promptly  and  we  close 
at  eight,  and  not  just  any  time.  The  lesson 
is  studied  and  taught  and  we  have  special 
prayers  for  the  lost,  the  sick  and  unenlisted; 
then  the  last  twenty  minutes  is  spent  with 
each  department  meeting  separately,  get- 
ting organized  and  ready  for  the  next  Sun- 
day's program. 

We  have  74  officers  and  teachers  and  an 
average  attendance  of  465  in  Sunday  school. 
Our  work  is  going  along  very  nicely  and 
we  are  highly  pleased  to  know  that  we  are 
up  to  the  Standard.  It  will  be  our  aim  to 
maintain  this  type  of  work  and  to  do  even 
better. 


^  Twenty-two  years  ago,  with  the  Holy 
Spirit  as  my  guide  I  entered  at  the  portico 
of  Genesis,  walked  down  through  the  Old 
Testament  art  galleries  where  pictures  of 
Noah,  Abraham,  Moses,  Joseph,  Isaac, 
Jacob  and  Daniel  hungon  the  wall.  I  passed 
into  the  music  room  of  Psalms,  where  the 
Spirit  swept  the  keyboard  of  nature  until 
it  seemed  that  every  reed  and  pipe  in  God's 
great  organ  responded  to  the  tuneful  harp 
of  David,  the  sweet  singer  of  Israel.  I 
entered  the  chamber  of  Ecclesiastes,  where 
the  voice  of  the  preacher  was  heard;  and  in- 
to the  conservatory  of  Sharon,  and  the  lily 
of  the  valley's  sweet-scented  spices  filled 
and  perfumed  my  life.  I  entered  the  busi- 
ness office  of  Proverbs,  and  then  into  the 
observatory  room  of  the  prophets,  where  I 
saw  telescopes  of  various  sizes,  pointed  to 
far-off  events  but  all  concentrated  upon  the 
bright  and  Morning  Star. 

I  entered  the  audience  room  of  the  King 
of  Kings  and  caught  a  vision  of  His  glory 
from  the  standpoint  of  Matthew,  Mark, 
Luke  and  John,  passed  into  the  Acts  of  the 
Apostles,  where  the  Holy  Spirit  was  doing 
His  work  in  the  formation  of  the  infant 
Church.  Then  into  the  correspondence  room 
where  sat  Paul  and  Peter,  James  and  John, 
penning  their  epistles.  I  stepped  into  the 
throne  room  of  Revelation,  where  towers 
the  glittering  peaks,  and  got  a  vision  of  the 
King  sitting  upon  the  throne  in  all  His 
glory  and  cried: 

"All  Hail  the  power  of  Jesus'  name, 
Let  angels  prostrate  fall.

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THE   CENTENNIAL  CAMPAIGN 


Dr.  Maddry  was  a  visitor  in  this  section 
recently.  He  tells  us  the  great  campaign 
for  our  Baptist  schools,  known  as  our  cen- 
tennial Campaign  will  be  on  in  the  Pilot 
Mountain  Association  and  surrounding  ter- 
ritory in  January  and  February. 

This  campaign  has  been  moving  along 
well  in  other  sections  of  the  state.  We 
are  hoping  that  this  association,  in  many 
respects  the  greatest  in  the  state,  will  do 
a  worthy  part  by  education. 

This  is  the  first  great  effort  to  really 
do  something  for  our  Baptist  schools.  If 
we  remember  the  original  purpose  of  our 
Baptist  fathers,  and  recognize  the  increased 
demands  upon  our  Baptist  schools,  if  we  will 
remember  that  this  amount  is  to  be  raised 
in  a  three  year  period  by  the  great  Baptist 
hosts  of  N.  C,  we  will  begin  to  see  that 
one  million  five  hundred  thousand  dollars 
is  a  conservative  amount. 

We  do  not  expect  to  compete  with  our 
state  institutions.  On  the  other  hand  we 
expect  to  continue  to  pay  taxes  for  the 
support  of  these  great  institutions.  But  in 
the  very  nature  of  things  they  cannot  and 
have  not  contributed  a  great  host  of  re- 
ligious leaders.  We  must  maintain  religious 
schools  that  will  be  perennial  sources  of 
supply  for  denominational  leadership  im- 
bued with  a  determination  to  eonsumate  the 
program  of  Christ.  This  campaign  will  help 
our  schools  to  do  this. 


COMMUNITY   OR   CITY -WIDE 
CONFERENCES 


(By    Wm.    P.    Phillips) 

The  Sunday  School  Young  People's- Adult 
Department  of  the  Baptist  Sunday  School 
Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
is  charged  with  the  promotion  of  the  work 
of  the  Young  People's  and  Adult  depart- 
ments and  the  classes  within  these  two 
departments  of  the  Sunday  school.  Great 
progress  has  been  made  by  the  Baptist  Sun- 
day schools  of  the  South  in  reaching  young 
people  and  adults  the  past  twenty  years. 
The  growth  of  our  Sunday  schools  has 
largely  been  measured  by  such  progress. 
This  enlargement  has  naturally  produced 
problems  which  call  for  necessary  adjust- 
ments. The  need  for  departmentization  is 
an  insistent  necessity  which  is  being  effected 
with  an  increasing  pace.  The  new  program 
of  departmentization  calls  for  adjustment 
both  in  the  general  Sunday  school  organiza- 
tion and  that  of  the  Young  People's  and 
Adult  classes.  The  principal  task  is  to  get 
before  the  Sunday  school  leaders  in  our 
churches  the  new  program  that  this  Depart- 
ment proposes.  Therefore,  this  Department 
seeks  to  inaugurate  as  a  part  of  its  field 
policy  the  Community  or  City-Wide  Young 
People's  and  Adult  Confernce.  All  of  the 
general  officers  of  the  school  together  with 
the  leaders  of  these  two  departments  and 
their  classes  should  be  gathered  into  such 
a  conference  in  order  that  they  may  be 
brought  in  touch  with  what  is  proposed  and 
being  done. 

I.  Definite  Programs  for  Young  People  and 
Adults  a  Real  Need. 

With  the  departmentization  of  Young- 
People's  or  Adult  classes,  if  the  department

is  to  properly  function,  there  must  be  a 
Sunday  morning  department  meeting,  also 
a  weekly  meeting  of  the  officers  and  teach- 
ers. With  nothing  to  guide  them  many 
departments  are  succeeding  admirably  with 
a  program  of  their  own  invention.  There 
are  certain  fundamental  factors  that  must 
obtain  in  any  program.  The  Sunday  School 
Young  People's-Adult  Department  is  mak- 
ing a  close  study  of  progiams  for  these 
two  departments  and  insists  that  no  depart- 
ment can  hope  to  succeed  without  these  two 
essential  meetings. 

There  are  also  certain  fundamental  meet- 
ings essential  to  successful  class  building: 
The  Sunday  morning  program  of  the  class 
session,  the  weekly  business  meeting  of  the 
class  officers  and  the  monthly  class  business 
meeting.  Most  Young  People's  and  Adult 
classes  are  groping  their  way  along,  with- 
out chart  or  compass,  having  possibilities 
both  in  membership  and  ministry  without 
measure,  and  would  respond  to  intelligent 
leadership  if  their  leaders  only  knew  what 
and  how  to  do.  The  evils  charged  to  such 
classes  are  those  of  which  they  are  innocent 
and  usually  ignorant.  It  is  these  that  the 
Sunday  School  Young  People's-Adult  De- 
partment is  seeking  to  correct  through  the 
proposed  conferences. 

II.  The  Purpose  of  These  Conferences. 

The  following  suggestions  would  seem  to 
properly  characterize  the  proposed  con- 
ferences : 

1.  To  Visualize  Possibilities  of  Young 
People  and  Adults.  Our  greatest  need  of 
the  present  is  to  bring  pastors  and  general 
superintendents  to  a  realization  of  the  im- 
portance and  place  of  these  two  major  de- 
partments of  the  Sunday  school.  Few  of 
them  know  that  the  real  opportunity  for 
greatest  growth  lies  within  the  Young 
People's  and  Adult  groups.  Many  classes  of 
moderate  size  rather  than  two  or  three 
large  over-topping  classes  are  the  solution 
and  hope  in  reaching  young  people  and 
adults.  Responsibility  for  approximately 
75  per  cent  of  the  entix'e  Sunday  school 
constituency  is  lodged  with  these  two  de- 
partments. The  real  purpose  of  such  pro- 
posed confernces  is  to  bring  our  general 
and  department  Sunday  school  and  class 
leaders  to  a  realization  of  these  potent  facts. 

2.  To  Create  a  Desire  for  a  Real  Program. 
Young  People's  and  Adult  departments  and 
classes  need  to  be  stimulated  with  a  real 
desire  for  the  best  there  is.  Their  greatest 
need  is  programs  of  the  right  type  in  fullest 
harmony  with  the  Sunday  sehool  and  church 
program,  and  in  such  conferences  these  pro- 
grams will  be  discussed  fully  and  demon- 
strated and  may  thus  be  seen  in  action, 
providing  a  real  incentive  to  the  leaders 
in  these  depaitments  and  classes. 

3.  To  Encourage  Real  Bible  Study.  There 
is  a  tendency  to  provide  an  entertainment 
or  a  Sunday  morning  vaudeville  in  some 
classes,  particularly  some  of  the  larger 
ones.  Many  classes  have  everything  but 
real  Bible  study — the  thing  for  which  they 
were  organized.  At  best  in  the  brief  time 
remaining  it  is  only  a  lecture  by  the  one 
who  occupies  the  office  of  teacher.  The 
aim  of  the  Sunday  School  Young  People's- 
Adult  Department  is  to  provide  a  program 
for  both  teacher  and  pupil  that  will  en- 
courage real  Bible  using  and  teaching — 
actual  Bible  study  and  enthrone  the  Bible 
in  the  hearts  of  the  pupils  and  in  the  class 
as  the  real  text  book,  thus  making  actually 
effective  the  real  purpose  of  the  Sunday 
school. 

4.  To  Demonstrate  Department  and  Class 
Programs.  A  good  salesman  always  dis- 
plays   and    demonstrates    his    wares.      The 


Young  People's  and  Adult  department  pro- 
grams for  Sunday  morning  and  week  day 
meetings  are  usually  a  novelty  in  most 
sections,  and  few  classes  have  in  operation 
effective  programs  which  bring  into  action 
the  officers  and  essentials  on  Sunday  morn- 
ing in  the  classroom.  Classes  would  in 
many  cases  have  both  the  weekly  business 
meeting  of  their  officers  and  the  monthly 
business  meeting  of  the  class,  once  im- 
pressed with  a  really  effective  program  and 
necessity  for  same.  One  of  the  most  vital 
features  of  these  conferences  is  the  actual 
demonstration  of  these  programs  by  real 
department  and  class  groups. 

5.  To  Confer  on  Local  and  General  Prob- 
lems of  Departments  and  Classes.  The 
most  attractive  feature  of  these  conferences 
is  that  they  are  conferences  in  fact  and  are 
not  training  schools.  Department  and  class 
and  general  Sunday  school  leaders  are  not 
asked  to  study  books  in  these  conferences 
but  to  come  and  bring  their  problems  and 
discuss  them.  "In  the  multitude  of  council 
there  is  safety.''  The  fruit  of  these  con- 
ferences is  understanding,  co-operation,  and 
harmony  of  action.  Knowing  their  place 
and  duties  is  the  desire  of  Young  People's 
and  Adult  workers.  These  conferences  are 
happily  supplying  this  long  felt  need  and 
are  a  real  friend  to  our  pastors  and  Sun- 
day school   superintendents. 

III.  The   Plan   of  These   Conferences 

We  now  come  to  the  heart  of  our  sug- 
gestions— the  plans  for  the  promotion  of 
these  conferences.  Such  conferences  are 
to  be  promoted  in  the  several  states  through 
the  State  Sunday  School  Departments. 
Invitations  for  these  meetings  should  be 
submitted  through  them  to  the  Sunday 
School  Young  People's-Adult  Department. 
The  following  outlines  in  detail  are  the 
plans  for  these  conferences: 

1.  Who  Should  Participate.  This  is  first 
in  importance.  While  the  name  "Young 
People's  and  Adult  Conference"  is  rather 
indicative,  yet  it  should  be  understood  that 
such  conferences  must  include  every  one 
who  is  in  any  nature  responsible  for  the 
promotion  of  the  work  of  these  two  depart- 
cents  in  the  Sunday  school;  therefore,  the 
pastor,  general  superintendent  and  general 
secretary,  together  with  all  Young  People's 
and  Adult  department  and  class  officers  and 
members  of  Young  People's  and  Adult 
classes  should  participate  in  these  con- 
ferences. 

2.  Three  Conferences.  Each  night  there 
will  be  two  conference  periods  of  one  hour 
each  which  will  be  divided  into  three  groups 
as  follows:  (a)  Young  People's  department 
and  class  officers,  teachers  and  class  mem- 
bers; (b)  Adult  department  and  class 
officers,  teachers  and  class  members;  (c) 
general,  department  and  class  secretaries 
and  others  interested  in  Sunday  school 
records. 

The  textbook.  "Young  People's  and  Adult 
Departments,"  by  Flake,  will  be  used  for 
reference  and  study  in  both  department  con- 
ferences, the  leader  in  each  instance  supply- 
ing the  necessary  department  application 
and  emphasis.  The  conference  on  Sunday 
School  Department  and  Class  Records  will 
use  as  a  basis  for  reference  and  study 
"The  Sunday  School  Secretary  and  the  Six 
Point  Record  System"  by  Flake  and  Noland. 
The  leader  of  this  conference  will  give  par- 
ticular emphasis  and  demonstration  to 
record  keeping  in  Young  People's  and  Adult 
departments  and  classes. 

3.  The  Faculty.  Three  conference  leaders 
of  undisputed  ability,  one  for  each  particular 
subject,  will  be  needed  and  supplied  in  co- 
operation with  the  State  Sunday  School  De- 
partment of  the  state  wherein  such  con- 
ference may  be  held.

4.  Schedule  of  Meetings.  The  conferences 
are  planned  to  include  five  evenings  with  a 
schedule  of  three  thouis  and  fifteen  minutes 
each,  beginning  at  6:15  p.  m.,  and  conclud- 
ing at  9:30  p.  m. 
VI.  The  Benefits  from  These  Conferences 
After  the  foregoing  has  been  read 
thoroughly  it  seems  presumptuous  to  sug- 
gest the  above  discussion.  The  benefits  are 
too  many  for  enumeration;  however,  a  few- 
are  in  order  in  conclusion. 

1.  Such  conferences  as  these  will  bring 
the  young  people  and  adults  of  our  Sunday 
schools  to  a  profound  realization  of  the 
large  place  that  is  theirs  in  the  church 
through  its  school.

THE  SIX  POINT  RECORD  SYSTEM 


(By  Edgar  Williamson) 

Remember  that  it  takes  time  to  do  any- 
thing well.  We  should  not  judge  the  ef- 
fectiveness of  this  system  by  what  it  does 
in  one  Sunday  or  in  one  month,  or  in  one 
year.  These  six  good  habits  have  to  be  cul- 
tivated. It  takes  time  to  cultivate  them, 
and  it  will  take  years,  maybe,  to  get  into 
the  innermost  consciousness  of  our  churches 
these  siv  character-building  habits. 

I  know  what  the  Six  Point  Record  System 
will  do  for  any  Sunday  school.  My  faith 
has  become  sight.  When  someone  tells  me 
that  the  Six  Point  Record  System  will  not 
work  here  or  there,  I  know  that  it  is  not 
the  fault  of  the  record  system,  but  some- 
thing is  not  just  right  in  that  particular 
school.  What  it  is  I  do  not  know.  If  all 
the  schools  in  all  the  lands  were  to  get  to- 
gether and  vote  that  the  Six  Point  Record 
System  was  not  worthwhile,  it  would  not 
shake  my  belief  in  it,  because  I  know  what 
it  will  do.

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THE   CENTENNIAL  CAMPAIGN 

Dr.  Maddry  was  a  visitor  in  this  section 
recently.  He  tells  us  the  great  campaign 
for  our  Baptist  schools,  known  as  our  cen- 
tennial Campaign  will  be  on  in  the  Pilot 
Mountain  Association  and  surrounding  ter- 
ritory in  January  and  February. 

This  campaign  has  been  moving  along 
well  in  other  sections  of  the  state.  We 
are  hoping  that  th:s  association,  in  many 
respects  the  greatest  in  the  state,  will  do 
a  woithv  part  by  education. 

This  is  the  first  great  effort  to  really 
do  something  for  our  Baptist  schools.  If 
we  remember  the  original  purpose  of  our 
Baptist  fathers,  and  recognize  the  increased 
demands  upon  our  Baptist  schools,  if  we  will 
remember  that  this  amount  is  to  be  raised 
in  a  three  year  period  by  the  great  Baptist 
hosts  of  N.  C,  we  will  begin  to  see  that 
one  million  five  hundred  thousand  dollars 
is  a  conservative  amount. 

We  do  not  expect  to  compete  with  our 
state  institutions.  On  the  other  hand  we 
expect  to  continue  to  pay  taxes  for  the 
support  of  these  great  institutions.  But  in 
the  very  nature  of  things  they  cannot  and 
have  not  contributed  a  great  host  of  re- 
ligious leaders.  We  must  maintain  religious 
schools  that  will  be  perennial  sources  of 
supply  for  denominational  leadership  im- 
bued with  a  determination  to  consumate  the 
program  of  Christ.  This  campaign  will  help 
our  schools  to  do  this. 


COMMUNITY   OR   CITY-WIDE 
CONFERENCES 


(By    Wm.    P.    Phillips) 

The  Sunday  School  Young  People's-Adult 
Department  of  the  Baptist  Sunday  School 
Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
is  charged  with  the  promotion  of  the  work 
of  the  Young  People's  and  Adult  depart- 
ments and  the  classes  within  these  two 
departments  of  the  Sunday  school.  Great 
progress  has  been  made  by  the  Baptist  Sun- 
day schools  of  the  South  in  reaching  young- 
people  and  adults  the  past  twenty  years. 
The  growth  of  our  Sunday  schools  has 
largely  been  measured  by  such  progress. 
This  enlargement  has  naturally  produced 
problems  which  call  for  necessary  adjust- 
ments. The'  need  for  departmentization  is 
an  insistent  necessity  which  is  being  effected 
with  an  increasing  pace.  The  new  program 
of  departmentization  calls  for  adjustment 
both  in  the  general  Sunday  school  organiza- 
tion and  that  of  the  Young  People's  and 
Adult  classes.  The  principal  task  is  to  get 
before  the  Sunday  school  leaders  in  our 
churches  the  new  program  that  this  Depart- 
ment proposes.  Therefore,  this  Department 
seeks  to  inaugurate  as  a  part  of  its  field 
policy  the  Community  or  City-Wide  Young 
People's  and  Adult  Confernce.  All  of  the 
general  officers  of  the  school  together  with 
the  leaders  of  these  two  departments  and 
their  classes  should  be  gathered  into  such 
a  conference  in  order  that  they  may  be 
brought  in  touch  with  what  is  proposed  and 
being  done. 

I.  Definite  Programs  for  Young  People  and 
Adults  a  Real  Need. 

With  the  "  departmentization  of  Young- 
People's  or  Adult  classes,  if  the  department

The  Pastor 
and  Superintendent  were  guests  of  the  de- 
partment on  this  occasion.  The  mothers 
class  served  a  delightful  meal.  The  decora- 
tions of  goldenrod,  and  Autumn  foliage 
were  very  attractive. 

Mrs.  G.  E.  Mock,  the  Department  Super- 
intendent presided  and  made  it  a  most  en- 
joyable occasion.  The  presidents  of  the 
two  classes  promoted  made  brief  talks  fol- 
lowed by  the  pastor.  We  plan  to  make  this 
an  annual  affair. 

We  desire  to  let  the  Young  Peoples  De- 
partment know  that  their  church  is  depend- 
ing on  them.  Our  leaders  must  come  from 
this  department. 
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is  to  properly  function,  there  must  be  a 
Sunday  morning  department  meeting,  also 
a  weekly  meeting  of  the  officers  and  teach- 
ers. With  nothing  to  guide  them  many 
departments  are  succeeding  admirably  with 
a  program  of  their  own  invention.  There 
are  certain  fundamental  factors  that  must 
obtain  in  any  program.  The  Sunday  School 
Young  People's-Adult  Department  is  mak- 
ing a  close  study  of  progiams  for  these 
two  departments  and  insists  that  no  depart- 
ment can  hope  to  succeed  without  these  two 
essential  meetings. 

There  are  also  certain  fundamental  meet- 
ings essential  to  successful  class  building: 
The  Sunday  morning  program  of  the  class 
session,  the  weekly  business  meeting  of  the 
class  officers  and  the  monthly  class  business 
meeting.  Most  Young  People's  and  Adult 
classes  are  groping  their  way  along,  with- 
out chart  or  compass,  having  possibilities 
both  in  membership  and  ministry  without 
measure,  and  would  respond  to  intelligent 
leadership  if  their  leaders  only  knew  what 
and  how  to  do.  The  evils  charged  to  such 
classes  are  those  of  which  they  are  innocent 
and  usually  ignorant.  It  is  these  that  the 
Sunday  School  Young  People's-Adult  De- 
partment is  seeking  to  correct  through  the 
proposed  conferences. 

II.  The  Purpose  of  These  Conferences. 

The  following  suggestions  would  seem  to 
properly  characterize  the  proposed  con- 
ferences : 

1.  To  Visualize  Possibilities  of  Young 
People  and  Adults.  Our  greatest  need  of 
the  present  is  to  bring  pastors  and  general 
superintendents  to  a  realization  of  the  im- 
portance and  place  of  these  two  major  de- 
partments of  the  Sunday  school.  Few  of 
them  know  that  the  real  opportunity  for 
greatest  growth  lies  within  the  Young 
People's  and  Adult  groups.  Many  classes  of 
moderate  size  rather  than  two  or  three 
large  over-topping  classes  are  the  solution 
and  hope  in  reaching  young  people  and 
adults.  Responsibility  for  approximately 
75  per  cent  of  the  entire  Sunday  school 
constituency  is  lodged  with  these  two  de- 
partments. The  real  purpose  of  such  pro- 
posed confernces  is  to  bring  our  general 
and  department  Sunday  school  and  class 
leaders  to  a  realization  of  these  potent  facts. 

2.  To  Create  a  Desire  for  a  Real  Program. 
Y'oung  People's  and  Adult  departments  and 
classes  need  to  be  stimulated  with  a  real 
desire  for  the  best  there  is.  Their  greatest 
need  is  programs  of  the  right  type  in  fullest 
harmony  with  the  Sunday  school  and  church 
program,  and  in  such  conferences  these  pro- 
grams will  be  discussed  fully  and  demon- 
strated and  may  thus  be  seen  in  action, 
providing  a  real  incentive  to  the  leaders 
in  these  departments  and  classes. 

3.  To  Encourage  Real  Bible  Study.  There 
is  a  tendency  to  provide  an  entertainment 
or  a  Sunday  morning  vaudeville  in  some 
classes,  particularly  some  of  the  larger 
ones.  Many  classes  have  everything  but 
real  Bible  study — the  thing  for  which  they 
were  organized.  At  best  in  the  brief  time 
remaining  it  is  only  a  lecture  by  the  one 
who  occupies  the  office  of  teacher.  The 
aim  of  the  Sunday  School  Y'oung  People's- 
Adult  Department  is  to  provide  a  program 
for  both  teacher  and  pupil  that  will  en- 
courage real  Bible  using  and  teaching — 
actual  Bible  study  and  enthrone  the  Bible 
in  the  hearts  of  the  pupils  and  in  the  class 
as  the  real  text  book,  thus  making  actually 
effective  the  real  pm-pose  of  the  Sunday 
school. 

4.  To  Demonstrate  Department  and  Class 
Programs.  A  good  salesman  always  dis- 
plays   and    demonstrates    his    wares.      The 


Young  People's  and  Adult  department  pro- 
grams for  Sunday  morning  and  week  day 
meetings  are  usually  a  novelty  in  most 
sections,  and  few  classes  have  in  operation 
effective  programs  which  bring  into  action 
the  officers  and  essentials  on  Sunday  morn- 
ing in  the  classroom.  Classes  would  in 
many  cases  have  both  the  weekly  business 
meeting  of  their  officers  and  the  monthly 
business  meeting  of  the  class,  once  im- 
pressed with  a  really  effective  program  and 
necessity  for  same.  One  of  the  most  vital 
features  of  these  conferences  is  the  actual 
demonstration  of  these  programs  by  real 
department  and  class  groups. 

5.  To  Confer  on  Local  and  General  Prob- 
lems of  Departments  and  Classes.  The 
most  attractive  feature  of  these  conferences 
is  that  they  are  conferences  in  fact  and  are 
not  training  schools.  Department  and  class 
and  general  Sunday  school  leaders  are  not 
asked  to  study  books  in  these  conferences 
but  to  come  and  bring  their  problems  and 
discuss  them.  "In  the  multitude  of  council 
there  is  safety.''  The  fruit  of  these  con- 
ferences is  understanding,  co-operation,  and 
harmony  of  action.  Knowing  their  place 
and  duties  is  the  desire  of  Y'oung  People's 
and  Adult  workers.  These  conferences  are 
happily  supplying  this  long  felt  need  and 
are  a  real  friend  to  our  pastors  and  Sun- 
day  school   superintendents. 

III.  The   Plan   of  These   Conferences 

We  now  come  to  the  heart  of  our  sug- 
gestions— the  plans  for  the  promotion  of 
these  conferences.  Such  conferences  are 
to  be  promoted  in  the  several  states  through 
the  State  Sunday  School  Departments. 
Invitations  for  these  meetings  should  be 
submitted  through  them  to  the  Sunday 
School  Young  People's-Adult  Department. 
The  following  outlines  in  detail  are  the 
plans  for  these  conferences: 

1.  Who  Should  Participate.  This  is  first 
in  importance.  While  the  name  "Young 
People's  and  Adult  Conference"  is  rather 
indicative,  yet  it  should  be  understood  that 
such  conferences  must  include  every  one 
who  is  in  any  nature  responsible  for  the 
promotion  of  the  work  of  these  two  depart  - 
cents  in  the  Sunday  school;  therefore,  the 
pastor,  general  superintendent  and  general 
secretary,  together  with  all  Young  People's 
and  Adult  department  and  class  officers  and 
members  of  Y'oung  People's  and  Adult 
classes  should  participate  in  these  con- 
ferences. 

2.  Three  Conferences.  Each  night  there 
will  be  two  conference  periods  of  one  hour 
each  which  will  be  divided  into  three  groups 
as  follows:  (a)  Y'oung  People's  department 
and  class  officers,  teachers  and  class  mem- 
bers; (b)  Adult  department  and  class 
officers,  teachers  and  class  members;  (c) 
general,  department  and  class  secretaries 
and  others  interested  in  Sunday  school 
records. 

The  textbook,  "Y'oung  People's  and  Adult 
Departments,"  by  Flake,  will  be  used  for 
reference  and  study  in  both  department  con- 
ferences, the  leader  in  each  instance  supply- 
ing the  necessary  department  application 
and  emphasis.  The  conference  on  Sunday 
School  Department  and  Class  Records  will 
use  as  a  basis  for  reference  and  study 
"The  Sunday  School  Secretary  and  the  Six 
Point  Record  System"  by  Flake  and  Noland. 
The  leader  of  this  conference  will  give  par- 
ticular emphasis  and  demonstration  to 
record  keeping  in  Young  People's  and  Adult 
departments  and  classes. 

3.  The  Faculty.  Three  conference  leaders 
of  undisputed  ability,  one  for  each  particular 
subject,  will  be  needed  and  supplied  in  co- 
operation with  the  State  Sunday  School  De- 
partment of  the  state  wherein  such  con- 
ference  may  be  held.

4.  Schedule  of  Meetings.  The  conferences 
are  planned  to  include  five  evenings  with  a 
schedule  of  three  thours  and  fifteen  minutes 
each,  beginning  at  6:15  p.  m.,  and  conclud- 
ing at  9:30  p.  m. 
VI.  The  Benefits  from  These  Conferences 

After  the  foregoing  has  been  read 
thoroughly  it  seems  presumptuous  to  sug- 
gest the  above  discussion.  The  benefits  are 
too  many  for  enumeration;  however,  a  few 
are  in  order  in  conclusion. 

1.  Such  conferences  as  these  will  bring 
the  young  people  and  adults  of  our  Sunday 
schools  to  a  profound  realization  of  the 
large  place  that  is  theirs  in  the  church 
through  its  school.

THE  SIX  POINT  RECORD  SYSTEM 


(By  Edgar  Williamson) 

Remember  that  it  takes  time  to  do  any- 
thing well.  We  should  not  judge  the  ef- 
fectiveness of  this  system  by  what  it  does 
in  one  Sunday  or  in  one  month,  or  in  one 
year.  These  six  good  habits  have  to  be  cul- 
tivated. It  takes  time  to  cultivate  them, 
and  it  will  take  years,  maybe,  to  get  into 
the  innermost  consciousness  of  our  churches 
these  siv  character-building  habits. 

I  know  what  the  Six  Point  Record  System 
will  do  for  any  Sunday  school.  My  faith 
has  become  sight.  When  someone  tells  me 
that  the  Six  Point  Record  System  will  not 
work  here  or  there,  I  know  that  it  is  not 
the  fault  of  the  record  system,  but  some- 
thing is  not  just  right  in  that  particular 
school.  What  it  is  I  do  not  know.  If  all 
the  schools  in  all  the  lands  were  to  get  to- 
gether and  vote  that  the  Six  Point  Record 
System  was  not  worthwhile,  it  would  not 
shake  my  belief  in  it,  because  I  know  what 
it  will  do.

Our  Association  was  founded  by  a  college 
man,  the  saintly  Dr.  Brown  who  is  still 
among  us.  He  said  recently  in  an  inter- 
view with  the  writer:  "This  Association  was 
founded  for  the  development  of  this  great 
piedmont  country".  It  is  fulfilling  its  mis- 
sion and  under  great  leadership  will  con- 
tinue to  do  so.  We  owe  Wake  Forest  much 
in  having  given  us  Dr.  Brown.  We  must 
continue  to  look  to  these  institutions  for 
trained  men  who  will  preach  the  gospel  in 
the  future.  This  is  the  largest  single  re- 
turn perhaps  that  the  average  church  will 
receive.  Is  this  not  a  sufficient  reward  for 
all  we  might  sacrifice.

As  you  know  I  spoke  on  the  6th  at  the 
Association  meeting  in  T'arboro,  on  the  11th 
in  Lumberton,  and  on  the  12th  in  Wilming- 
ton. 

I  have  been  impressed  everywhere  with 
the  fine  quality  of  interest  and  effort  mani- 
fested by  many  of  our  people.  The  leaders 
do  not  seem  in  every  case  entirely  confident 
that  the  goal  will  be  reached  but  they  are 
all  doing  their  best. 

The  Campaign  will  be  immensely  profi- 
table to  us  regardless  of  the  amount  of 
money  that  may  result.  We  are  taking 
Christian  Education  in  general,  and  the  col- 
leges in  particular,  to  the  hearts  of  our 
people  in  a  way  that  has  not  been  done  be- 
fore, and  we  are  informing  our  new  leaders, 
many  of  whom  have  been  speakers  and 
organizers  for  this  work,  in  most  effective 
fashion.

On  this  page  are  pictures 
of  two  outstanding'  memorials  to  the  gene- 
rosity of  our  people,  the  D.  Rich  Memorial 
and  Montague  Library,  the  former  at  Camp- 
bell College  the  latter  at  Mars  Hill  College. 
There  are  others,  among  them  being  the 
Fred  N.  Day  dormitory  at  Campbell,  given 
by  the  Moderator  of  this  Association. 

"At  Campbell  College  stands  the  D.  Rich 
Memorial  Administration  Building,  erected 
through  the  gifts  of  Mr.  D.  Rich,  of  Win- 
ston-Salem. Under  the  portal  is  a  large 
bronze  plate  with  the  embldzoned  words, 
"Buie's  Creek  Must  live" — a  quotation 
which  represents  his  determination  at  a 
time  of  crisis.  On  another  corner  of  the 
campus  stands  the  beautiful  Carrie  Rich 
Memorial  Library  given  in  memory  of  Mr. 
Rich's  wife,  a  memorial  of  charm  and 
service." 

The  Estella  Nissen  Montague  library  at 
Mars  Hill  College,  although  totally  inade- 
quate for  the  present  needs  of  a  college 
library,  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and 
unique  buildings  of  its  kind  in  the  country. 

All  of  these  gifts  were  made  at  times  of 
stress  in  the  lives  of  these  schools  and  repre- 
sent a  real  spirit  of  generosity.  That  spirit 
still  exists  in  our  Association,  in  many  re- 
spects the  greatest  Baptist  Association  in 
N.  C,  and  we  confidently  believe  that  when 
the  Centennial-  campaign  closes  there  will 
be  other  fitting  memorials  to  the  gene- 
rosity of  Pilot  Mountain  Baptists.  Let  us 
sacrifice  to  make  safe  the  cause  of  Christian 
Education  and  it  will  not  be  difficult  to  raise 
the  $70,000  which  we  have  been  apportioned 
for  the  duration  of  the  campaign.

OUR  HISTORIC  POLICY 


The  Centennial  Campaign,  which  we  are  now  launching,  is  entirely  in  keeping 
vith  the  historic  policy  of  Baptists,  and  Christianity  at  large.  Woodrow  Wilson 
said,  "Scholarship  has  never,  as  far  as  I  can  recall,  been  associated  with  any  religion, 
except  the  religion  of  Jesus." 

We  need  only  to  review  the  history  of  Education  in  this  country  to  realize  that 
education  has  been  given  its  greatest  impetus  by  Christian  leaders:  We  at  once  re- 
member John  Harvard  and  Eli  Yale,  whose  names  would  doubtless  have  passed  into 
oblivion,  but  for  the  fact  that  they  preserved  them  forever  in  the  founding  of  two 
)f  our  greatest  universities. 

About  a  hundred  years  ago  a  Baptist  preacher  came  into  prominence  at  Charles- 
ton, S.  C.  He  helped  to  write  the  constitution  of  his  state,  and  was  president  of 
;he  Triennial  Convention  of  American  Baptists.  But  his  greatest  achievement  per- 
laps  was  the  founding  of  Furman  University. 

In  North  Carolina  our  Baptist  people  have  an  enviable  record.  The  primary  mo- 
;ive  in  organizing  our  State  Convention  was  to  make  possible  a  trained  leadership. 
Ihe  first  reason  given  in  the  constitution  was  "to  train  young  men  called  of.  God 
:o  the  ministry." 

The  need  for  a  trained  ministry  was  never  greater  than  it  is  today.  Let  us  pre- 
serve the  institutions  for  which  our  fathers  sacrificed  so  much  by  liberally  support- 
ing our  Centennial  Campaign  and  posterity  will  bless  our  names.

WHO  TRAINS  THEM 


We  have  468  Baptist  preachers  in  N.  C. 
who  went  to  our  Baptist  schools  and  only 
a  half  dozen  who  attended  other  schools. 
Where  would  we  look  for  leaders  who  are 
trained  to  carry  on  the  work  were  it  not 
for  our  Baptist  schools?  This  is  the  very 
resaon  our  convention  was  organized. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  so  many  have  been 
deprived  of  an  educational  opportunity  in 
the  past.  Many  have  wrought  well  without 
college  education,  but  we  wonder  what  they 
would  have  been  had  they  been  better 
trained. 

The  day  has  come  when  every  youth  who 
desires  an  education  can  get  it.  May  the 
Lord  give  us  the  courage  to  see  that  our 
boys  and  girls  get  their  education  under 
Christian  influences.  It  is  clearly  evident 
that  if  we  do  not  we  shall  have  no  educated 
leadership.  For  example  the  State  Uni- 
versity has  given  us  only  28  Baptist  preach- 
ers in  140  years  while  our  Baptist  schools 
have  produced  3,200.

Of  the  forty  active  Baptist  pastors  in  the 
Pilot  Mountain  Association  who  actually 
hold  pastorates,  or  who  are  in  places  of 
active  service,  twenty-two  have  had  some 
special  training  for  their  work  and  all  of 
the  twenty-two  went  to  some  Baptist  school 
save  one  and  he  was  trained  in  a  denomina- 
tional school.  Our  association  has  no  Bap- 
tist school  within  or  near  its  borders  or 
doubtless  the   number  would  be   larger. 

Our  Association  was  founded  by  a  college 
man,  the  saintly  Dr.  Brown  who  is  still 
among  us.  He  said  recently  in  an  inter- 
view with  the  writer:  "This  Association  was 
founded  for  the  development  of  this  great 
piedmont  country".  It  is  fulfilling  its  mis- 
sion and  under  great  leadership  will  con- 
tinue to  do  so.  We  owe  Wake  Forest  much 
in  having  given  us  Dr.  Brown.  We  must 
continue  to  look  to  these  institutions  for 
trained  men  who  will  preach  the  gospel  in 
the  future.  This  is  the  largest  single  re- 
turn perhaps  that  the  average  church  will 
receive.  Is  this  not  a  sufficient  reward  for 
all  we  might  sacrifice.

My  dear  Doctor  Maddry: 

As  you  know  I  spoke  on  the  6th  at  the 
Association  meeting  in  Tarboro,  on  the  11th 
in  Lumberton,  and  on  the  12th  in  Wilming- 
ton. 

I  have  been  impressed  everywhere  with 
the  fine  quality  of  interest  and  effort  mani- 
fested by  many  of  our  people.  The  leaders 
do  not  seem  in  every  case  entirely  confident 
that  the  goal  will  be  reached  but  they  are 
all  doing  their  best. 

The  Campaign  will  be  immensely  profi- 
table to  us  regardless  of  the  amount  of 
money  that  may  result.  We  are  taking 
Christian  Education  in  general,  and  the  col- 
leges in  particular,  to  the  hearts  of  our 
people  in  a  way  that  has  not  been  done  be- 
fore, and  we  are  informing  our  new  leaders, 
many  of  whom  have  been  speakers  and 
organizers  for  this  work,  in  most  effective 
fashion. 

The  response  of  many  little  churches,  re- 
mote and  backward  churches,  has  en- 
couraged me  greatly.

The  Pilot  Mountain  Association  has  had 
a  worthy  part  in  the  strengthening'  of  our 
Baptist  schools.  On  this  page  are  pictures 
of  two  outstanding'  memorials  to  the  gene- 
rosity of  our  people,  the  D.  Rich  Memorial 
and  Montague  Library,  the  former  at  Camp- 
bell College  the  latter  at  Mars  Hill  College. 
There  are  others,  among  them  being  the 
Fred  N.  Day  dormitory  at  Campbell,  given 
by  the  Moderator  of  this  Association. 

"At  Campbell  College  stands  the  D.  Rich 
Memorial  Administration  Building,  erected 
through  the  gifts  of  Mr.  D.  Rich,  of  Win- 
ston-Salem. LTnder  the  portal  is  a  large 
bronze  plate  with  the  emblazoned  words, 
"Buie's  Cree'k  Must  Live" — a  quotation 
which  represents  his  determination  at  a 
time  of  crisis.  On  another  corner  of  the 
campus  stands  the  beautiful  Carrie  Rich 
Memorial  Library  given  in  memory  of  Mr. 
Rich's  wife,  a  memorial  of  charm  and 
service." 

The  Estella  Nissen  Montague  library  at 
Mars  Hill  College,  although  totally  inade- 
quate for  the  present  needs  of  a  college 
library,  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and 
unique  buildings  of  its  kind  in  the  country. 

All  of  these  gifts  were  made  at  times  of 
stress  in  the  lives  of  these  schools  and  repre- 
sent a  real  spirit  of  generosity.  That  spirit 
still  exists  in  our  Association,  in  many  re- 
spects the  greatest  Baptist  Association  in 
N.  C,  and  we  confidently  believe  that  when 
the  Centennial  campaign  closes  there  will 
be  other  fitting  memorials  to  the  gene- 
rosity of  Pilot  Mountain  Baptists.  Let  us 
sacrifice  to  make  safe  the  cause  of  Christian 
Education  and  it  will  not  be  difficult  to  raise 
the  $70,000  which  we  have  been  apportioned 
for  the  duration  of  the  campaign.

The  primary  mo- 
j/e  in  organizing  our  State  Convention  was  to  make  possible  a  trained  leadership. 
'ie  first  reason  given  in  the  constitution  was  "to  train  young  men  called  of  God 
I  the  ministry." 

(The  need  for  a  trained  ministry  was  never  greater  than  it  is  today.  Let  us  pre- 
i|rve  the  institutions  for  which  our  fathers  sacrificed  so  much  by  liberally  support- 
ing our  Centennial  Campaign  and  posterity  will  bless  our  names.

WHO  TRAINS  THEM 


We  have  468  Baptist  preachers  in  N.  C. 
who  went  to  our  Baptist  schools  and  only 
a  half  dozen  who  attended  other  schools. 
Where  would  we  look  for  leaders  who  are 
trained  to  carry  on  the  work  were  it  not 
for  our  Baptist  schools?  This  is  the  very 
resaon  our  convention  was  organized. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  so  many  have  been 
deprived  of  an  educational  opportunity  in 
the  past.  Many  have  wrought  well  without 
college  education,  but  we  wonder  what  they 
would  have  been  had  they  been  better 
trained. 

The  day  has  come  when  every  youth  who 
desires  an  education  can  get  it.  May  the 
Lord  give  us  the  courage  to  see  that  our 
boys  and  girls  get  their  education  under 
Christian  influences.  It  is  clearly  evident 
that  if  we  do  not  we  shall  have  no  educated 
leadership.  For  example  the  State  Uni- 
versity has  given  us  only  28  Baptist  preach- 
ers in  140  years  while  our  Baptist  schools 
have  produced  3,200.

Congress   at  Toronto  Will   Be  Attended  by 

Representatives  of  at   Least 

Fifty   Nations 

More  Baptists  from  more  countries  of 
the  world  than  have  ever  come  together  on 
an^  previous  occasion  anywhere,  are  ex- 
pected to  attend  the  next  Congress  of  the 
Baptist  World  Alliance  at  Toronto,  June 
23-29.  Dr.  E.  Y.  Mullins,  of  Louisville, 
president  of  the  body,  announces  that  he 
is  in  receipt  of  definite  information  to  the 
effect  that  between  forty  and  fifty  delegates 
are  coming  from  Australia  and  a  large  de- 
legation from  New  Zealand.  Every  other 
country  m  the  Far  East  where  there  is  Bap- 
tist work  is  expected  to  send  some  represen- 
tatives, while  there  will  be  delegates  from 
Africa,  Palestine,  a  half  dozen  countries 
of  South  America,  Mexico,  and  practically 
every  country  in  Europe.  Several  hundred 
British  Baptists  will  make  the  trip  in  a 
chartered  ship. 

Fifty  nations  were  represented  in  the 
last  Congress  at  Stockholm,  in  1923,  and 
equally  as  many  are  expected  to  have  re- 
presentation at  Toronto.  Initiating  this 
year's  program  will  be  a  roll  call  of  the 
nations  to  which  there  will  be  a  three-min- 
ute response,  in  which  chosen  speakers  will 
bring  the  greetings  of  every  country  re- 
presented 

By  reason  of  their  vast  numbers  of  Bap- 
tists, as  well  as  their  proximity  to  the 
meetinp'  place,  Canada  and  the  United 
States  are  expected  to  contribute  a  large 
majority  of  the  delegates.  Several  special 
trains  from  the  South  have  already  been 
planned,  while  tourist  agencies  have  formed 
special  delegations,  and  several  motor  cara- 
vans are  being  formed.  The  Northern  Bap- 
tist Convention  will  meet  in  Detriot  just 
preceding  the  World  Alliance  and  many  of 
the  delegates  there  will  go  directly  to  To- 
ronto for  the  Congress. 

Prominent  on  the  program  for  this  year 
will  be  the  ter-centenary  celebration  of  the 
birth  of  John  Bunyan,  author  of  Pilgrim's 
Progress,  which  has  been  translated  into 
seventy-five  languages  and  has  had  circula- 
tion second  only  to  that  of  the  Bible.  Dr. 
W.  J.  McGolothlin,  president  of  Furman 
University.  Greenville,  S.  C,  will  be  one  of 
the  speakers  on  this  anniversary  program.

TO  GATHER   IN  JUNE 


Congress   at   Toronto  Will   Be  Attended   by 

Representatives  of  at    Least 

Fifty   Nations 

More  Baptists  from  more  countries  of 
the  world  than  have  ever  come  together  on 
an"  previous  occasion  anywhere,  are  ex- 
pected to  attend  the  next  Congress  of  the 
Baptist  World  Alliance  at  Toronto,  June 
23-29.  Dr.  E.  Y.  Mullins,  of  Louisville, 
president  of  the  body,  announces  that  he 
is  in  receipt  of  definite  information  to  the 
effect  that  between  forty  and  fifty  delegates 
are  coming  from  Australia  and  a  large  de- 
legation from  New  Zealand.  Every  other 
country  in  the  Far  East  where  there  is  Bap- 
tist work  is  expected  to  send  some  represen- 
tatives, while  there  will  be  delegates  from 
Africa,  Palestine,  a  half  dozen  countries 
of  South  America,  Mexico,  and  practically 
every  country  in  Europe.  Several  hundred 
British  Baptists  will  make  the  trip  in  a 
chartered  ship. 

Fifty  nations  were  represented  in  the 
last  Congress  at  Stockholm,  in  1923,  and 
equally  as  many  are  expected  to  have  re- 
presentation at  Toronto.  Initiating  this 
year's  program  will  be  a  roll  call  of  the 
nations  to  which  there  will  be  a  three-min- 
ute response,  in  which  chosen  speakers  will 
bring  the  greetings  of  every  country  re- 
presented 

By  reason  of  their  vast  numbers  of  Bap- 
tists, as  well  as  their  proximity  to  the 
meetinp-  place,  Canada  and  the  United 
States  are  expected  to  contribute  a  large 
majority  of  the  delegates.  Several  special 
trains  from  the  South  have  already  been 
planned,  while  tourist  agencies  have  formed 
special  delegations,  and  several  motor  cara- 
vans are  being  formed.  The  Northern  Bap- 
tist Convention  will  meet  in  Detriot  just 
preceding  the  World  Allianee  and  many  of 
the  delegates  there  will  go  directly  to  To- 
ronto for  the  Congress. 

Prominent  on  the  program  for  this  year 
will  be  the  ter-eentenary  celebration  of  the 
birth  of  John  Bunyan,  author  of  Pilgrim's 
Progress,  which  has  been  translated  into 
seventy-five  languages  and  has  had  circula- 
tion second  only  to  that  of  the  Bible.  Dr. 
W.  J.  McGolothlin,  president  of  Furman 
University.  Greenville,  S.  C,  will  be  one  of 
the  speakers  on  this  anniversary  program.
